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TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  CONSTITUTION 


ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association. 


ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  this  Association  shall  be  the  exten- 
sion of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  prom.otion  of  harmony, 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  church. 


ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  association  sliall  haye  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 


ARTICLE  IV.  (1)  The  association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers 
and  messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have 
been  previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and 
four  members  from  each  one  hundred  or  fraction  thereof  shall  com- 
pose the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be 
the  sole  judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  asso- 
ciation for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the 
expiration  of  that  time  if  it  is  still  their  will  they  may  be  voted  in 
by  majority  vote  of  the  association  provided  they  have  an  acceptable 
letter  and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 


ARTICLE  V.  (1)  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session 
on  Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 


ARTICLE  VI.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  modera- 
tor, vice-moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sun- 
day school  superintendent.  Baptist  Training  Union  leader.  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  leader,  superintendent  of  evangelism,  and  president 
of  the  Deacons  organization. 
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ARTICLE  VII.  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for 
the  moderation,  (2)  Pie  shall  appoint  all  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  of  the  body.  (3)  The  vice-moderator  shall  assist  the  mod- 
erator and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator 
he  shall  act  in  his  stead  until  otherv/ise  provided  for.  (4)  The  clerk 
shall  keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  transactions  and 
reports  given  in  the  association  in  regular  or  called  meetings  and 
cause  to  be  printed  a  minute  containing  the  records  made.  (5)  The 
clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association  blanks 
for  the  preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received 
from  the  board.  (6)  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse  by  order 
of  the  executive  committee  the  m.oney  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  com- 
plete report  to  the  association  at  each  session.  (7)  It  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  historian  to  keep  the  record  of  the  association  up  to  date. 
(8)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function 
of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 


ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 


ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 


ARTICLE  X.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer  and  nine  other  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator.  Seven  of  these  members  shall  constitute  a 
quorum. 


ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee 
to  act  for  the  association  on  m.atters  arising  when  the  association 
is  not  in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session 
of  the  association. 


ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 


ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
from  any  church  which  does  not  comply  with  the  rules  and  practices 
governing  a  Baptist  church. 


ARTICLE  XIV.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the 
association  a  letter  properly  filled  on  the  blank  furnished  him.  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 


ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  in  the  previous  session  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must 
be  in  favor  of  the  am.endment.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES 

FOR  AGING 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  in  its  November, 
1950,  session  authorized  rhe  Committee  on'  the  Home  for  the  Aging  to 
make  plans  for  the  opening  and  operation  of  our  Home  for  the  Aging 
"  as  soon  as  the  committee  might  find  a  v.'ay  to  meet  the  cost  of  equip- 
ping and  operating.  Because  of  the  drive  to  raise  money  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  new  vring  to  the  Baptist  Hospital,  the  Convention  in- 
structed the  committee  for  the  Hom.e  not  to  expect  direct  help  from  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  during  the  year  1951. 

On  January'  9,  the  committee  on  the  Home  elected  Rev.  Jam.es  M. 
Hayes,  pastor  of  North  V/inston  Baptist  Church,  Vy'inston- Salem.,  super- 
intendent of  the  Hom.e,  and  Miss  Edna  Heinzerling,  director  of  Nurses 
of  the  Baptist  Hospital,  to  serve  as  supervisor  of  our  Home.  The  com- 
mittee decided  to  open  the  Home  for  residents  when  sufficient  funds 
became  available  to  begin. 
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There  are  many  evidences  of  the  Lord's  favor  upon  the  Home 
thus  far.  In  the  first  place,  He  led  in  making  a  home  immediately 
available.  Ten  years  ago  the  trustees  of  the  Bowman  Gray  School 
of  Medicine  of  Wake  Forest  College  leased  a  three-story,  brick-con- 
structed, fireproof  building,  with  an  elevator,  for  a  period  of  25  years 
for  $1.00  a  year.  The  committee  on  the  Home  was  able  to  secure  this 
building  for  15  years  at  the  same  rental  price.  The  building  accommo- 
dates 20  residents  at  present.  The  top  floor,  if  completed,  would  give 
space  for  16  additional  residents.  The  completion  of  this  floor  would 
cost  approximately  $23,000.  With  more  than  100  applications  for  ad- 
mission already  received,  and  inquiries  coming  almost  daily,  one  can 
easily  see  the  pressing  need  of  more  space. 


The  Home  has  been  greatly  helped  by  the  gifts  received — furni- 
ture, office  equipment,  heating  system,  blankets,  linens,  towels,  and 
m.any  other  items,  as  well  as  discounts  on  supplies  necessary  to  be 
purchased.  Although  the  Home  has  been  operating  only  since  March 
16,  yet  it  now  has  assets  approximating  $50,000,  and  is  not  operating 
in  the  red. 


Our  residents  range  in  age  from  67  to  91  years,  and  come  from 
widely  scattered  sections  of  North  Carolina — from  Franklin  to  Eliza- 
beth City — the  mountains  to  the  sea.  Regardless  of  the  sections  from 
which  they  come,  they  are  a  happy,  congenial  family,  all  rejoicing  in 
the  opportunity  to  live  in  the  Home.  The  attitude  of  all  the  resi- 
dents is  well  expressed  in  the  brief  statements  of  Miss  Bertha  Calla- 
way, former  matron  of  Mills  Home  Orphanage:  "I  like  this  good  Chris- 
tian home";  and  of  Mrs.  Carroll:  "I  wouldn't  exchange  it  for  any 
other." 


The  Home  offers  four  things  to  those  who  come  to  live  there: 
security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  a  Christian  ministry.  With  this 
sort  of  program.  North  Carolina  Baptists  can  add  years  to  life,  and 
life  to  years  for  those  who  reside  in  our  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging. 
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One  donor  said  when  he  sent  his  check  to  the  Home:  "I  believe 
in  this  practical  kind  of  Christianity.  North  Carolina  Baptists  have 
waited  too  long  to  begin  it."  Surely  it  is  practical,  for  Jesus  said: 
"Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  unto  one  of  the  least  of  these  my  breth- 
ren, ye  have  done  it  unto  me." 

The  committee  on  the  Home  has  challenged  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists to  build  a  home  adequate  to  meet  the  need  of  the  increasing 
number  of  old  people  from  65  years  up.  Their  program  calls  for  a 
million  dollar  plant,  which  would  accommodate  270  residents.  With 
the  Lord  leading  and  North  Carolina  Baptists  cooperating,  such  a 
plant  should  be  built  and  in  operation  within  a  few  years.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

The  leaders  in  the  department  of  evangelism  in  our  state  and 
south  have  a  right  to  rejoice  in  the  work  that  is  being  done  through 
this  agency. 

Since  the  department  of  Evangelism  was  launched  in  1947,  there 
has  been  a  continued  increase  in  the  number  of  additions  to  our 
churches  by  baptism.  In  1950  we  had  an  all  time  record  of  baptisms 
in  the  South,  with  376,085.  The  largest  number  ever  baptized  by  any 
denomination. 


In  our  own  beloved  state  we  baptized  more  than  35,000  last  year. 
We  are  looking  forward  to  this  year  as  being  the  greatest  year  in  the 
history  of  our  denomination.  We  ought  to  baptize  over  a  half  mil- 
lion people  this  year.  Our  goal  in  North  Carolina  is  60,000.  If  all 
our  churches  had  carried  through  we  would  have  easily  surpassed. 
Unfortunately,  here  in  our  own  association,  we  were  able  to  baptize 
only  197.  However,  there  have  been  many  conversions  that  have  not 
been  reported,  and  others  have  been  saved  since  our  year  closed  in 
July. 
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I  believe  we  have  made  much  progress.  In  the  main,  our  churches 
are  spiritually  stronger.  People  who  are  lost  are  flocking  to  services 
in  great  numbers,  and  are  hungry  for  the  truth.  It  is  high  time  we 
Christians  opened  our  eyes  and  looked  upon  the  field,  it  is  now  ripe. 
Pray  ye  the  Lord  of  the  harvest,  "that  he  will  send  forth  laborers 
into  the  harvest,  for  the  harvest  is  ripe  and  the  labourers  few." 


Let  us  plan  now  to  have  a  Simultaneous  Revival  in  every  church 
next  spring.   If  you  want  your  church  to  grow,  be  evangelistic.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

The  Foreign  Missions  Board  has  lengthened  its  C9rds  and 
strengthened  its  stakes  in  all  parts  of  the  world  during  the'  past  year. 
Funds  for  Foreign  Mission  Advance  have  enabled  the  Board  to  estab- 
lish new  stations  in  almost  every  country  in  which  it  has  work,  and 
in  four  countries  in  which*  Southern  Baptists  have  not  been  repre- 
sented before.  We  have  never  before  had  as  many  foreign  mission- 
aries on  the  field  as  we  now  have. 

Lengthening 

The  largest  number  of  missionaries  ever  appointed  by  the  Board 
in  any  one  year  (111)  was  appointed  in  1950,  giving  a  total  force  of 
803  active  missionaries.  Thirty  more  have  been  appointed  during  the 
first  four  months  of  1951. 
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Our  four  new  mission  fields  are  Ecuador,  Peru,  Southern  Rhodesia, 
and  Malaya — placing  our  missionaries  in  a  total  of  twenty-eight  coun- 
tries. The  otiier  countries  are  Arabia,  Argentine,  Brazil,  Chile,  China, 
Colombia,  Costa  Rica,  Gold  Coast,  Guatemala-Honduras,  Hawaii, 
Israel,  Italy,  Japan,  Jordan,  Lebanon,  Mexico,  Nigeria,  Paraguay,  Phil- 
ippine Islands,  Spain,  Thailand,  Uruguay,  Venezuela,  and  Switzerland. 
Korea,  also,  was  entered  by  our  missionaries  in  February,  1950;  one 
of  the  missionaries  forced  out  by  the  outbreak  of  the  war  the  follow- 
ing June  expects  to  re-enter  in  1951  to  administer  relief.) 


A  total  of  15,620  baptisms  reported  on  the  foreign  field,  exclusive 
of  China  from  which  no  report  came  in  1950,  lengthen  and  strengthen 
the  Baptist  influence  in  those  lands. 


Slrengihening 

Two  hospitals  are  under  construction  in  South  America  where 
we  have  never  had  a  hospital  before.  One  of  them  is  being  opened 
in  Asuncion,  Paraguay,  the  latter  part  of  1951;  construction  began  on 
the  other  in  Barranquilla,  Colombia,  late  in  1950.  Our  first  hospital 
for  medical  service  among  Moslems  is  located  at  Ajloun,  Jordan.  A 
gift  from  Anglican  missionaries,  the  hospital  will  be  manned  by  Bap- 
tist personnel  in  1951.  Medical  work  has  been  strengthened  all  over 
Nigeria  with  four  hospitals  now  where  only  one  was  maintained  for 
many  years. 


Strong  international  theological  schools  which  have  been  located 
at  strategic  points  will  strengthen  our  work  for  years  to  come.  Dr. 
Josef  Nordenhaug's  inauguration  as  first  president  of  the  seminary 
in  Switzerland  in  the  fall  of  1950  launches  that  institution  into  the 
full  stream,  of  European  education.  Advancing  the  Argentina  semi- 
nary to  international  status  assures  strong  theological  leadership  for 
the  southern  section  of  Spanish  A^merica.  Plans  for  opening  a 
similar  institution  in  Colombia  prom.ise  the  same  service  for  the 
northern  section. 
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Inauguration  of  agricultural  missionary  leadership  in  two  mission 
fields  launches  a  new  service  which  will  deepen  Baptist  influence 
among  people  in  farming  areas.  One  of  the  agricultural  missionaries 
is  stationed  in  interior  Brazil;  the  other  at  a  co-operative  Hebrew  set- 
tlement in  Israel. 


Division  of  the  North  Brazil  Mission  strengthens  missionary  effort 
in  the  equatorial  area.  The  new  Equatorial  Mission  includes  the 
Amazon  Valley,  far  av/ay  from  Recife,  the  center  for  North  Brazil  Mis- 
sion v/ork. 


The  Future  of  Advance 

Every  new  missionary,  every  new  station,  ever^^  new  institution 
established  requires  much  m.ore  than  the  initial  financial  outlay  which 
inaugurates  their  services.  Dr.  M.  Theron  Rankin,  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  Board,  estimates  that  $3,000  is  the  minimum  yearly  require- 
ment for  every  new  missionary  added  to  the  foreign  mission  staff. 


The  Foreign  Mission  Board's  total  receipts  for  1950  were  $6,014,- 
909.49,  an  advance  of  $695,644.45  over  the  preceding  year.  Virtually 
all  of  the  increase  came  as  a  result  of  the  allocation  to  the  Foreign 
Mission  Board  of  all  Co-operative  Program  receipts  in  excess  of 
$6,500,000.  But  in  1951,  other  comm.itments  of  the  Co-operative  Pro- 
gram budget  figures  to  $7,000,000  before  the  excess  can  go  wholly  for 
foreign  missions.  That  means  Foreign  Mission  Advance  is  stopped 
unless  Co-operative  Program  receipts  are  higher  in  1951  than  in  1950. 


Advance  is  definitely  related  to  how  well-informed  Southern 
Baptists  are  about  the  needs  of  the  v/orld.  The  Commission,  your 
world  journal,  should  be  received  and  read  in  every  Southern  Baptist 
home.

We  feel  that  we  have  just  closed  another  progressive  year  in  our 
Associational  Deacon's  v/ork.  There  has  been  splendid  cooperation  by 
the  pastors,  deacons  and  others  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Association. 

The  four  churches  holding  these  meetings  during  the  year  were 
East  Sylva,  Scotts  Creek,  Sylva,  and  Hamburg.  The  speakers  were 
Dr.  Hoyt  Blackwell,  president  of  Mars  Hill  College;  Rev.  J.  Alton  Mor- 
ris, pastor  of  Murphy  Baptist  Church;  Rev.  W.  M.  Chapman,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Franklin;  and  Rev.  Joe  Miller,  pastor 
of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Bryson  City.

Since  I  have  been  here  only  ten  weeks,  I  am  not  qualified  to  give 
a  report  on  the  year's  work.  However,  the  following  is  a  brief  sum- 
mary of  the  past  ten  weeks. 

Traveled  922  miles. 

Issued  160  Associational  Bulletins. 

Wrote  and  mailed  371  cards  and  103  letters. 

Taught  8  Sunday  school  lessons. 

Attended  3  W.  M.  U.  meetings. 

Attended  4  Associational  meetings. 

Visited  14  churches. 

Had  approximately  30  individual  conferences. 
Attended  5  group  conferences. 
Attended  5  committee  meetings 

Attended  meeting  of  associational  missionaries  at  Fruitland. 
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Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  held  in  twenty-one  churches 
this  summer  with  an  enrollnient  of  1,408.  Miss  Jean  Farrish,  the 
student  summer  worker,  helped  in  four  of  these  schools.  Miss  Louise 
Powell  helped  in  two  and  your  missionary  helped  in  seven.  The  other 
churches  used  their  own  workers  entirely.

REPORT  ON  NOPiTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

The  N.  C.  Baptist  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922  and  received 
its  first  patient  on  May  28,  1923.  The  present  site  of  eleven  acres  is 
located  in  the  Ardmore  section  of  Winston-Salem, 

Originally  planned  as  a  100-bed  institution,  the  hospital  was  en- 
larged in  1942  to  a  capacity  of  260  beds  and  55  bassinets.  A  Nurses' 
Home,  Outpatient  Building,  New  West  Wing  and  laundry  building 
have  been  added  to  the  original  plant.  The  medical  school  was  built 
adjoining  the  hospital  in  1941. 

The  hospital  admits  approximately  10,000  persons  per  year  as  bed 
patients  and  rendered  a  total  of  91,299  days  of  patient  care  in  1950. 

Plans  are  now  going  forward  for  building  the  new  South  Wing 
which  will  increase  the  capacity  of  the  hospital  by  50  per  cent. 

Teaching  and  healing,  two  of  the  principal  precepts  of  Christ's 
ministry,  are  the  main  objectives  of  our  Baptist  Hospital. 

.  The  Hospital  has  established  a  full  Department  of  Religion  with 
a  director,  two  chaplains  and  a  student  secretary.  Their  duties  consist 
of  pastoral  care  of  the  patients,  the  promotion  of  a  religious  program 
for  nurses  and  medical  students,  including  the  teaching  of  Bible  in 
the  School  of  Nursing,  the  conducting  of  a  program  of  Clinical  Pas- 
toral Training  for  pastors  and  theological  students,  and  ministering  to 
the  patients  and  their  families.

The  Chaplains  are  on  call  24  hours  a  day  at  the  hospital. 


The  department  of  religion  is  a  bridge  between  the  hospital  and 
the  parent  denomination  and  as  such  it  helps  to  keep  the  hospital 
close  to  the  motives  of  service  on  which  it  was  founded  and  to  interpret 
hospital  policies  and  needs  to  the  denomination. 


Funds  received  each  year  in  Mother's  Day  offerings  are  used  to 
help  pay  the  hospital  expenses  of  those  patients  who  can  pay  only  a 
part  of  their  hospitalization  or  nothing  at  all.  Receipts  from  the 
churches  in  Mother's  Day  offerings  in  1950  totaled  $140,639.81,  and  a 
goal  of  $150,000  has  been  set  for  1951.  The  total  includes  the  value 
of  linens  and  funds  for  linens  contributed  through  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Unions  and  estimated  at  $3,964.57  last  year.  Approximately  half 
of  the  9,702  bed  patients  admitted  to  the  hospital  in  1950  and  all 
those  seen  in  the  outpatient  clinics  (47,889  visits)  paid  no  doctor's  fee 
and  were  assisted  by  the  Mother's  Day  offering. 


The  hospital  provided  more  free  service  in  1950  than  any  other 
denominationally-controlled  hospital  in  the  South.  Free  service 
amounting  to  $337,000  which  was  dispensed  to  patients  in  the  hospital 
and  the  outpatient  clinic  was  made  possible  by  individual  contribu- 
tions, welfare  agencies,  the  Duke  Endowment  and,  mainly,  through 
the  Mother's  Day  offering. 


And  speaking  of  figures,  you  might  be  interested  in  knowing  that — 


An  average  of  three  babies  per  day  are  born  at  Baptist  Hospital, 
which  makes  a  total  of  well  over  a  thousand  new  citizens  each  year. 


About  9  X-ray  treatments  are  given  each  day  for  a  total  of  3,332 
in  a  single  year,  plus  thousands  of  X-rays  used  for  diagnostic  purposes. 


The  mailman  brings  135  pounds  of  mail  to  the  hospital  and  medical 
school  in  a  single  day. 


The  medical  school  has  graduated  322  doctors  since  it  was  opened 
in  1941. 
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The  dietary  department  serves  1,949  meals  per  day  or  603,240 
per  year.  It  prepares  approximately  65  special  diets  and  35  baby 
formulas  each  day. 

A  daily  food  biii  runs  around  $605.77  for  such  items  as  80  pounds 
of  bacon,  90  dozen  eggs,  575  quarts  of  milk,  130  loaves  of  bread. 

An  average  of  13  operations  are  performed  each  day  or  5,023  per 
year. 

The  bookmobile  makes  312  trips  per  year  and  circulates  3,600 
books  and  12,000  magazines. 

The  pharmacy  fills  between  50  and  GO  prescriptions  each  day. 

The  laundry  finishes  2,202  pounds  of  laundry  per  day,  including 
207  nurses  uniforms. 

The  emergency  room  receives  18  visits  each  day  or  6,657  per  year. 

It  takes  500  employees  to  keep  the  work  of  the  hospital  going 
each  day. 

It  takes  5V2  tons  of  coal  per  day. 

May  God  help  us  always  to  do  our  part  for  our  hospital.

REPORT  ON  COOFEHATIVE  PROGRAM 


The  Cooperative  Program  as  a  method  for  raising  and  distribut- 
ing money  in  support  of  our  agencies  and  institutions  was  adopted  by 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  in  1925. 

Dr.  J.  E.  Dillard  in  his  book,  We  Southern  Baptists,  says:  "The 
Cooperative  Program  is  the  plan  adopted  by  Southern  Baptists  in  their 
effort  to  enlist  all  their  people  in  the  systematic  support  of  all  the 
general  work  of  the  denomination.    It  includes  missions,  education, 
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and  benevolences  in  the  several  states,  in  the  Southern  states  as  a 
whole,  and  in  twenty-two  foreign  countries.  It  seeks  to  provide  a 
regular  dependable  income  for  all  agencies  engaged  in  this  work.  It 
distributes  to  all  these  agencies  in  proportion  to  their  importance  and 
budget  needs." 


During  the  year  1950-51  Tuckaseigee  Association  gave  $10,700.63 
to  Cooperative  Program  designated  and  undesignated.  We, gave  the 
following  designated  gifts  to  causes  included  in  Cooperative  Program: 
State  Missions,  $425.56;  Home  Missions,  $597.71;  Foreign  Missions, 
$193.35;  Christian  Education,  $394.01;  Hospital,  $1,865.83;  and  Relief 
and  Annuity,  $413.68.  We  must  help  our  people  to  understand  the 
plan  and  to  support  it  faithfully  and  generously. 


If  all  are  agreed  as  to  the  value  of  the  plan  and  program  and  all 
work  together  in  support  of  the  program,  we  can  solve  the  problems  of 
adequate  support  for  our  agencies  and  institutions  in  a  fair  and  reason- 
able way.

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TUCKASEIGEE  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION  CONSTITUTION 

ARTICLE  I.  The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  Tuckaseigee  Baptist 
Association. 

ARTICLE  II.  The  purpose  of  this  association  shall  be  the  exten- 
sion of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earthy  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony, 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  church. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  foody  may  deem  expedient. 
(2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  association  shall  have  no 
power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sovereign 
and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  (1)  The  association  shall  foe  composed  of  ministers 
and  messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have 
been  previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four 
members  from  each  one  hundred  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose  the 
representation  of  each  church.  (3)  The  association  shall  be  the  sole 
judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  association  for 
membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the  watchcare 
of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the  expiration  of 
that  time  if  it  is  still  their  will  they  may  be  voted  in  by  majority  vote 
of  the  association  provided  they  have  an  acceptable  letter  and  at  least 
one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  (1)  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thursday  and  Friday  preceding  the  third  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
moderator  may  call  a  mid-year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  moderator, 
vice-moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday 
School  superintendent^  Baptist  Training  Union  leader.  Woman's  Mis- 
sionary Union  leader,  superintendent  of  evangelism,  and  president  of 
the  Deacons  organization. 

ARTICLE  VII.  (1)  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the 
order  of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the 
moderation.  (2)  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  pertinent  to  the 
operation  of  the  body.  (3)  The  vice-moderator  shall  assist  the  modera- 
tor  and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator  he 
shall  act  in  his  stead  until  otherwise  provided  for.  (4)  The  clerk  shall 
keep  a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  transactions  and  reports 
given  in  the  association  in  regular  called  meetings  and  cause  to  be 
printed  a  minute  containing  the  records  made.  (5)  The  clerk  shall 
mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association  blanks  for  the 
preparation  of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the 
board.  (6)  The  treasurer  shall  receiv  eand  disburse  by  order  of  the 
executive  committee  the  money  of  the  treasury  and  make  a  complete 
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report  to  the  association  at  each  session.  (7)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
historian  to  keep  the  record  of  the  association  up  to  date.  (8)  It  shall 
be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the  function  of  their  office 
pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  executive  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
moderator,  vice-moderator,  clerk,  treasurer  and  nine  other  members 
appointed  by  the  moderator.  Seven  of  these  members  shall  constitute 
a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
from  any  church  which  does  not  comply  with  the  rules  and  practices 
governing  a  Baptist  church. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the 
association  a  letter  properly  filled  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least 
two  weeks  prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  in  the  previous  session  of 
the  association.  Otherwise  two-thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must 
be  in  favor  of  the  amendment.

REPORT  ON  WOMEN'S  WORK

far  short  of  our  best,  but  God  in  His  mercy  has  been  good  and  kind 
to  let  Us  have  this  much  of  1952.  So  with  Paul  let  us  look  forward 
to  the  future.  Let's  not  forget  the  past  but  let  it  be  a  constant  reminder  to 
do  our  best  for  Him. 

In  our  W.  M.  U.  work  we  have  several  phases  of  work  which  we 
observe  every  year  and  have  been  observing  them  for  many,  many 
years.  Missions,  of  course,  is  our  prime  objective.  Under  this  we  have 
Community  Missions,  Mission  Study,  and  stewardship  (or  tithing) 
which  means  our  time  just  as  much  as  it  means  money.  Mission  Study 
as  you  well  know  is  the  work  of  learning  about  our  State  and  Southern 
Baptist  missionaries  and  the  world  and  work  and  we  could  learn  about 
where  our  money  goes  when  we  give.  Community  missions,  of  course, 
means  leading  a  soul  to  Christ  or  doing  a  kind  deed,  or  lending  a  help- 
ing hand  and  above  all  praying  with  and  for  the  lost.  Are  we  about 
the  Master's  business?  Search  your  hearts  very  earnestly  and  sincerely 
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with  God's  help. 

Now,  considering  the  field  as  a  whole,  I  feel  very  humbly  proud 
to  have  a  small  share  in  my  Master's  work  and  want,  at  this  time,  to 
thank  each  and  everyone  who  has  so  faithfully  served  with  me  for  her 
close  cooperation  and  prayer  in  the  work.  We  have  had  some  wonder- 
fully inspiring  meetings,  and  feel  we  have  fought  a  few  hard  battles 
and  with  God's  help  have  gained  some  never  to  be  forgotten  victories. 
This  is  a  task  one  cannot  do  alone,  we  need  more  of  our  pastors  and 
our  men  and  women  with  us,  not  just  backing,  but  right  with  us  in 
trying  to  win  our  young  people  and  little  ones.

CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

When  we  think  of  Christian  Education,  we  have  in  mind  a  re- 
ligious enterprise  which  involves  more  than  four  thousand  pupils  and 
teachers.  These  personalities  are  spread  through  our  seven  colleges  in 
the  state. 

In  addition  to  these  seven  definite  centers,  we  have  in  our  state 
a  Seminary  and  a  number  of  assemblies  and  other  educational  insti- 
tutions. The  operation  of  these  bodies  runs  well  above  three  million 
dollars  annually. 

Wake  Forest,  Meredith,  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Campbell,  Win- 
gate,  and  Chowan  have  a  total  operating  income  of  $3,013,963.14,  and 
an  operating  expenditure  of  $2,868,638.64.  Three  of  our  institutions  had 
a  deficit  in  their  annual  operation  as  of  June  30,  1951.  but  the  other 
four  left  a  substantial  balance.  Our  great  educational  program  within 
itself  is  an  encouraging  item.  "The  End  is  not  yet"  and  there  is  no 
good  quitting  place  in  sight. 

The  question  "How  much  can  I  give?"  may  not  bring  the  shout; 
but  the  answer  to  the  question,  "What  will  I  lose  if  I  don't  give?" 
brings  the  shudder.

REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

And  Jesus  came  and  spake  unto  them,  saying.  All  power  is  given 
unto  me  in  heaven  and  in  earth. 

Go  ye  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name 
of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost;  Teaching  them  to 
observe  all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you:  and,  lo,  I  am. 
with  you  always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  earth.  Matthew  28:18-20. 

What  is  Evangelism?  Evangelism  is  the  spear-head  attack  of  the 
church  against  the  forces  of  evil  in  this  world.  It  is  preaching  the  gospel 
of  Jesus  Christ  to  all  men,  bringing  them  to  a  state  of  guilty  conscience 
before  God  (which  is  conviction)  until  they  come  to  a  Godly  sorrow  for 
sin  (which  is  repentance)  and  confess  Christ  as  personal  Saviotir 
(which  is  salvation),  and  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father, 
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Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  and  teaching  them  to  observe  all  the  commands 
of  Christ. 

It  is  the  vanguard  in  the  conquest  of  God's  great  army  against  the 
gates  of  Hell  as  we  try  to  rescue  the  deluded  victims  of  Satan,  and 
leads  them  from  darkness  to  light.  Evangelism  kindles  and  rekindles 
the  flames  of  compassion  in  the  hearts  of  all  true  Christians,  especially 
our  preachers,  teachers  and  officers  in  our  local  churches.  Without  it 
we  drift  into  cold  formalism  and  ritualism  that  breathe  the  breath  of 
stagnation  and  death  into  our  churches. 

In  our  association,  the  passion  for  lost  people  does  not  seem  to 
have  fastened  itself  upon  us  very  much.  It  took  thirty-six  of  us  to  win 
one  person  to  Christ.  In  the  forty-six  churches  we  only  reported  254 
baptisms  for  the  past  year.  Three  churches  reported  no  baptisms.  How- 
ever, there  seems  to  have  been  more  churches  reporting  meetings  this 
past  year.  The  great  host  of  lost  people  that  Jesus  died  to  save  ought 
to  challenge  us  to  go  out  and  claim  them  for  Christ. 

A  church  that  does  not  have  compassion  for  the  lost  will  not  win 
anyone.  We  pastors  and  Christians  will  miss  the  mark  if  we  fail  to 
use  the  daily  vacation  Bible  school  and  the  Sunday  School  to  win  our 
boys  and  girls  to  Jesus.  More  than  fifty  conversions  and  several  dedica- 
tions to  fulltime  service  were  reported  from  the  schools  this  summer. 

Every  organization  in  our  churches  and  association,  the  Deacons, 
B.  T.  U.,  S.  S.,  W.  M.  U.  should  have  as  its  motto:  Win  the  lost  to  Jesus 
Christ. 

We  have  in  our  association  about  fifty  preachers,  three  hundred 
deacons,  and  360  W.  M.  S.  members.  If  this  group  alone  would  win 
just  one  person  next  year,  it  would  win  more  than  the  other  eight 
thousand  Baptists  in  our  association. 

Let  us  hear  anew  these  challenging  words  of  Jesus  as  he  said, 
"As  my  Father  hath  sent  me,  so,  send  I  you."

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

The  winning  of  people  to  Christ  and  the  training  and  development 
of  our  people  must  be  carried  on  primarily  through  preaching,  teach- 
ing, and  the  use  of  good  religious  literature.  We  must  place  in  the 
hands  of  the  people  religious  literature  in  the  form  of  tracts,  maga- 
zines and  books.  The  Bible,  of  course,  occupies  the  chief  place  in  our 
list  of  literature. 

The  immense  volume  of  literature  produced  b.y  Southern  Baptists 
covers  the  fields  of  Bible  study,  Sunday  School  and  Training  Union 
work,  W.  M.  U.,  Brotherhood,  Home  and  Foreign  Missions.  We  must 
encourage  our  people  to  read  and  study  the  various  types  of  literature 
which  help  us  to  understand  and  teach  the  Bible  and  which  offers 
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inspiration  and  guidance  to  Christian  living  and  service.  Unique  in 
this  list  is  the  State  Baptist  paper  because  it  seeks  to  promote  and 
support  all  phases  of  our  Baptist  work,  both  at  home  and  abroad. 

The  thinking  of  people  in  largely  determined  by  the  kind  of  litera- 
ture they  read.  There  are  many  good  magazines  and  periodicals  avail- 
able and  many  people  make  it  a  habit  of  reading  good  books,  but  a 
large  segment  of  our  population,  among  which  are  many  young  people, 
who  do  not  make  a  wise  choice  in  the  selection  of  their  reading  ma- 
terial. I  think  it  is  the  duty  of  parents  to  encourage  their  children  to 
read  the  right  kind  of  literature.  We  must  make  the  right  kind  of 
books,  magazines  and  periodicals  available  to  them.  If  we  leave  them 
to  select  their  own  reading  material  we  may  be  sure  that  many  of  them 
will  not  select  the  right  kind.  If  parents  read  good  literature  it  is 
quite  natural  for  their  children  to  follow  in  their  footsteps,  but  if  par- 
ents are  not  careful  in  what  they  read  we  may  expect  our  children  to 
be  less  careful  in  their  selection.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

(Prepared  by  Foreign  Mission  Board,  S.B.C) 
The  Advance  Program  goal  set  in  1948  was  1,750  foreign  mission- 
aries and  an  annual  budget  of  $10,000,000.  Southern  Baptists  had  625 
missionaries  on  the  foreign  field  and  a  budget  of  $3,782,800  at  the  be- 
ginning of  1948.  At  the  beginning  of  1952  we  had  832  foreign  mission- 
aries and  a  budget  of  $5,180,000. 

Since  the  beginning  of  1948  our  missionaries  have  entered  sixteen 
additional  countries.  The  newest  field  is  Indonesia.  Three  former 
China  missionaries  landed  on  the  island  of  Java  on  Christmas  Day  of 
1951,  and  in  February  this  year  were  granted  permission  by  the  Minis- 
try of  Religion  in  Indonesia  to  begin  mission  work.  Other  countries  in 
the  Orient  entered  since  advance  began  are  Philippine  Islands,  24  mis- 
sionaries in  five  centers  on  Luzon  and  Mindanao  islands;  Malaya,  four, 
in  two  centers:  Thailand,  13  in  the  capital  city;  Formosa,  15  in  six 
centers;  Korea,  three  in  the  city  of  Pusan. 

Most  of  this  new  work  in  the  Orient  has  been  projected  among 
Chinese  populations  in  those  countries  by  China  missionaries  evacuated 
from  China.  For  the  first  time  in  more  than  a  hundred  years  we  have 
no  missionaries  on  the  China  mainland,  although  nine  are  in  English 
Hong  Kong  and  Portuguese  Macao.  However,  the  Orient  staff  has  in- 
creased during  the  years  of  advance,  from  257  to  291.  Most  of  the 
new  missionaries  are  in  Japan,  where  82  are  working  in  13  centers 
(five  of  the  centers  opened  in  1951;  six  more  centers  are  assigned  to 
missionaries  now  in  language  school).  Others  have  gone  to  Hawaii. 
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where  42  missionaries  are  located  in  seven  centers. 

As  many  new  countries  have  opened  in  Latin  America  as  in  the 
Orient.  In  South  America  are  Venezuela,  with  three  centers,  and 
Ecuador  and  Peru  with  one  each;  in  Central  America  are  Costa  Rica 
and  Guatemala  with  one  center  each,  and  Honduras,  to  which  mis- 
sionaries are  under  appointment;  and  a  China  missionary  couple  are 
in  the  Bahama  Islands  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

Meanwhile,  older  mission  areas  in  Latin  America — Argentina, 
Chile,  Colombia,  and  Brazil — have  maintained  their  work.  A  great 
many  new  centers  have  been  opened  in  Portuguese  Brazil.  The  mis- 
sions staff  in  Latin  America  has  advanced  from  237  to  346. 

Three  other  countries  have  been  entered  in  other  parts  of  the 
world.  Medical  personnel  has  been  appointed  for  one  of  them,  Southern 
Rhodesia,  where  evangelistic  work  began  in  1950.  Lebanon,  new  field 
in  the  Near  East,  has  evangelistic  work  and  a  school  in  Beirut.  Opening 
of  the  Switzerland  international  seminary,  where  39  students  from 
twenty  countries  are  enrolled  this  year,  gives  Baptists  a  new  approach 
to  the  mission  task  in  Europe. 

Older  mission  fields  in  the  Africa-Europe-Near  East  area  also 
show  advance.  A  second  center  was  opened  in  the  Gold  Coast  in  1951, 
and  the  Nigerian  Mission  is  launching  into  its  second  century  with  144 
missionaries  in  19  centers.  New  ventures  in  the  Near  East  include  a 
co-operative  farm  in  Israel  and  a  hospital  in  Jordan.  Work  continues 
in  Spain  and  Italy  under  the  handicap  of  Catholic-controlled  govern- 
ments. The  missionary  staff  in  the  area  advanced  from  131  to  195. 

During  the  year  1951  the  foreign  mission  fields  reported  a  mem- 
bership of  189,225  in  1,913  organized  churches.  Missionaries  also 
worked  with  3,668  outstations,  22  medical  units,  405  schools,  five  publi- 
cation houses,  three  orphanages^  and  seven  good  will  centers.  Among 
the  results  were  18,372  baptisms,  49,271  enrolled  in  schools,  6,865,372 
pieces  of  literature  published,  99  orphan  children  cared  for,  and  1,766 
people  contacted  in  the  good  will  centers. 

Southern  Baptists  are  keeping  up  with  foreign  mission  advance 
through  The  Commission,  their  foreign  mission  journal.  It  is  recognized 
increasingly  as  an  indispensable  aid  in  being  well  informed  about  all 
of  our  overseas  work. 

The  1951  foreign  mission  receipts  from  the  Co-operative  Program 
totaled  $6,900,000.  The  Lottie  Moon  offering  totaled  $2,668,051.30.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

In  many  places  one  observes  that  what  was  predicted  some  fifty 
years  ago,  namely,  "Coldness  within  and  iniquity  without,"  has  come 
to  pass.  This  is  not  to  say  that  there  is  not  also  a  lot  of  iniquity  within. 
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It  is  the  overall  purpose  of  State  Missions,  working  through  churches, 
Sunday  Schools,  young  people,  to  prevent  such  a  thing  happening.  A 
sort  of  creeping  paralysis  has  already  taken  the  northern  part  of  our 
country  in  particular.  The  same  thing  will  happen  here  unless  as 
Christians  we  are  alert. 

In  order  to  accomplish  this  overall  purpose  the  State  Mission  pro- 
gram embraces  many  activities,  and  these  may  be  stated  as  follows:

Renewed  emphasis  is  being  given  to  work  among  the  rural 
churches.  A  significant  statement  was  made  recently  to  this  effect:  In 
a  period  of  three  generations,  or  about  one  hundred  years,  it  is  likely 
that  1,000  people  living  in  the  country  will  have  six  times  as  many 
descendants  as  the  same  number  of  people  living  in  the  larger  cities. 
This  certainly  is  one  of  the  reasons  why  the  Catholics,  who  in  the  past 
have  centered  their  activities  in  the  cities,  are  now  moving  into  the 
rural  areas.  Baptists  now  compose  about  one-half  of  the  total  church 
population.  If  we  are  wise  everything  possible  must  be  done  to  build 
great  country  churches. 

State  Missions  has  many  pressing  needs  but  perhaps  the  most 
pressing  right  now  is  some  $50,000  with  which  to  buy  lots  where  new 
churches  should  be  established  and  another  $50,000  above  what  is 
now  being  received  for  State  Missions  with  which  to  supplement  the 
salaries  of  pastors  to  minister  to  the  churches  and  thus  get  the  work 
going. 

Let  it  be  remembered  that  State  Missions  is  not  just  one  object, 
but  is  a  program  of  some  eighteen  activities.  A  special  offering  during 
September  and  October  of  $150,000  is  perhaps  the  greatest  need  of  our 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Program.

I  would  like  now  to  give  you  an  over-all  picture  of  our  Bible 
schools  for  the  summer.  With  the  assistance  of  Miss  Alta  Jo  Ellis  of

Marion,  our  summer  worker,  and  the  cooperation  of  the  individual 
churches,  vacation  Bible  schools  were  conducted  in  29  of  the  churches. 

The  total  enrollment  was  1,581;  with  an  average  attendance  of 
1,224.  There  were  29  professions  of  faith  and  5  dedications  for  full- 
time  service.  Fifty-one  boys  and  girls  who  do  not  attend  Sunday 
School  were  enrolled  in  V.  B.  S. 

The  mission  offerings  n  the  schools  amountel  to  $260.06.  Of  that 
amount  $149.52  was  given  through  the  Cooperative  Program;  $4.32  to 
Home  Missions;  $12.46  to  the  Baptist  Hospital;  $18.64  to  Foreign  Mis- 
sions; $7.00  to  Associational  Missions;  $31.28  to  buy  Bibles  for  children 
in  Japan;  and  $36.84  was  kept  in  the  local  churches.  The  total  cost  was 
$259.41. 

The  average  school  was  2  1-2  hours  per  day  for  7  1-2  days.  The 
average  cost  was  $9.99  per  school  or  17  1-2  cents  per  pupil. 

Let  Us  now  forget  the  "might  have  toeens"  of  last  year  and  turn  to 
the  golden  opportunities  of  today.

.We  wish  also  to  emphasize  the  value  of  vacation  Bible  schools 
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some  time  during  the  summer  in  all  our  churches.  These  schools 
cost  so  little  and  mean  so  much  to  our  boys  and  girls.  Lets  plan  to 
have  46  vacation  Bible  schools  next  summer  in  our  association. 

Miss  Euva  Sentelle,  our  missionary,  has  done  a  good  job  this 
summer  in  our  vacation  Bible  school  work. 

We  strongly  urge  every  church  of  the  association  to  greater  efforts 
in  our  Sunday  School  work.  You  cannot  have  a  great  church  unless 
you  have  a  good  Sunday  School.  If  we  would  reach  the  greater  part  of 
our  boys  and  girls,  men  and  women  for  the  church,  they  must  first  be 
reached  through  the  Sunday  School. 

We  believe  that  every  preacher,  pastor  and  every  deacon  should 
find  themselves  in  Sunday  School  regularly  and  fill  their  places  as 
teachers  and  officers  when  called  upon.  The  Sunday  School  has  its 
only  textbook,  the  Bible.  It  is  the  living,  vital  book,  not  of  long  ago, 
but  it  has  the  transforming  power  to  change  the  lives  of  men  today 
as  in  the  centuries  past. 

There  is  no  limit  to  what  we  can  do  if  we  will  humble  ourselves 
and  give  of  our  best  to  the  task  before  us.  Our  task  will  not  be  com- 
pleted in  Sunday  School  work  until  every  unsaved  person  in  our  county 
is  won  to  Christ. 

A  resolution  was  passed  at  our  last  Sunday  School  Convention 
recommending  to  the  association  to  have  the  Sunday  School  Conven- 
tion every  fifth  Sunday  instead  of  every  second  Sunday.  This  is  to  be 
tried  for  one  year,  if  it  does  not  prove  satisfactory  another  method 
may  be  adopted.

Every 
church  should  feel  its  responsibility  and  count  it  a  privilege  to  co- 
operate with  all  other  Southern  Baptist  Churches  in  this  great  worth- 
while plan. 

Yes,  it  is  true,  we  Baptist  cannot  go  and  minister  to  people  all 
over  the  world  in  person.  But  thank  God  for  the  Cooperative  Program, 
we  can  go  with  our  money. 

Here  is  a  great  program.  With  changes  that  have  come  as  a  result 
of  experience,  it  has  been  in  operation  some  twenty-five  years.  It  is 
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the  product  of  the  best  minds  among  Southern  Baptists.  It  is  succeed- 
ing. It  deserves  the  applause  and  support  of  all  Baptist  people.  It  is  as 
wide  as  the  world  and  yet  begins  in  the  mind  and  heart  of  the  in- 
dividual. When  any  Baptist  brings  his  offering  to  his  church  as  a  part 
of  his  WORSHIP,  that  offering  begins  to  flow  out  to  the  ends  of  the 
earth  in  Christ's  name  and  in  the  Baptist  name.

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REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

Home  Mission  work  is  a  part  of  the  all  inclusive  Great  Commission. 
Our  approach  to  the  answer  of  "Thy  Kingdom  Come"  has  always  been 
and  always  will  be  from  the  homeland  of  those  who  possess  the  gospel. 
Since  our  ultimate  aim  is  to  evangelize  the  whole  world  we  must  not 
neglect  any  Christian  field  of  service  in  our  homeland.  Our  homeland 
will  never  be  a  free  land  as  long  as  it  has  one  unconverted  soul  in  it. 

In  the  realms  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  there  are  75,000,000 
souls;  25,000,000  of  them  are  wholly  unchurched.  This  vast  multitude 
of  people  inhabit  Western  Cuba,  the  Canal  Zone,  Alaska,  the  Western 
states  and  many  other  neglected  areas  both  rural  and  urban.  Racially 
they  represent  practically  every  blood  and  color  on  the  face  of  the 
earth. 

The  total  cost  of  leading  one  Home  Mission  convert  to  Christ  is 
$36.05.  Every  time  we  withhold  that  amount  from  the  hands  of  the 
Home  Mission  Board  we  are  shutting  some  soul  out  of  the  Kingdom. 
Every  time  we  give  that  amount  we  open  the  door  to  some  soul. 

Practically  every  nationality  has  a  definite  group  working  with 
them.  The  Indian,  Negro,  Chinese,  Italian,  just  to  mention  a  few.  A 
well  informed  Christian  must  always  be  mission  minded  and  a  giver.

REPORT  ON  TEMPERA.NCE 

This  report  is  concerned  with  the  abuses  in  private  and  public  life 
that  are  caused  by  social  evils.  This  report  is  designed  to  bring  before 
us  an  interpretation  of  the  principles  of  righteousness  from  the  teach- 
ings of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ  for  the  correction  of  these  social  evils. 

We  recognize  that  these  problems  can  only  be  solved  as  we  devote 
ourselves  to  the  regenerating  power  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  to  apply  his 
teachings  to  every  walk  of  life.  We  need  a  personal  adjustment  to  the 
will  of  Christ. 

It  is  desirable,  when  we  think  what  this  state  with  its  2,600  Bap- 
tist churches  and  more  than  700,000  professed  followers  of  Jesus  Christ 
will  allow  to  go  on  in  this  state.  We  have  allowed  gambling  to  be 
legalized  in  North  Carolina.  We  have  allowed  the  Liquor  element  in  this 
state  to  dominate  our  State  Legislature.  The  liquor  lobbyists  say  to  our 
representatives,  as  to  the  kind  of  laws  they  shall  pass.  As  for  Jackson 
County:  we  have  a  representative  that  is  dry,  and  will  do  all  he  can  to 
give  us  a  referendum  on  the  liquor  question  next  year.  Many  of  the 
other  representatives  of  our  area  are  dry  also. 

What  They  Stand  For 

The  church  stands  for  purity,  cleanliness,  and  holiness.  Liquor 
stands  for  impure  violence  and  filth.  The  church  stands  for  marriage 
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sanctity.  Liquor  stands  for  faithlessness  and  infidelity.  The  church 
stands  for  life  full  and  complete.  The  liquor,  debauchery,  desolation, 
and  death.  The  church  stands  for  happiness  and  health.  Liquor  stands 
for  disease,  disillusion,  despondency  and  despair.  The  church  stands 
for  honor  and  integrity.  Liquor  stands  for  dishonor,  deceit  and  decep- 
tion. The  church  stands  for  beauty  and  loveliness.  Liquor  stands  for 
the  ugly,  sordid,  and  sooty.  The  church  stands  for  care  and  safety. 
Liquor,  recklessness,  carelessness  and  danger  and  death.  The  church 
for  health  and  security.  Liquor  stands  for  sickness  and  poverty.  The 
church  stands  for  joy  and  pride.  Liquor  stands  for  sorrow  and  shame.

REPORT  ON  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

Turn  back,  if  you  will,  the  pages  of  time  to  May,  1952,  in  the  magic 
city  of  Miami,  Fla.  Thousands  of  people  have  come  from  22  states: 
all  the  way  from  Florida  to  Washington.  Why'?  It  is  the  95th  session 
and  the  107th  year  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  meeting  at  the 
Dinner  Key  auditorium,  May  14-18. 

President  J,  D.  Grey  called  the  assembly  to  order  promptly  at 
9:30  a.  m.  with  these  words  from  Psalm  19;  "Let  the  words  of  my 
mouth  and  the  meditations  of  my  heart  be  acceptable  in  thy  sight,  O 
Lord,  my  strength  and  my  redeemer."  By  that  time  3,820  messengers 
had  registered.  Please  note  that  the  churches  send  messengers,  not 
delegates,  to  the  Convention.  The  individual  messenger  may  speak  and 
act  only  for  himself.  What  he  says  or  does  is  not  binding  upon  his 
church. 

Over  the  platform,  in  big  letters,  was  the  theme  of  the  Convention, 
•'Magnifying  the  Church".  That  theme  was  well  carried  out  in  all  13 
sessions  of  the  Convention. 

Throughout  his  address.  President  Grey  emphasized  evangelism, 
and  missions.  For  instance,  on  evangelism,  he  explained,  "We  report 
375,525  baptisms  for  1951.  But  the  glory  of  this  achievement  is  greatly 
reduced  when  we  consider  that  it  took  19.6  of  us  working  the  whole 
year  to  bring  one  person  to  the  confession  of  Christ  as  Saviour,.' 

"Our  total  membership  presents  an  imposing  figure — 7,373,498." 
But  "...  26  per  cent  of  our  membership  is  non-resident".  In  September 
of  this  year  there  will  be  a  Convention -wide  effort  to  enlist  the  non- 
resident church  members. 

Concerning  the  numerical  and  financial  record,  he  continued, 
"The  total  person  contributions  of  Southern  Baptists  last  year  amount- 
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ed  to  222  million  dollars.  This  looks  like  a  big  amount  until  we  con- 
sider that  it  is  a  per  capita  contribution  of  only  $30.22,  which  amount 
places  us  in  38th  place  on  per  capita  giving  among  evangelicals  in  the 
United  States." 

If  we  Southern  Baptist  had  followed  God's  plan  for  giving  "we 
would  have  given  over  722  million  dollars  for  that  is  the  estimated 
tithe  of  Southern  Baptist". 

September  14-21,  1952,  was  adopted  as  "Transfer  Church  Member- 
ship Week"  in  order  that  we  may  enlist  many  of  our  non-resident  mem- 
bers. Every  agency  and  every  church  is  asked  to  cooperate,  September 
13-20,  1953,  was  set  aside  for  "Transfer  Church  Membership  Week" 
next  year. 

A  program  of  Southern  Baptist  Advance  in  Stewardship  in  1953 
was  presented.  This  plan  includes  a  school  of  stewardship  in  every 
Baptist  Church,  October  18-25,  1953.  Mr.  T.  B.  Lackey,  state  secretary 
for  Oklahoma,  brought  out  in  his  address  that  the  latter  part  of  the 
Great  Commission  "Teaching  them  to  observe  all  things  whatsoever 
I  have  commanded  you"  is  as  definite  and  important  as  the  first  part. 
"If  we  are  to  have  strong  churches  tomorrow,  we  must  teach  steward- 
ship today." 

Dr.  W.  Douglas  Hudgins,  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of 
Jackson,  Miss.,  brought  the  closing  afternoon  address  developing  the 
theme,  "The  Church:  Its  Eternal  Background".  He  began  with  Christ 
the  Head  of  the  Church  and  followed  the  development  of  the  church 
through  the  ages,  stating  that  "Churches  have  had  2,000  years  in  which 
to  think;  now,  it  is  time  to  act." 

Fifteen  thousand  people  crowded  into  the  auditorium  Wednesday 
night  which  was  Foreign  Mission  Night.  Dr.  Rankin  briefly  summarized 
the  Foreign  Mission  Work,  "reminding  his  hearers  of  the  860  mission- 
aries in  active  duty  in  over  30  countries  around  the  world." 

He  then  presented  the  groups  of  foreign  missionaries,  and  then 
the  new  appointees  came  by  the  microphone  giving  their  names  and 
destination.  The  charge  to  those  new  missionaries  was  given  by  Dr. 
I.  N.  Patterson  of  Nigeria  and  the  prayer  of  dedication  was  offered  by 
President  Grey. 

Dr.  Monroe  F.  Swilley.  pastor  of  the  Second  Ponce  de  Leon  Avenue 
Church  in  Atlanta,  Ga.,  brought  the  closing  missionary  message,  stat- 
ing that  "We  need  to  say  to  the  world  that  God  alone  is  supreme.  .  .  . 
People  must  have  God  to  have  life  and  peace  and  hope  dwelling  in 
their  hearts," 

On  Thursday  morning  the  registration  had  reached  10,123  and 
continued  climbing  to  reach  11,003  by  the  close  of  the  Convention.  The 
possibility  of  reaching  the  unsaved  through  radio  and  television  was 
discussed.  We  have  20,000,000  unsaved  people  within  the  Convention 
territory  not  being  reached  by  our  churches  and  S.  S.  We  have  the 
message  they  need.  We  must  get  it  to  them.  Radio  and  television  offer 
a  great  opportunity.  All  groups  are  encouraged  to  demand  better  radio 
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and  television  programs  on  their  local  stations. 

Dr.  Kenneth  Scott  Latourette  spoke  on  "The  Church  and  World 
Mission",  reminding  his  audience  that  "We  Baptist  have  only  begun 
to  tap  our  resotirces  of  money  and  personnel."  There  is  a  call  for  more 
money  and  the  best  of  our  youth. 

At  the  afternoon  session  the  construction  of  a  Baptist  Hospital  at 
Jacksonville,  Fla.  was  discussed  and  approved. 

The  following  officers  were  elected  for  the  coming  year.  J.  D. 
Grey  was  unanimously  re-elected  as  president;  Casper  Warren  of 
Charlotte,  as  first  vice-president;  E.  V.  Peyton  of  Locklies,  Va.,  as 
second  vice-president;  George  B.  Fraser  of  Washington,  D.  C,  as 
senior  secretary;  Joe  W.  Burton  of  Nashville.  Tenn.,  secretary;  and 
Porter  Routh  of  Nashville  as  treasurer. 

The  Brotherhood  work  was  encouraged.  It  was  reported  that  over 
6,100  Baptist  churches  now  have  Brotherhoods  organized.  The  goal  is 
"a  mJllion  men  fully  enlisted  for  Christ." 

The  work  of  the  Home  Board  was  presented  and  tribute  was  paid 
to  the  865  workers  now  in  active  duty.  A  plea  was  made  for  114  Baptist 
men  for  chaplains  in  the  armed  forces. 

Our  homeland  is  a  great  mission  field.  We  need  17,000  new  Baptist 
churches  in  our  Convention  territory. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Criswell  of  Dallas,  Tex.  brought  the  message  on  the 
theme,  "Our  Southern  Baptist  People  and  Our  American  Tragedy".  He 
stated  that  "Forty  million  people  in  our  Southland  are  unchurched. 
Spiritual  paralysis  has  crept  over  New  England.  Many  churches  have 
closed.  Big  cities  of  the  East  are  dominated  by  Roman  Catholics,  .  .  . 
It  is  very  late;  we  must  act  NOW." 

The  Friday  morning  session  was  devoted  to  Christian  Education, 
on  both  the  college  and  the  seminary  level.  The  progress  of  our  col- 
leges and  seminaries  was  reported  as  well  as  the  needs  and  oppor- 
tunities. 

I  mention  three  of  the  resolutions.  "One  .  .  .  provided  for  petition- 
ing Selective  Service  Headquarters  in  Washington,  D.  C,  to  give  the 
same  deferment  classification  for  our  full-time  denominationally- 
certified  vocational  lay  religious  workers,  and  also  to  college  and 
seminary  students  who  are  preparing  for  full-time  service,  as  that 
accorded  similar  workers  in  other  denominations,  if  the  individual  de- 
sires such  classification." 

"Another  resolution  urged  that  all  churches  make  worthy  con- 
tributions to  the  work  of  the  American  Bible  Society.  Still  another 
called  on  our  Baptist  people  to  pray  in  behalf  of  world  peace  and  for 
spiritual  revival  in  our  own  beloved  country  in  these  critical  times." 

Dr.  H,  Leo  Eddleman  spoke  on  "The  Church  of  the  Living  God". 
He  said,  "The  most  important  thing  about  any  church,  preacher,  in- 
stitution, or  denomination  is  its  spirit". 

Dr.  James  W.  Middleton.  pastor  of  First  Church  of  Shreveport, 
La„  brought  a  great  message  on  Friday  afternoon.  Among  other  things

he  reported  that  "two  million  Baptists  are  today  A.W.O.L.,  spiritual 
deserters  from  their  churches!  We  need  every  Baptist  in  his  place.  .  .  . 
The  tides  of  religion  in  this  land  will  never  rise  higher  than  the  spiritual 
tide  in  its  pulpits.  .  .  .  Our  fathers  marched  in  fearless  conquest  for 
God,  while  we  merely  camp  in  comfortable  pews." 

Saturday  morning  was  devoted  to  Christian  Home  Hour.  There 
was  a  two-part  panel  discussion  on  "What  Home  Means  to  Children". 
The  first  part  was  on  "How  Our  Homes  Failed  Us"^  and  the  second 
part  was  on  "What  My  Home  Means  To  Me". 

Dr.  James  L.  Sullivan  from  Texas  brought  the  major  address  on 
the  subject,  "The  Home  and  the  Church".  He  ended  his  message  with 
"■My  final  word  is  to  appeal  for  homes  and  churches  to  labor  together 
....  The  home  and  the  church  working  together  will  each  find  the 
task  easier,  the  victories  more  eternal,  and  the  delights  more  reward- 
ing". 

Saturday  night  was  Baptist  Youth  Night  with  Billy  Graham  as  the 
principal  speaker.  His  theme  was  "Youth's  Hour  of  Decision".  He 
explained  that  three  basic  problems  have  not  changed — sin,  sorrow, 
and  death.  But  he  went  on  to  say,  "It  has  been  proved  millions  of 
times  over  that  Jesus  Christ  can  meet  and  solve  these  three  basic 
problems  of  your  life." 

Following  his  message  was  the  invitation  with  300  or  more  re- 
sponding. 

Sunday  morning  found  the  messengers  in  the  various  churches  of 
Miami  since  there  was  no  session  at  the  convention  hall.  Sunday  after- 
noon, J.  Howard  Williams  of  Texas  brought  a  stirring  message  on 
"Salute  the  Churches". 

The  Training  Union  hour  on  Sunday  night  was  directed  by  J.  E. 
Lambdin  of  Nashville,  Tenn.,  and  his  associates. 

The  final  message,  a  call  for  world  evangelism,  was  delivered  by 
Dr.  Baker  James  Cauthen,  secretary  of  the  Orient  of  the  Foreign  Mis- 
sion Board,  who  flew  to  Miami  from  Tokyo  for  the  convention.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOME  FOR  THE  AGING 

Operation  of  Resthaven  was  begun  March  16,  1951.  Soon  after  the 
opening,  it  was  filled  to  capacity,  twenty  residents.  When  the  news 
spread  of  the  beginning,  applications  began  to  accumulate  rapidly.  To 
date,  there  have  been  close  to  500  inquiries.  Had  there  been  rooms 
available,  and  all  applicants  could  have  made  financial  arrangement, 
our  Home  would  have  had  200  residents  instead  of  only  twenty  at 
present. 

There  is  encouraging  prospect  of  getting  the  top  floor  of  the 
present  building  completed,  which  will  provide  space  for  fifteen  addi- 
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tional  residents.  The  cost  of  this  enlargement  project  has  been  under- 
written by  a  businessman  of  Winston-Salem,  who  is  not  a  Baptist, 
This  same  friend  has  already  donated  a  television  set,  and  has  con- 
creted the  basement  of  the  Home. 

Our  residents  range  in  age  from  64  to  92  years,  and  come  from 
widely  scattered  sections  of  our  State — Franklin  to  Elizabeth  City.  All 
rejoice  in  the  opportunity  to  be  in  the  Home.  Here  are  some  of  their 
(Statements: 

like  this  good  Christian  Home  and  all  the  family.  I  would  not 
exchange  it  for  any  other  in  all  the  world."  —  Mrs.  J.  L.  Smith,  coming 
from  Franklin. 

"This  'more  than  we  expected'  about  this  Homes  makes  us  all 
hope  and  pray  that  more  men  and  women  may  come  to  enjoy  its  many 
blessings."  • —  Miss  Ella  Moffett,  coming  from  Southern  Pines. 

"I  never  thought  I  would  be  so  happy  in  my  last  years  of  life."  • — 
John  Holt,  age  92,  coming  from  Wilson  Mills. 

In  spite  of  the  fact  that  Resthaven  did  not  receive  financial  as- 
sistance last  year  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention  (except  a  loan 
which  was  repaid),  it  was  operated  clear  of  a  deficit.  How  did  this 
happen?  By  the  Lord  laying  our  needs  upon  the  hearts  of  friends  and 
causing  them  to  respond.  Of  course,  the  Home  was  compelled  to  charge 
the  cost  of  keep  from  the  residents  who  came  on  the  monthly-pay  plan. 
The  income  from  this  source,  together  with  that  coming  from  residents 
giving  property  or  cash  for  their  maintenance,  plus  donations  by 
churches  and  auxiliary  organizations  and  friends,  enabled  the  Home 
to  pay  its  way  and  to  accumulate  assets  in  excess  of  $100,000.00. 

Beginning  the  year  1952,  with  the  new  Nine  Year  Program,  our 
Home  receives  three-fourths  of  1  per  cent  of  the  funds  to  be  divided. 
From  this  source  has  come  less  than  $500.00  per  month  since  January 
of  this  year.  The  Home  is  estimated  to  receive  a  total  of  approximately 
$500,000.00  in  NINE  YEARS.  It  is  apparent,  therefore,  that  slow  pro- 
vision for  enlarged  facilities  will  be  made  to  accommodate  the  hun- 
dreds of  aging  people  who  want  to  come  to  our  Home,  unless  funds 
come  from  other  sources  than  our  denominational  program  as  it  now 
operates. 

Our  Home  presents  a  great  challenge  to  North  Carolina  Baptists 
to  provide  adequate  facilities.  There  are  probably  100,000  people  in 
our  State  past  65  years  of  age,  and  a  large  number  of  these  are  of 
Baptist  faith.  We  must  make  provisions  as  time  and  finances  permit  for 
these  aging  Baptists.  Since  Baptists  of  our  State  now  number  more 
than  700,000  in  membership,  we  will  be  able  to  make  such  provisions. 
If  every  Baptist  would  give  an  average  of  $1.00  to  our  Home  in  one 
year,  we  could  raise  $700,000.00  and  not  one  person  would  suffer 
hardship.  As  soon  as  a  practical  and  adequate  plan  of  support  can  be 
agreed  upon,  it  is  reasonable  to  expect  that  our  Baptist  Home  will  be 
worthily  supported. 

Many  suggestions  have  been  made  as  to  the  best  plan  of  support-

ing  our  Home.  Among  them  are:  (1)  Fifth  Sunday  offerings  through 
the  Sunday  Schools,  as  the  Virginia  Baptist  Home  plan;  (2)  special 
day  offering,  as  the  Mother's  Day  plan  for  our  Baptist  Hospital;  and 
(3)  putting  the  Home  in  the  local  church  budget^  and  appealing  to 
the  churches  that  have  no  budget  for  at  least  one  special  offering  a 
year. 

Either  of  these  plans,  supplemented  by  such  special  gifts  as  may 
come  from  individuals  and  corporations,  and  provision  made  in  wills, 
would  enable  the  Home  to  make  reasonable  progress  and  thus  enlarge 
our  facilities  on  the  pay-as-you-go  plan. 

We  are  closing  our  report  with  a  statement  made  by  a  prominent 
furniture  manufacturer,  Mr.  B.  C.  Philpott  of  Lexington,  N.  C. 

"I  consider  this  one  of  the  most  important  forward  steps  the  Bap- 
tists of  North  Carolina  have  taken  in  a  long  time,  because  it  is 
indeed  a  great  move  and  one  that  has  been  neglected  all  too  long. 
Mrs.  Philpott  and  I  want  to  have  a  part  in  this  fine  undertaking, 
and  herewith  you  will  find  my  check  for  one  thousand  ($1,000.00) 
dollars,  which  we  desire  used  as  a  memorial  to  our  son,  B.  C.

The  Regional  Training  Union  mass  meeting  was  held  with  the 
Sylva  Church,  with  a  record  attendance  and  a  very  inspirational  pro- 
gram. 

We  appreciate  the  cooperation 
given  us  by  the  churches  and  their  leaders.  Also,  the  associational 
officers  have  been  very  faithful  and  have  done  a  good  job.  May  we 
continue  to  have  your  support  in  this  great  field  of  training.

THADDEUS  FRANKLIN  DEITZ 


(1868-1953) 


In  giving  to  the  world  this  remarkable  man,  Jackson  County  has 
made  a  large  contribution  to  the  race  and  to  the  kingdom  of  God. 

Measured  by  all  the  standards  of  true  greatness,  he  was  truly  a 
great  man. 

He  was  great  in  his  character.  Webster  defines  character  as  "moral 
excellence."  Character  makes  the  man;  indeed,  it  is  the  man.  Without 
it,  no  one  really  succeeds.  In  our  Christian  democracy  there  is  but  one 
aristocracy,  the  aristocracy  of  character.  Above  all  else,  Brother  Deitz 
was  a  man  of  charac'ter.  His  entire  life  may  be  epitomized  in  these 
brief  words:  He  was  a  good  man.  For  85  long  years  he  walked  through 
the  wilderness  of  this  world  and  wore  the  white  flower  of  a  blameless 
life,  leaving  to  his  loved  ones  earth's  most  precious  heritage,  the  heri- 
tage of  a  good  name. 

He  was  a  great  preacher,  Preeminen'tly,  he  was  a  preacher,  a 
spokesman  for  God.  a  prophet  to  his  own  day  and  generation.  The  pul- 


pit  was  his  throne.  This  was  the  heart  of  his  ministry.  Above  all  things 
else,  he  rejoiced  to  preach  Christ.  "I  was  called,"  he  often  said,  "to 
preach,  not  to  piddle  and  prate." 

He  was  a  natural-born  orator,  a  marvellously  eloquent  man.  The 
comimanding  presence,  the  silver  tongue,  the  graceful  gestures,  the 
fervid  imagination,  the  flair  for  words — all  these  elements  of  the 
orator  he  possessed  to  the  highest  degree.  It  is  doubtful  whether  the 
mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina  ever  produced  a  more  gifted 
speaker  than  he. 

He  was  great  in  his  labors.  He  was  the  last  and  most  widely  known 
of  all  our  pioneer  preachers.  Pastorates  at  Andrews,  Bryson  City,  Web- 
ster, Sylva,  Scotts  Creek,  Dillsboro,  and  many  other  places  marked  his 
career. 

He  was  in  his  zenith  back  in  the  horse  and  buggy  days.  Oftentimes, 
he  walked  many  weary  miles  to  and  from  his  appointments.  In  his 
latter  years  he  wore  out  fo>ur  Model  T  Fords,  He  travelled  more  miles, 
founded  more  churches,  preached  more  sermons,  performed  more  mar- 
riages, and  conducted  more  funerals  than  any  other  minister  in  all 
these  hills  of  God. 

He  was  great  in  his  loyalties.  By  conviction,  as  well  as  in  name, 
he  was  a  Missionary  Baptist.  He  was  not  a  Hardshell,  not  a  Free  Will; 
he  was  a  Missionary  Baptist,  with  the  emphasis  on  the  word  Mis- 
sionary. He  was  not  an  "Independent  Baptist;"  not  a  tabernacle  type; 
not  a  free  lancer;  not  a  traitor  to  the  beloved  denomination  whose 
name  he  bore.  He  was  a  denominational  man.  For  forty  years  he  was 
the  beloved  Moderator  of  the  Tennessee  River  and  the  Tuckaseigee 
associations.  In  his  last  will  and  testament,  he  stipulated  that  $1000 
from  his  humble  estate  should  go  to  the  Cooperative  Program.  He 
believed  that  the  field  is  the  world;  that  Christ  died  for  all  men;  that 
the  church's  supreme  duty  is  to  give  the  gospel,  as  he  often  expressed 
it,  "to  all  the  lost  sons  and  daughters  of  Adam's  dying  race." 

He  was  great  in  his  home  life.  A  more  devoted  husband  and  father 
never  lived.  Married  to  his  childhood  sweetheart,  Mollie  Teresa  Cowan, 
of  the  same  Savannah  community,  he  and  his  beloved  companion 
walked  side  by  side  for  sixty  and  six  years  down  the  trail  of  the  friend- 
ly years  until  God  called  him  to  the  eternal  home  above.  What  a  beau- 
tiful and  blessed  union  was  theirs!  His  children,  and  his  childrens' 
children  rise  up  to  call  him  blessed,  and  to  revere  his  memory. 


"Now  the  laborer's  task  is  o'er, 
Now  the  battle  day  is  past;

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  TRAINING  UNION 

We  have  just  closed  a  very  successful  year  in  our  Associational 
Training  Union.  There  has  been  a  good  spirit  of  cooperation  in  this 
great  work. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  Associational  Training  Union  officers  who 
have  served  in  the  past  year  for  their  cooperation  and  good  work.  What 
success  we  have  attained,  you  certainly  have  had  a  part  in  it. 

Our  Associational  Training  Union  has  held  four  mass  meetings, 
three  Officers  and  Leaders  Council  meetings  and  three  Executive  Com- 
mittee meetings.  These  were  well  attended,  with  an  average  of  seven 
churches  being  represented  at  the  mass  meetings.  We  had  two  Central 
Training  courses,  with  an  average  attendance  of  over  one  hundred. 
There  were  five  other  churches  that  held  study  courses  in  their  church. 
Onr  Associational  Training  Union  was  well  represented  at  the  Regional 
Training  Union  held  in  Bryson  City.  Three  of  our  officers  were  elected 
to  serve  as  regional  officers. 

There  are  great  opportunities  to  be  realized  in  the  Training  Union 
work  here  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.  We  have  twelve  Training 
Unions  out  of  a  possible  forty-nine  churches.  We  are  sure  every  church 
needs  this  training.  We  have  set  our  goal  each  year  and  have  failed  to 
reach  it.  We  want  a  Training  Union  in  every  church  in  our  association.

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REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

To  bring  a  report  on  Christian  Education  to  this  association  in  the 
brief  period  allotted  for  this  subject  makes  it  necessary  for  one  to 
decide  what  are  the  most  important  points  to  be  emphasized  from  the 
large  body  of  material  that  is  available  on  this  subject.  Beginning  in 
general  terms  and  ending  with  more  specific  references,  let  us  first 
remember  that  we  are  Southern  Baptists,  and  that  as  such  we  support 
with  our  students  and  our  money  six  seminaries  and  the  Carver  School 
of  Missions  and  Social  Work  at  Louisville,  Ky.  These  are:  the  Southern 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Ky.;  the  New  Orleans 
Seminary  in  New  Orleans,  La.;  Southwestern  Seminary  at  Fort  Worth, 
Texas;  Golden  Gate  Seminary  at  Berkeley,  Calif.;  and  Southeastern 
Seminary  at  Wake  Forest,  N.  C.  The  sixth  seminary  is  the  American 
Baptist  Theological  Seminary  for  Negroes  at  Nashville,  Tenn. 

In  the  last  school  year  there  were  enrolled  in  these  seven  semi- 
naries 4,727  students,  with  3,192  of  these  ministerial  students  and  the 
others  volunteers  for  full-time  Christian  service. 

In  addition  to  these  seminaries  there  are  52  junior  and  senior  col- 
leges with  an  enrollment  of  34,334,  and  10  academies  and  Bible  schools 
with  an  enrollment  of  2,442,  making  a  total  of  41,303  regular  students 
in  our  69  schools,  colleges  and  seminaries.  In  addition  to  these  regular 
students  we  had  this  last  year  11,357  extension  and  special  students, 
for  a  grand  total  of  52,660. 

It  is  well  for  us  to  remember  that  only  our  seminaries  receive  finan- 
cial support  from  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  The  62  other  col- 
leges and  academies  receive  their  support  from  the  conventions  of  the 
states  in  which  they  are  located. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  all  these  seminaries  and  colleges 
we  have  a  total  enrollment  of  8,993  ministerial  students,  or  approxi- 
mately one  out  of  every  four.  In  addition  to  these  there  are  2,844  volun- 
teers being  trained  for  some  type  of  full-time  Christian  service. 

The  present  property  value  of  all  these  institutions  is  $97,000,000, 
and  they  have  a  total  endowment  of  $47,400,000. 

With  this  general  information  on  a  Southwide  basis,  let  us  now 
consider  our  program  as  North  Carolina  Baptists  in  the  field  of  Chris- 
tian education.  We  shall  omit  any  reference  to  our  educational  facili- 
ties within  the  local  church,  such  as  the  Sunday  School,  Training  Union, 
and  W.  M.  U.  These  will  be  considered  in  other  reports.  North  Carolina 
Baptists  have  seven  colleges,  two  senior:  Wake  Forest  and  Meredith; 
and  five  junior:  Mars  Hill,  Gardner-Webb,  Campbell,  Wingate  and 
Chowan.  As  of  October  15,  1952  the  enrollments  in  these  colleges  were 
ciS' follow:  Wake  Forest,  including  the  schools  of  law  and  medicine, 
1714;  Meredith,  600;  Mars  Hill,  787;  Gardner- Webb,  401;  Campbell,  440, 
including  54  high  school  students;  Wingate,  255,  including  63  high 
school  students;  and  Chowan,  192,  making  a  total  of  4,389.  This  enroll- 
ment, including  summer  schools,  exceeded  5,000  for  the  year. 

The  422  ministerial  students  enrolled  in  these  seven  colleges 
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represent  approrimately  10  per  cent  of  the  total  student  body.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  number,  there  are  some  300  student  volunteers  being 
trained  for  full-time  Christian  service. 

These  seven  colleges  have  an  annual  operation  budget  of  approxi- 
mately $4,000,000.  North  Carolina  Baptists,  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  make  available  $400,000  to  aid  these  colleges  with  their 
operating  costs,  which  is  exactly  10  per  cent  of  the  total  operating  ex- 
penditures, or  a  little  less  than  $100  per  student  for  the  year.  In  addi- 
tion to  this  financial  aid  fcr  operating  costs,  in  its  present  Nine-Year 
Advance  Program  the  convention  is  providing  another  $200,000  to  help 
the  colleges  with  their  capital  outlay  or  building  programs. 

From  a  financial  standpoint  the  most  significant  undertaking  in 
1953  is  the  effort  to  complete  the  raising  of  $1,500,000  in  the  churches 
for  the  removal  program  of  Wake  Forest  College.  This  was  authorized 
m  1946,  and  it  is  confidently  hoped  that  this  total  of  $1,500,000  will  be 
raised  by  January  1,  1954,  thereby  completing  the  last  authorized 
special  campaign  in  tiie  churches  for  any  one  of  our  institutions.  It  is 
expected  that  with  the  completion  of  this  special  effort  Wake  Forest  and 
the  one  for  the  Baptist  Hospital,  it  will  be  possible  for  all  our  churches 
to  unite  in  support  of  the  total  Cooptrative  Program  and  in  so  doing 
provide  funds  necessary  for  the  promotion  of  the  work  in  all  depart- 
ments of  cur  convention  endeavors. 

Let  us  observe  here  that  the  new  Southeastern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  now  operating  on  the  campus  of  Wake  Forest  College  is 
beginning  its  third  year  of  operation  with  an  enrollment  of  320  students, 
and  that  because  of  the  crowded  conditions  on  the  college  campus  hun- 
dreds of  other  students  have  been  refused  admittance  to  the  seminary. 
When  the  new  class  of  approximately  100  students  is  added  next  year, 
the  seminary  will  have  reached  its  maximum  size  until  Wake  Forest 
College  is  able  to  move  to  Winston-Salem,  which  is  planned  for  1955. 
The  establishment  of  the  new  seminary  and  the  period  of  transition  in 
building  the  new  Wake  Forest  College  in  Winston-Salem  progress  in 
an  orderly  manner  in  spite  of  the  inevitable  difficulties  in  such  a  pro- 
gram. This  orderly  procedure  is  due  to  the  fine  leadership  of  Presidents 
Harold  W.  Tribble  and  S.  L.  Stealey.  Surely  these  are  God's  chosen  for 
a  crucial  hour  in  both  of  these  great  institutions.  The  present  status  of 
the  construction  program  for  the  new  Wake  Forest  College  in  Winston- 
Salem  gives  assurance  that  the  college  will  be  moved  in  1955,  provided 
the  alumni  and  friends  of  Wake  Forest  are  willing  to  accept  this  un- 
paralleled challenge  in  the  development  of  our  program  of  Christian 
education.  It  is  interesting  to  observe  further  that  in  this  transition 
period  for  our  oldest  and  largest  college,  and  the  opening  of  a  new 
Southwide  seminary,  we  have  seen  the  greatest  period  of  development 
in  the  other  six  Baptist  colleges  in  North  Carolina.  In  every  instance 
each  of  the  other  six  has  found  it  possible  to  expand  its  facilities  and 
provide  for  an  increasing  enrollment  from  year  to  year. 

We  would  remind  you,  however,  that  these  institutions  and  the 
funds  for  their  support  are  but  means  to  the  end  that  we  may  train 
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young  men  and  young  women  to  be  able  to  take  their  places  in  our 
world  not  only  as  pastors  and  leaders  in  all  departments  of  the  work 
of  our  churches,  but  as  Christian  citizens  in  a  society  that  is  sorely 
lacking  in  spiritual  qualities  or  tendencies.  Let  it  be  said  to  the  credit 
of  Baptists  that  although  they  have  been  pioneers  in  the  support  of 
public  education  for  all  the  children  of  the  state,  at  the  same  time  they 
have  been  unwilling  to  look  to  the  state  for  the  training  of  their  spirit- 
ual leadership.  As  the  masses  of  the  people  become  more  intelligent 
and  better  trained  through  the  improved  educational  opportunities 
provided  by  the  state.  Baptists  have  tried  to  make  available  a  sufficient 
number  of  well  educated  men  and  women  to  permeate  this  enlightened 
society  with  Christian  thought  and  a  Christian  philosophy  of  life. 

Thus  far  we  have  thought  of  ourselves  as  Southern  Baptists  and 
as  North  Carolina  Baptists;  now  let  us  conclude  this  report  with  a  ref- 
erence to  ourselves  as  Baptists  within  this  particular  association.  What 
do  we  know  about  these  institutions  of  learning  which  we  are  helping 
to  'support?  How  many  of  our  own  Baptist  boys  and  girls  are  being  di- 
rected to  these  Baptist  colleges,  and  what  can  we  as  parents,  pastors 
and  church  leaders  do  to  emphasize  the  necessity  for  such  a  program 
of  Christian  education  and  provide  that  counseling  and  guidance  that 
will  result  in  more  of  our  young  people  taking  advantage  of  such  train- 
ing?

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 

In  the  beginning  of  my  report  I  would  like  to  say  a  few  words 
about  a  wonderful  paper  published  by  our  Baptist  Orphanage  in  the 
State  of  North  Carolina. 

For  66  years  Charity  and  Children  have  been  warmly  received  in 
thousands  of  Baptist  homes  and  churches.  Its  popularity  never  wanes, 
proven  by  the  fact  that  circulation  today  is  at  an  all  time  high — nearly 
45,000. 

Its  timely,  stimulating  editorials  are  widely  read  and  discussed. 
Pictures  and  news  from  Mills  Home  and  Kennedy  Home  are  in  every 
issue.  Only  the  finest  and  most  constructive  religious  articles  are  car- 
ried in  its  columns. 

Any  one  of  these  features  is  well  worth  the  subscription  price 
which  has  not  increased  since  the  paper  was  founded  in  1887  by  the 
late  John  H.  Mills.  The  price  is  still  just  60  cents  a  year  when  ordered 
in  bundles  of  ten  or  more.  For  o'nly  $1.00  a  month,  your  church  can 
get  20  copies  every  week.  This  is  the  most  popular  plan  since  it  is  so 
convenient  to  distribute  the  papers  each  Sunday  morning  to  eager 
readers. 

Again  your  orphanage  has  moved  forward  in  its  ministry  of  Child 
care.  During  the  year  we  served  a  total  of  728  children.  In  addition  to 
this  our  Social  Service  Department  helped  to  adjust  214  children  with 
relatives,  and  thus  prevented  thtm  from  having  to  be  cared  for  by  the 
institution.  Your  program  includes  Mills  Home  of  Thomasville,  Ken- 
nedy Home  of  Kinston,  Mofhers'  Aid,  and  Boarding  Homes.  The  Bap- 
tist of  North  Carolina  probably  provide  more  services  for  children  than 
any  other  similar  group  in  the  nation. 

Practically  all  of  our  many  children  developed  normally.  There 
was  very  little  sickness  and  none  of  a  serious  nature.  In  the  schools 
at  Thomasville  and  La  Grange  they  were  well  adjusted,  and  their 
records  compare  favorably  with  the  average  of  all  other  children  in 
these  schools.  Twenty-four  were  graduated  from  high  school  in  June. 
We  believe  they  will  make  a  worthy  contribution  to  their  generation. 

During  the  year  fifty-five  professed  faith  in  Christ  and  were  bap- 
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-.tized.  Another  thirty  .accepted  Christ  as  Savior,  but  were  not  baptized 
Mntil  early  this  year. 

Added  to  our  many  other  activities  we  have  promoted  the  greatest 
building  and  renovating  program  in  the  history  of  the  orphanage,  A 
:new  cottage,  a  new  Print  Shop,  and  a  new  Infirmary  were  completed 
in  1952.  The  I.  G.  Greer  Recreational  Building  was  finished  early  in 
1953,  and  a  beautiful  new  church  that  will  seat  580  people  will  be 
•completed  this  year.  Then  we  have  completely  remodeled  some  of  the 
(Old  cottages  and  made  them  into  good  living  quarters  for  the  children. 
'This  great  building  program  was  made  possible  by  the  money  left  to 
Mills  Home  in  the  will  of  the  late  Robert  M.  Idol.  :Next  year  we  liope 
to  be  able  to  say  that  the  building  and  renovating  program  is  finished. 
"When  this  is  done,  we  doubt  if  any  Child  Care  Agency  in  America  will 
Ihave  more  adequate  iacilities  than  the  Baptists  of  JNIorth  Carolina. 

The  income  for  the  year  was  good.  It  was  slightly  above  the  in- 
come for  the  previous  year.  Truly  we  can  say,  "God  is  good  to  us,  and 
through  North  Carolina  Baptist  He  has  lifted  the  burdens  from,  the 
shoulders  oi  jnany  of  our  fine  boys  and  ^irls.'""

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

"If  Thou  wilt,  Thou  canst  make  me  clean,""  was  the  leper's  ple'a 
that  touched  the  heart  of  Jesus.  A  like  plea  from  the  sick  multitudes 
who  need  help  has  touched  the  heart  of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Our 
ministry  through  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  our  answer  to  this  call. 

More  than  ten  thousand  patients  were  cared  for  in  our  hospital 
last  year,  while  thousands  of  others  were  seen  in  the  clinics.  Almost 
half  of  these  were  service  patients,  unable  to  pay  the  full  cost  of  the 
care  they  received.  These  included  old  people  at  the  sunset  of  life  and 
little  children  at  the  dawn  of  life,  mothers,  fathers,  and  young  people. 
They  included  persons  who  had  to  have  help  if  they  were  to  carry  on 
as  mothers  and  wives  in  their  homes,  if  they  were  able  to  work  as 
fathers  and  husbands  to  support  their  families,  if  as  young  people  they 
were  to  be  set  free  from  handicaps  for  life,  if  as  old  people  they  were 
to  be  spared  for  additional  years  and  from  much  of  the  suffering  which 
often  attends  old  age.  With  all  the  advance  of  medical  science,  there  is 
still  much  that  it  cannot  do;  but  our  Baptist  Hospital  is  making  a  large 
contribution  toward  the  saving  of  life,  the  relieving  of  suffering,  and 
the  bringing  of  good  health  for  those  who  need  it  most. 

From  all  over  Norith  Carolina  there  is  a  constant  stream  of  afflict- 
ed people  coming  seeking  our  help.  Our  hospital  provides  skilled 
specialists  for  them  in  the  various  fields  of  medical  care.  The  demand 
is  so  great  that  it  is  never  safe  to  go  without  an  appointmtnt  in  ad- 
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vance.  The  schedules  of  the  clinics  and  doctors  are  almost  always  com- 
pletely filled  by  appointments  made  days  and  weeks  and  often  months; 
ahead.  If  it  is  an  emergency  case  the  iamily  doctor  should  call  the  hos- 
pital and  talk  with  a  doctor  there  who  will  arrange  for  the  patient  to. 
come  as  soon  as  possible. 

One  of  the  most  important  parts  cf  the  prog^-am  of  the  hospital, 
is  th-e  spiritual  ministry  it  provides.  This  is  necessary  if  the  full  needs; 
of  a  sick  person  are  to  be  met.  Our  hospital  ha-s  trained  chaplains  who- 
render  an  effective  ministry  for  the  sick,  guidance  for  the  nursing  and. 
medical  students,  and  training  for  pastors  and  Christian  workers. 

Three  floors  of  the  new  hospital  wing  are  nearing  completion  and. 
^hould  be  ready  for  use  this  yeax.  This  will  provide  urgently  needed, 
space  and  facilities.  If  any  church  in  the  association  has  not  contributed- 
its  part  toward  the  building  of  the  new  wing,  we  hope  this  will  be 
done  at  once. 

"If  Thou  wilt.  Thou  canst  make  me  clean.."  Jesus  replied,  '^I  will.'''

A  record  of  this  size  demands  support  from  every  MLissionary  Bap- 
tist Church  in  our  association.

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REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

With  the  beginning  of  foreign  mission  work  in  the  early  years  of 
the  Nineteenth  Century  by  Luther  Rice  and  Adoniram  Judson,  our 
denomination  began  its  growth  into  spiritual  maturity.  These  pioneers 
and  these  who,  like  them  have  followed  in  the  train  of  the  Apostle  Paul 
and  William  Carey,  have  taken  an  unlimited  view  of  the  Great  Com- 
mission of  our  Lord  Jesus.  They  have  recognized  that  when  he  said, 
"Go  ye  into  all  the  World,"  the  world  had  no  bounds  whatever.  Our 
Southern  Baptist  Convention's  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  sought 
through  its  great  "Program  of  Advance,"  planned  in  1948  and  projected 
in  1949,  to  extend  its  missionary  outreach  into  ever  widening  circles  of 
influence.  Dr.  M.  T.  Rankin,  capable  and  consecrated  executive  secre- 
tary of  the  board  until  his  sudden  death  recently,  challenged  Southern 
Baptists  to  truly  advance  in  their  task  of  carrying  the  Gospel  of  Jesus 
Christ  to  the  whole  world  by  asking,  "Do  Baptists  dare  follow  God?" 

We  are  grateful  for  what  our  laithful  missionaries  have  done,  for 
what  God  through  them  is  doing  in  all  parts  of  the  earth.  The  goal  for 
the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  as  set  in  1948,  was  1,750  active  missionaries 
on  the  fields  of  the  world.  At  that  time  there  were  670,  whereas  today 
we  have  advanced  to  the  point  that  we  have  over  900.  This  advance 
program  has  made  it  possible  for  Southern  Baptists  to  enter  sixteen 
new  mission  fields,  among  them  Malaya,  Thailand,  Indonesia,  Formosa, 
Hashemite  Kingdom  of  Jordan,  Peru,  Guatemala,  and  Southern  Rho- 
desia. We  are  grateful  that  today  we  have  over  a  hundred  missionaries 
in  the  country  of  Japan,  where  marvelous  experiences  of  spiritual  ad- 
vance are  now  taking  place.  There  has  been  an  advance  in  giving  to 
make  possible  the  advance  in  going.  In  1947  Southern  Baptists  gave  a 
total  of  132  billion  dollars  for  all  causes,  with  28  million  going  for  mis- 
sion, educational,  and  benevolent  causes.  In  1952  we  gave  a  total  of  248 
million  with  48  million  going  for  the  mission,  educational,  and  benevo- 
lent causes.  The  budget  of  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  now  ad- 
vanced beyond  10  million  dollars  a  year. 

The  advances  are  gratifying,  but  we  face  with  searching  uneasiness 
our  own  records  here  in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.  Those  who  have 
"gone  into  the  well"  have  labored  valiantly  and  faithfully,  but  what 
of  us,  the  "rope-holders?"  Confessing  our  failure  to  dare  follow  God, 
let  us  face  the  future  with  the  resolve  to  give  generously  of  our  means, 
of  our  prayers,  of  our  interest,  of  our  sons  and  daughters  that  the 
"kingdom  of  this  world  may  become  the  kingdom  of  our  Lord  and  of 
His  Christ."

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REPORT  OH  STATE  MISSIONS 

"State  Missions"  is  the  name  given  to  the  program  by  which  North-

state.  It  is  the  plan  and  program  whereby  the  Baptist  Churches  of 
North  Carolina  seek  to  pool  their  efforts  and  resources  in  promoting 
the  work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God  among  our  pe:ple.  It  is  the  means 
through  which  our  great  denomination  endeavors  to  make  its  in- 
fluence felt  most  among  us. 

This  program  is  more  than  a  hundred  years  aid  and  now  embraces 
a  total  of  eighteen  activities,  with  a  wide  range  of  services.  Each  of 
the  activities  is  in  connection  with  a  very  vital  need.  Each  activity 
aids  in  strengthening  the  total  program  of  our  churches  and  denomina- 
tion. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  there  is  a  "•Primacy  to  State  Missions."  This 
truth  is  pointed  up  by  the  fact  that  there  are  more  than  two  million 
people  in  North  Carolina  who  are  unchurched.  Certainly  this  is  a  very 
sobering  figure  and  demands  our  immediate  attention.  Another  factor 
should  be  considered  also,  which  is,  that  State  Missions  act  as  sort  of 
a  "base  of  supply"  for  our  world  program.  As  we  have  a  strong  source 
of  supplies,  we  will  have  a  growing  and  mighty  world-wide  program^ 
So,  rather  than  being  a  hindrance  to  the  Home  and  Foreign  Mission  pro- 
grams of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  generous  support  of  the 
State  Missions  program  insures  the  ioreign  efforts  more  support. 

We  state,  therefore,  cur  firm  belief  and  faith  in  our  State  Missions 
program.  Furthermore,  we  conmiend  it  to  our  people  for  their  fervent 
prayers  and  study.  Also,  we  urge  our  people  and  churches  to  support 
it  generously  with  their  offerings.

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

We  have  been  burdened  with  a  debt  in  our  mission  field  until 
within  one  week  of  the  meeting  of  cur  association.  This  burden  was 
carried  by  fewer  than  half  of  our  churches.  On  the  twenty-eighth  of 
February,  1953,  our  missionary  resigned  and  left  our  field  without  a 
worker.  With  the  cooperation  of  some  of  our  pastors  and  other  workers 
we  have  carried  on.  Miss  Carolie  Hatsell  and  James  Blackwelder  have 
worked  with  us  to  raise  our  number  of  Bible  Schools  to  twenty.  Most 
cf  these  schools  were  held  two  weeks. 

Our  need  for  a  missionary  in  the  field  is  deeply  felt.  To  meet  this 
need  we  must  sacrifice  to  raise  the  fund  necessary.  We  need  $3,400.00 
to  put  a  worker  in  the  missionary  field.  If  each  church  in  this  i'ield 
would  give  regularly  we  could  have  a  worker. 

The  committee  has  the  work  of  securing  a  missionary  in  hand  and 
will  go  to  the  completion  of  the  task  as  soon  as  the  possibility  presents 
itself.

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REPORT  DN  SUTvJDA^  SCHOOL  WORK 

The  x?liurches  of  this  association  have  been  commissioned  to  teach 
ifheir  members  to  observe  the  things  that  Christ  has  commanded.  They 
Ihave  been  eom^manded  to  reach  the  peoj)le  and  to  teach  the  Bible 
which  is  the  business  of  the  Sunday  Sch3ol.  We  have  held  our  con- 
tention every  .fifth  .Sundaj^  throughout  the  3^ear  and  this  has  X'i'oved 
.successful  although  there  are  still  several  of  the  churches  that  have 
.not  been  represented.  We  have  forty-nine  Sunday  Schools  in  our  asso- 
ciation with  an  enrollment  of  approximately  7,000.  We  have  been 
tdeeply  concerned  about  our  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  We  have  conducted 
ionly  twenty  this  summer.  We  wish  to  remind  you  again  of  the  value 
'Of  a  Vacation  Bible  School.  A  Vacation  Bible  School  is  one  of  the  im- 
rportant  phases  of  a  Sunday  School,  in  that  it  makes  possible  from  one 
to  four  weeks  of  extra  study  in  a  church.  The  Vacation  Bible  -School 
presents  an  opportunity  for  some  much-needed  Bible  study.  This  year 
we  have  been  without  a  missioBary  but  we  employed  Miss  Carolie 
'Hatsell  and  James  Blackwelder,  workers  from,  the  state  board,  to  help 
ius  in  our  Vacation  Bible  Schools.  They  both  did  a  good  job,  and  through 
their  visitations  in  the  homes,  they  found  the  need  of  a  missionary  in 
the  association. 

It  has  been  experienced  through  the  years  that  a  Sunday  School 
grows  just  as  fast  as  a  church  enlists  and  trains  workers  and  provide? 
space.  There  has  been  a  fine  spirit  of  cooperation  by  the  pastors,  teach- 
ers, and  (Officers  and  others  who  realize  the  vital  part  the  Sunday 
School  plays  in  this  county — but  there  is  still  room  for  improvement  as 
can  be  shown  by  the  following  tacts": 

1.  There  has  been  only  a  slight  improvement  in  the  enrollment 
of  the  churches. 

2.  Vacation  Bible  Schools  were  not  reported  in  all  the  churches. 

3.  Fully  organized  Sunday  Schools  have  not  been  reported  in  all 
the  churches. 

4.  Improvement  needs  to  be  made  in  the  record  system. 
Looking  at  these  facts,  we  would  like  to  iiaake  the  following  sug 

gestions: 

1.  "Use  a  better  record  system. 

2.  Have  more  ^tudy  courses. 

3.  Put  on  a  visitation  campaign. 

4.  Make  our  Sunday  School  more  evangelistic. 

'5.  Include  the  four  steps  of  Sunday  School:  (1)  Know  the  people, 
who  ought  to  be  in  Sunday  School,  (2)  Secure  additional  workers,  (3) 
Provide  adequate  space,  (4)  Train  the  "workers. 

If  we  accept  these  suggestions,  it  will  help  us  to  teach  the  people 
in  our  midst  to  observe  all  those  things  Christ  has  commanded.  A 
regular,  intelligent,  vigorous  use  of  these  suggestions  in  building  a 
Sunday  School  will  bring  reasonable  results  in  any  church,  for  the 
command  of  Heaven  is  "Go  out  into  the  highways  and  hedges  and 
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compel  them  to  come  in  that  my  House  be  filled."  (Luke  14:23). 

Let  us  look  at  some  of  the  highlights  in  our  Sunday  School  work: 

1.  The  week  of  our  Sunday  School  enlargement  campaign  was 
one  of  the  best  weeks  of  the  year. 

2.  The  following  churches  have  more  enrolled  in  Sunday  School 
than  in  church: 

Calvary  Lumberton 
Catherine's  Chapel  Pine  Creek 

Green's  Creek  Rockdale 
Fall  Cliff  Tilley  Creek 

Long  Branch  Webster 
Wilkesdale 

There  are  many  opportunities  that  are  open  to  men,  women,  boys, 
and  girls  in  the  Sunday  School  department  for  the  Sunday  School  pro- 
vides a  church  with  its  greatest  opportunity  to  reach  the  masses  for 
regular  Bible  study.  In  Deuteronomy  31:11-12,  the  words  of  God  the 
Father  teach  plainly  and  emphatically  that  the  people  should  study 
the  Bible.  The  Sunday  School  also  provides  a  church  with  its  greatest 
evangelistic  opportunity  and  it  is  the  only  church  agency  that  sets  out 
to  teach  the  Bible  to  lost  people. 

What  we  have  done  thus  far  and  will  do  in  the  remaining  months 
of  the  year  1953  will  determine  very  largely  the  measure  of  our  success 
in  reaching  our  goal  of  "A  Million  More  in  '54."  God's  grace  has  and 
will  isustain  us  and  His  power  endure  us  to  achieve  the  goal. 

The  reason  back  of  this  great  drive  of  "A  Million  More  in  '54,"  be- 
gins in  the  compassionate  heart  of  the  Father — "For  God  so  loved  the 
world."  May  we  pray  and  be  concerned  about  our  Sunday  School  work 
for  the  next  year. 

"A  Million  More  in  '54,  With  Christ  we're  bound  to  win. 

Let's  watch  and  pray,  and  work  away,  To  bring  the  people  in, 

If  we'll  put  pride  and  self  aside 
and  get  to  work  with  vim,

REPORT  ON  THE  COOPERATICE  PROGRAM 

"Cooperation"  is  a  great  word  among  Baptists.  It  expresses  our 
principle  of  work  and  service  from  the  local  church  to  the  Baptist 
World  Alliance.  It  is  the  basis  of  cooperation  from  the  local  association 
to  the  largest  convention.  It  is  a  word  which  is  Biblical  in  principle  and 
in  spirit,  as  Paul  reminded  the  Corinthians,  "we  are  labourers  together 
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-with  God."" 

It  is  therefore  not  strange  that  when  a  program  for  implementing 
this  teaching  was  devised  out  of  years  of  experience,  it  should  be  ^iven 
the  name  "The  Cooperative  Program.'^  The  very  name  itself  suggests 
and  helps  one  to  remember  the  purpose  of  the  program.  It  is  suggestive 
to  and  reminds  the  individual  Christian  of  his  duty  and  place  in  the 
work  of  the  Kingdom  of  God.  One  is  able  to  see  his  inadequacj^  as  well 
as  his  adequacy.  One  is  made  to  see  how  he  can  help  even  though 
♦cannot  do  all. 

The  cooperative  program  is  a  practical  plan,  whereb}'^,  the  results 
tof  an  individual's  and  church's  stewardship  are  made  to  flow  into  all 
Ihe  world  to  aid  in  all  the  work  of  Southern  Baptist  everywhere.  It  is 
the  plan  whereby  a  Baptist  church  member  may  extend  himself  in 
many  different  ways  and  directions  at  once.  As  a  jreat  modern-day 
'teacher  has  said,  "it  is  a  plan  for  the  Christian,  a  man  whose  money 
is  to  him,  as  it  were,  a  part  of  himself,  so  that  what  he  does  with  it 
he  is,  in  a  real  sense,  doing  with  himself.  For  a  man's  money  is  an  ex- 
tension of  his  body,  an  enlargement  of  that  material,  physical  equip- 
ment through  which  his  spirit  works.  Money  is  another  pair  of  legs, 
and  lo!  it  can  go  where  otherwise  we  could  never  go,  walking  amid  the 
needs  of  Africa  today  or  ministering  in  India  and  the  islands  of  the 
sea.  Money  is  another  pair  of  hands  and  it  can  carry  burdens  that  our 
fingers  cannot  touch  in  our  community,  our  nation,  and  around  the 
world.  Money  is  another  pair  of  vocal  cords  and  it  can  speak  where 
our  voice  could  not  be  heard,  teaching  and  preaching  where  in  per- 
sonal presence  we  may  never  go.  What  a  man  does  with  his  money 
he  is  in  a  real  sense  doing  with  himself." 

Truly  it  can  be  said  that  through  the  Cooperative  Program  "'the 
avenues  are  open  down  which  our  pennies,  our  dollars,  or  our  millions 
can  walk  together  in  an  accumulating  multitude  to  the  succor  of  all 
mankind.  Each  of  us  can  take  some  of  his  own  nerve  and  sinue  re- 
duced in  wages  to  the  form  of  money,  and  through  money,  which  is  a 
naturalized  citizen  of  all  lands  and  which  speaks  all  languages,  can 
be  at  work  wherever  the  sun  shines.  It  is  one  of  the  miracles  of  science 
that  a  man  busy  at  his  daily  tasks  at  home  can  yet  be  preaching  the 
gospel  in  Alaska,  healing  the  sick  in  Korea,  teaching  in  the  schools 
of  Persia,  feeding  the  hungry  in  India,  and  building  a  new  civilization 
at  the  headwaters  of  the  Nile." 

This  is  the  vision  that  our  churches  need  more  and  more.  It  is  the 
vision  of  the  Cooperative  Program  at  work.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that 
more  of  our  churches  are  not  supporting  the  Cooperative  Program.  In 
that  support  the  church  is  not  only  helping  others,  it  is  helping  itself. 
Whenever  a  church  ceases  to  be  missionary,  to  that  extent  it  ceases  to 
fulfill  its  purpose  in  the  world.  We  would  commend  the  Cooperative 
Program  to  every  church  for  its  fullest  support.

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REPORT  ON  THE  AMERICAN  BIBLE  SOCIETY 

The  Bible  is  "the  word  of  life,"  "the  sword  of  the  Spirit,"  and  the 
"tool  of  the  missionary."  It  is  a  missionary  book  showing  the  way  to 
live  and  the  way  to  die.  It  has  gone  and  will  continue  to  go  where  the 
missionary  may  not  go.  It  has  the  answer  to  the  problems  and  needs  of 
the  world.  The  masses  continue  to  call  for  the  Bible,  and  for  years  it 
has  been  the  "Best  Seller"  of  all  books.  While  this  remains  true,  it  is 
our  responsibility  to  supply  the  scriptures  to  meet  the  demand. 

The  people  and  the  churches  have  as  perhaps  their  greatest  ally 
in  this  task.  The  American  Bible  Society.  This  organization  has  closed 
another  very  successful  year  of  operation.  Living  up  to  its  slogan  of 
"the  churches'  agency  for  world-wide  distribution  of  the  Bible,"  the 
society  has  continued  its  work  of  publishing,  translating,  promoting 
the  use  of,  and  distributing  the  Bible  into  the  whole  world  at  the  rate 
of  1800  copies  per  hour  for  every  day  of  1952.  A  total  of  13,369,030 
Bibles,  Testaments,  and  Portions  were  distributed. 

This  tremendous  undertaking  is  on  a  non-profit  basis,  and  must 
be  financed  largely  by  contributions.  The  two  main  sources  of  income 
are:  (1)  the  churches  and  (2)  gifts  from  individuals.  Both  sources  have 
been  growing  gradually  larger  through  the  years,  but  the  need  is  still 
very  great. 

We  congratulate  The  American  Bible  Society  on  its  increasingly 
fine  work,  and  commend  its  support  to  our  churches  and  to  their 
members.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  AiGING 

The  youngest  member  of  our  Baptist  family  of  institutions,  the 
North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.,  has  had  the  best  year  since  it  be- 
gan operating,  March  16,  1951. 

Resthaven,  with  space  for  twenty  residents,  has  been  filled  to 
capacity.  The  number  of  inquiries  for  rooms  has  increased  into  the 
hundreds. 

The  home  received  its  best  financial  support.  The  share  received 
from  the  Nine  Year  Program  (1952)  was  $12,062.80;  our  first  Special 
Day  offering,  February  15,  exceeded  $52,000;  and  from  individuals, 
■churches,  and  auxiliary  organizations  we  have  received  12,380.33,  as 
of  August  1st. 

The  response  to  the  first  Special  Day  offering  for  the  home  was 
most  encouraging.  More  than  half  of  our  3055  Baptist  churches  re- 
sponded. About  seventy-five  per  cent  of  the  amount  came  from  the 
smaller  churches. 

Considering  the  short  time  our  home  has  been  operating  (2  years), 
and  the  fact  that  this  was  the  first  opportunity  to  appeal  to  our  churches 
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for  a  special  offering,  all  of  us  should  be  encouraged  by  the  response. 
Our  next  Special  Day  offering,  February  21,  1954,  should  amount  to 
$100,000. 

On  June  18,  this  year,  property  was  purchased  for  a  Branch  Home 
at  Albemarle.  This  property,  consisting  of  a  vacated  hospital  building 
and  a  nurses'  home  building  and  nearly  three  acres  of  land,  was  pur- 
chased for  $25,000.  It  will  cost  an  equal  amount  to  renovate  the  prop- 
erty. Even  so,  it  is  well  worth  twice  the  amount  invested.  Thus,  we  can 
care  for  60  residents- 20  at  Resthaven,  Winston-Salem;  and  40  at  the 
Albemarle  Home. 

At  the  time  of  purchase,  it  was  hoped  that  the  branch  home  would 
be  ready  for  operation  by  October  1,  this  year. 

The  general  health  of  the  residents  has  been  exceptionally  good, 
considering  the  range  of  their  ages,  66  to  93.  There  has  been  only  one 
death  this  year.  The  spirit  and  the  general  attitude  of  the  residents 
have  been  most  satisfactory. 

There  are  many  evidences  of  increasing  interest  in  our  homes. 
Pastors,  conducting  worship  services,  have  brought  delegations  from 
their  churches  to  share  the  inspiration  of  worship  with  our  residents. 
Auxiliary  and  Sunday  School  groups  have  frequently  visited  us  to 
conduct  devotional  services.  Gifts  of  supplies  and  cash  are  often  re- 
ceived from  these  various  organizations. 

Plans  for  the  future  enlargement  are  encouraging.  With  a  general 
Special  Day  offering  in  February,  1954,  and  other  special  gifts  from 
individuals  and  corporations,  we  should  be  ready  to  begin  construction 
of  our  administration  building,  which  would  give  us  room  for  fifty 
additional  residents,  and  making  our  total  capacity  110  residents. 

Since  North  Carolina  Baptists  now  number  more  than  700,000 
members,  with  thousands  of  our  constituency  now  over  65  years  of  age, 
we  should  keep  in  mind  the  great  number  of  our  elderly  brethren  who 
need  a  home  to  provide  security,  comfort,  congeniality,  and  a  Chris- 
tian ministry.  Our  North  Carolina  Baptists  are  able  to  meet  the  chal- 
lenge to  make  adequate  provision  for  the  aging,  and  as  "laborers  to- 
gether with  God,"  we  can  meet  it.

REPORT  OlSfi  TEMPERANCE 

Temperance  does  not  necessarily  mean  that  we  should  abstain, 
from  the  habit  of  intoxicating  liquors  only.  We  should  be  temperate  in. 
all  things  and  adhere  to  the  teachings  of  our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus; 
Christ. 

But  Daniel  purposed  in  his  heart  thait  he  would  not  defile  himself 
with  the  portion  of  the  kings  meat,  nor  with  the  wine  that  he  drank. 
Daniel  1:8. 

The  prohibition  question  has  been  debated  pro  and  con  for  a  num- 
ber of  years  and  it  seems  that  we  sue  no  nearer  to  a  solution  than  we 
were  twenty-five  or  fifty  years  ago.  I  am-  of  the  opinion  that  we  are; 
spending  too  much  time  and  effort  trying  to  secure  legislation  to  out- 
law the  liquor  traffic  in  North  Carolina.  There  are  four  avenues  of 
approach  open  for  a.ttack  that  should  be  effectively  approached  and 
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that  is  the  home,  the  church,  the  school,  and  the  ballot  box.  If  we  will 
begin  in  the  home  and  teach  the  principles  of  temperance  and  the  value 
of  abstaining  from  the  things  that  are  intemperate  and  destructive  to 
the  soul  and  mind,  we  will  have  laid  a  foundation  upon  which  the 
church  and  school  can  build. 

Education  and  Christianization  of  our  people  is  the  only  way  that 
the  evil  of  alcohol  can  be  eliminated.  We  can  vote  out  and  remove  the 
legal  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors,  but  that  will  only  be  the  beginning 
of  the  end.  We  must  remove  the  desire  by  teaching  the  principles  of 
Christian  living  and  create  and  instill  in  the  youth  of  our  land  a  desire 
to  live  a  clean  and  upright  life. 

The  church  has  a  great  challenge  to  go  out  into  the  world  and  re- 
deem those  that  have  become  infected  by  the  alcoholic  germ  and  bring 
them  under  the  influence  and  guiding  spirit  of  the  church. 

The  last  session  of  the  General  Assembly  saw  fit  to  again  deny  the 
people  of  our  state  the  right  of  voting  on  the  issue  of  prohibition.  The 
church  people  were  able  to  make  themselves  seen  and  heard  more 
so  than  ever  before,  but  the  committee  was  stacked  by  the  wet  forces 
and  we  did  not  have  the  privilege  of  a  vote  in  the  General  Assembly. 

Let  us  keep  Up  the  good  work  and  one  of  these  days  in  the  near 
future  we  will  make  ourselves  heard.

REPORT  ON  SOUTHERN  BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  Houston,  Texas,  May  6-10, 
1953  in  its  96th  session.  The  theme  was  "That  The  World  May  Know." 
John  17:21. 

Dr.  J.  D.  Gray  of  New  Orleans,  president,  called  in  session  Wednes- 
day morning.  May  6  at  9:45.  The  convention  was  led  in  worship  as 
the  scripture  was  read  2  Cor.  6:1:  Labourers  Together  That  The  World 
May  Believe.  Prayer  offered. 

The  secretary  reported  an  enrollment  of  about  five  thousand  and 
the  convention  proceeded  with  the  order  of  business.  All  of  the  22 
states  and  the  District  of  Columbia  were  represented  with  messengers. 

The  Southern  Baptist  reported  a  membership  of  7,634,493  at  the 
close  of  1952.  We  will  reach  8,000,000  by  1953  if  we  have  a  gain  of 
365,507.  It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  baptisms  since  1947  have  in- 
creased 50.9  per  cent.  In  this  period  we  have  baptized  2,036,264.  South- 
ern Baptists  have  increased  in  stewardship.  In  1944  we  gave  $76,000,- 
000.  In  1952  we  reported  $248,000,000.  In  the  last  four  years  we  have 
averaged  baptizing  360,311  per  year.  We  have  built  and  organized 
churches  until  we  now  report  in  1952:  Churches,  28,865;  Sunday  Schools, 
28,040;  Pupils  enrolled,  5,491.056;  Training  Unions,  17,781;  Enrollment 
in  Training  Unions,  1,677,293;  W.M.U.  Enrollment,  1,143,993;  Brother- 
hood, 214,486;  Church  Property  Valuation,  $890,697,339.  We  have  given 
to  missions  in  1932  $45,822,830.  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  Enrollment 
has  reached  an  all  time  high  of  2,059,163. 

The  Southern  Baptist  Convention  operates  under  the  supervision 
of  four  boards,  whose  members  are  elected  by  the  convention  v/hose 
members  are  rotated.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board,  located  in  Richmond, 
Va.  The  Home  Mission  Board  in  Atlanta,  Ga.  The  Sunday  School  Board 
in  Nashville,  Tenn.  The  Relief  and  Annunity  Board  in  Dallas,  Texas. 

The  convention  operates  the  following  institutions:

There  Jias  been  added  to  the  forces  of  the  convention  a  department 
fof  Evangelism,  under  the  leadership  of  Dr.  C.  E.  Matthews,  a:ssisted  by 
;a  secretary  of  Evangelism  of  the  states  that  make  up  the  convention. 

I  have  dealt  in  these  various  phases  of  our  great  denomination 
activities  because  this  is  the  only  medium  through  which  our  .people, 
tor  at  least  the  masses  have  any  source  of  learning. 

I  have  dealt  very  little  on  what  transpired  during  tbe  convention, 
foutside  of  these  reports.  Of  course,  there  was  the  usual  number  of 
good  sermons,  singing,  and  inspirational  messages  that  lifted  our 
-hearts.  As  always  the  highlight  of  any  Baptist  Convention  is  that  .night 
when  we  hear  the  reports  from  our  mission-aries  both  at  home  and 
abroad,  and  hear  the  challenge  of  their  hearts  to  give  Chris:!;  to  a  los^ 
and  dying  world.  ^'That  they  .might  know  Him  too."" 

Dr.  Gray  was  succeeded  as  president  by  Dr.  Storer  of  Tulsa,  Okla- 
homa. Dr.  J.  B.  Lawrence  of  the  Home  Mission  Board,  retiring,  making 
his  last  report  to  the  convention,  said,  "The  religion  of  Baptists  is  the 
religion  of  the  New  Testament,  and  the  religion  of  the  New  Testament 
is  the  religion  of  the  Cross.  It  was  the  cross  that  Paul  gloried  in. 
Missions  must  recapture  the  imperative  of  the  cross  for  there  can  be 
no  sustained  mission  passion  until  the  cross  of  Christ  has  been  ^et  up 
in  the  life  of  our  churcbes.  The  Cross,  not  the  manger  or  the  tomb, 
bas  always  been  the  symbol  of  Christianity.  The  true  instinct  of  Chris-

REPORT  Oisr  EVANGELISIVr 

Limited  time  and  space  will  net  permit  the  complete  and  challeng:- 
ing  report  that  should  be  given  at  this  time,  not  only  in  the  Tuckaseigee 
Association,  but  in  relation  to  figures  of  our  great  denomination. 

To  evangelize  is  to  instruct  in  the  Christian  doctrine;  to  convert  to« 
the  Christian  religion.  The  sum  total  is  given  in  Matt.  28:19-20,,  "Go  ye 
therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the.- 
Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost:  Teaching  them  to  observe; 
all  things  whatsoever  I  have  commanded  you;  and^  lo,  I  am  with  you. 
always,  even  unto  the  end  of  the  world." 

Evangelism  is  the  very  heart  throb  of  everything  we  are  trying  to< 
do  in  the  Kingdom  work.  If  we  took  the  spirit  of  Evangelism  (which 
spirit  was  paramount  in  the  life  and  teachings  of  Jesus)  out  of  our 
church  program,  it  would  fall  to  pieces  or  decay  with  a  dry  rot, 

Jesus  himself  said  that  he  '-came  to  seek  and  to  save  that  which, 
was  lost."  The  church  in  all  of  its  organisations  is  to  continue  the  same- 
program  that  Jesus  began. 

The  Sunday  School  is  one  of  the  most  vital  agen'>:s  in  reaching  the- 
lost  for  Christ.  Reports  have  led  us  t3  see  that  1  out  of  3  are  baptized, 
into  the  church  who  are  enrolled  in  Sunday  School,  but  that  only  1  out. 
of  242  are  reached  who  are  not  enrolled  in  Sunday  School.  This  is  a 
challenge  to  reach  every  member  of  every  family  in  Sunday  School.. 
The  slogan  cf  our  convention  is  "A  Million  More  in  '54,"  but  what  is; 
that  number,  comparatively  speaking,  when  there  are  millions  not  en- 
rolled in  our  territory.  Can  we  be  satisfied  with  such  a  modest  goal? 

The  Baptist  Training  Union  has  as  its  goal  the  enlisting  and  train- 
ing of  every  church  member,  and  yet,  only  1-4  of  the  churches  in  our' 
association  have  a  B.T.U.  About  10  per  cent  of  tlie  church  membership) 
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take  advantage  of  the  opportunity  to  better  prepare  themselves  for 
Soul-Winning.  Our  most  efficient  and  faithful  leadership  comes  from 
such  an  important  background. 

The  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School  is,  also,  a  must  in  reaching  and 
training  our  children.  Most  pastors  of  experience  will  testify  that  a  well 
planned  and  Bible-centered  school  is  equal  to  a  revival  in  their  com- 
munities, because  many  decisions  come  from  the  school. 

The  Great  Commission  would  not  be  complete  if  it  did  not  include 
the  whole  world;  therefore,  the  Women's  Mis'sionary  Societies  and  their 
organizations  strive  to  lift  us  so  that  we  may  be  able  to  see  the  farther- 
est  nations  of  our  world.  "The  Whole  Gospel  for  the  Whole  World"  is 
truly  the  spirit  of  a  soul- winning  church.  The  report  of  1951  and  1952 
shows  that  only  1-2  of  our  churches  gave  through  the  Cooperative 
Program,  and  only  11  churches  reported  revival  meetings. 

The  total  church  membership  reported  last  year  ('51  and  '52)  in 
our  association  was  7438  and  one  great  weakness  is  that  2245  are  non- 
resident members.  It  took  25  church  members  to  win  one,  with  an  aver- 
age of  7  1-2  baptisms  per  church.  If  we  are  to  prove  ourselves  before  a 
lost  world,  we  must  be  more  busy  than  this!  If  the  Baptists  do  not  reach 
the  people  of  this  area  of  the  mountains  we  will  wake  up  too  laite  and 
see  other  groups  who  are  willing  to  work  and  build,  doing  the  thing 
God  has  entrusted  in  our  care. 

Brethren,  there  are  three  faculties  so  far  as  we  are  concerned  in 
reaching  a  lost  world:  eyes  to  see  the  fields  that  are  white  already  for 
harvest,  hearts  full  of  love  for  a  needy  world  and  "a  mind  to  work." 
God  has  wrought  the  plan  and  has  made  His  power  available  to  all  who 
would  win  souls. 

Man^-  great  and  lasting  things  have  been  wrought  through  our 
revival  efforts  and  yet  we  shall  try  to  continue  the  Soul-Winning  effort. 
May  God  richly  bless  and  encourage  every  pasitor  in  our  association. 
We  pray  that  ithese  challenges  will  be  a  spring  board  for  a  greater  work 
next  year.

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TUCKASEIGEE   BAPTIST  AiSSOCIATION     CONSTITUTION  AND 

BY-LAWS 
(Revised  August  13,  1954) 

ARTICLE  I — The  name  of  this  body  shall  be  the  Tuckaseigee 
Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  The  purpose  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  exten- 
sion of  Christ's  kingdom  on  earth,  creation  and  promotion  of  harmony, 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  Churches. 

ARTICLE  III.  (1)  The  Association  shall  have  power  to  elect  and 
install  its  officers  in  whatever  manner  the  body  may  deem  expe- 
dient. (2)  It  shall  have  power  to  recommend  measures  of  usefulness  and 
guidance  to  our  churches  in  matters  of  organization,  ordinations  and 
questions  of  doctrines  and  discipline.  (3)  The  Association  shall  have 
no  power  to  infringe  upon  the  right  of  the  local  churches  as  sover- 
eign and  independent  bodies. 

ARTICLE  IV.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  ministers  and 
messengers  selected  by  missionary  Baptist  churches  which  have  been 
previously  received  into  the  association.  (2)  The  pastor  and  four  mem- 
bers from  each  one  hundred  members  or  fraction  thereof  shall  compose 
the  representation  of  each  church.  (3)  the  association  shall  be 
the  sole  judge  of  its  members.  (4)  Any  church  applying  to  the  asso- 
ciation for  membership  by  letter  and  messenger  shall  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  association  for  one  year  for  observation.  At  the 
expiration  of  that  time  if  it  is  still  their  will  they  may  be  voted  in  by 
majority  vote  of  the  association  provided  they  have  an  acceptable 
letter  and  at  least  one  messenger  present  at  the  time. 

ARTICLE  V.  The  association  shall  hold  its  regular  session  on 
Thrusday  and  Friday  preceding  the  3rd  Sunday  in  August.  (2)  The 
Moderator  may  call  a  mid -year  session  at  his  pleasure. 

ARTICLE  VI.  The  officers  of  the  association  shall  be  a  moderator, 
vice  moderator,  clerk,  assistant  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday 
School  superintendent,  Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Mission- 
ary Union  superinterdent,  superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President 
of  Deacon's  organization,  Brotherhood  President,  and  superintendent 
of  Education. 

ARTICLE  VII.  The  moderator  shall  preside  and  maintain  the  order 
of  business  of  all  meetings  unless  he  otherwise  provides  for  the  mod- 
eration. (2)  He  shall  appoint  all  committees  pertinent  to  the  oper- 
ation of  the  body.  (3)  The  vice  moderator  shall  assist  the  moderator 
and  in  case  of  the  absence  or  incapacitation  of  the  moderator  he  shall 
act  in  his  stead  until  otherwise  provided  for,  (4)  The  clerk  shall  keep 
a  complete  and  accurate  record  of  all  the  transactions  and  reports 
given  in  the  association  in  regular  or  called  meetings  and  cause  to 
be  printed  a  minute  containing  the  records  made.  (5)  The  clerk  shall 
mail  to  the  clerk  of  each  church  in  the  association  blanks  for  the  prep- 
aration of  the  church  letter  as  soon  as  they  are  received  from  the 
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state  Convention  Office.  (6)  The  treasurer  shall  receive  and  disburse 
by  the  order  of  the  executive  committee  the  money  of  the  treasury 
and  make  a  complete  report  to  the  association  at  each  session.  (7)  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  historian  to  keep  the  record  of  the  association 
up  to  date.  (8)  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  other  officers  to  execute  the 
function  of  their  office  pertinent  to  a  well  directed  association. 

ARTICLE  VIII.  All  officers  shall  be  elected  annually  at  the  dis- 
cretion of  the  body. 

ARTICLE  IX.  The  business  of  the  association  shall  be  conducted 
according  to  Roberts  Parliamentary  Practice  or  in  a  manner  not  con- 
trary thereto. 

ARTICLE  X.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
moderator,  vice  moderator,  clerk,  treasurer,  historian,  Sunday  School 
superintendent,Training  Union  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
superintendent,  superintendent  of  Evangelism,  President  of  Deacon's 
organization.  President  of  Brotherhood,  superintendent  of  Education, 
associational  missionary  and  nine  other  members  appointed  by  the 
moderator.  Seven  of  these  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum. 

ARTICLE  XI.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  executive  committee  to 
act  for  the  association  on  matters  arising  when  the  association  is  not 
in  session  and  to  make  a  report  of  all  work  to  the  next  session  of  the 
association. 

ARTICLE  XII.  The  associational  quorum  shall  be  the  number 
present  if  the  number  satisfies  the  will  of  the  moderator. 

ARTICLE  XIII.  The  association  shall  have  the  right  to  withdraw 
fellowship  from  any  church  which  become  heterodox  in  doctrine,  or 
disorderly  in  pratice,  or  that  fails  to  present  itself  either  by  messenger 
or  letter  for  two  consecutive  sessions  without  sufficient  reason,  or  that 
ceases  to  be  missionary  in  practice.  The  support  of  the  causes  foster- 
ed by  the  denomation  at  large  and  of  this  association  in  particular  shall 
be  the  test  of  each  church  as  a  missionary  body.  Any  church,  at  its 
pleasure,  may  withdraw  from  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XIV.  The  association  shall  have  such  standing  com- 
mittees as  may  be  considered  necessary  to  promote  efficiently  the  work 
of  the  Master  in  our  midst,  the  members  of  these  committees  to  be 
nominated  annually  by  the  committee  on  committees  unless  other- 
wise determined  by  the  association. 

ARTICLE  XV.  This  constitution  shall  be  amended  by  a  majority 
vote,  providing  the  amendment  was  read  on  the  previous  day  of  the 
association.  Otherwise  two- thirds  majority  of  the  votes  cast  must  be 
in  favor  of  the  amendment. 


BY-LAWS 

1.  All  vacancies  in  the  elective  officers  and  in  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee shall  be  filled  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

2.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time  and  place  desig- 
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nated  by  the  moderator  on  Monday  following  the  first  Sunday  of  each 
quarter.  The  Executive  Committee  shall  elect  its  own  chairman. 

3.  Each  church  clerk  shall  mail  to  the  clerk  of  the  association  a 
letter  properly  filled  out  on  the  blank  furnished  him  at  least  two  weeks 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  body. 

4.  No  church  shall  be  received  into  the  association  who  does  not 
present  a  certificate  of  examination  properly  endorsed  by  the  com- 
mittee on  organization  and  reception  of  new  churches. 

5.  Duties  of  the  committees  of  the  association: 

1.  Order  of  Business  Committee:  This  committee  shall  plan  the 
annual  program  for  the  association  and  present  it  to  the  Exe- 
cutive Committee  at  its  July  meeting. 

2.  Committee  on  Committees:  The  duty  of  this  committee  is  to 
bring  to  the  annual  associational  meeting  a  nomination  of  the 
personnel  of  the  standing  committees. 

3.  Finance  Committee:  This  committee  shall  devise  plans  for 
raising  the  funds  for  the  associational  budget  and  prepare  for 
recommendations  to  the  annual  session  of  the  association  the 
budget  for  the  disbursement  of  funds  for  the  coming  year. 

4.  Resolutions  Committee:  This  committee  is  to  report  suitable 
resoultions  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  association. 

5.  Nominating  Committee:  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  committee 
*o  nominate  the  officers  of  the  Association  and  have  this  re- 
port ready  for  the  annual  associational  meeting. 

6.  Credentials  Committee:  This  committee  serves  in  an  advisory 
capacity  only.  This  committee  should  examine  such  candi- 
dates for  the  ministry  as  come  before  it  as  to  their  call  and 
fitness  for  the  Gospel  Ministry  and  make  recommendations  as 

,  they  feel  led  to  the  church  of  which  one  is  a  member  about 
his  being  ordained  and  help  plan  and  arrange  the  proper  ser- 
vices of  ordination  when  such  assistance  is  needed.  The 
Executive  committee  should  be  informed  regularly  of  the 
work  01  the  committee.  Each  church  desiring  to  ordain  a 
candidate  is  urged  to  consult  with  the  committee. 

7.  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  New  Churches: 
This  committee  shall  have  the  responsibility  of  advising  with 
groups  proposing  the  organization  of  new  churches  and  offer 
such  suggestions  as  are  deemed  advisable,  and  submit  a  writ- 

1  ten  report  of  same  to  the  association  or  Executive  Committee 
and  grant  to  the  proposed  church  a  certificate  of  Commenda- 
tion which  must  be  presented  with  the  first  letter  of  the  church 
to  the  association.  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  the 
Baptist  Pastors  of  the  Churches  of  the  Tuckaseigee  Associ- 
ation. Seven  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  The  Chair- 
man of  the  committee  shall  be  named  by  the  committee  on 
committees.

It  is  your  duty  to  see  that  your  little  girls  and  boys  are  at  the 
church  in  these  organizations.  The  leaders  cannot  do  it  alone,  and 
reverence  for  God  and  His  work  begins  in  the  home.  li  our  beloved 
America  falls  it  will  never  be  in  war  with  Russia,  China,  or  any  other 
nation.  It  will  be  from  the  termites  of  SIN  IN  THE  HOMES  of  our 
fair  land.  Wake  up,  mothers,  and  fortify  your  little  ones  against  the 
attack  of  the  evil  one. 

We  regret  to  lose  Miss  Mildred  Cowan  as  our  Young  People's 
leader,  but  we  do  welcome  Mrs.  Annie  Hoyle  who  takes  her  place. 
Let's  give  her  our  loyal  support  in  the  work  this  year.  We  also  wish 
to  highly  commend  Mrs.  Carrie  J.  Davis  for  her  outstanding  work 
with  GA's  i  nScotts  Creek  Church.  We  can  all  learn  some  lessons  in 
the  work  from  her. 

To  our  presidents  of  the  15  societies  we  now  have  in  WMU  work, 
if  your  society  is  not  functioning  as  you  know  it  should,  and  some  are 
not,  pray  over  it.  Prayer  accomplishes  all  things  for  good,  and  can 
overcome  that  being  too  busy  to  have  your  meetings.  Let's  remember 
we  take  what  we  want  but  we  pay  for  it.  We  are  held  accountable  for 
every  responsibility  and  how  we  respond  within  ourselves  to  a  call  of 
duty.  This  is  five  years  some  of  us  have  been  together  and  God  has 
blessed  us  in  many  ways,  for  which  we  are  grateful  and  appreciate  the 
faithful  cooperation  you  have  shown,  but  when  I  look  back  over  the 
years  I  feel  it  is  a  meserable  failure  and  I  have  done  so  very  little  for 
Him  who  did  so  much  for  me. 

Now  as  we  enter  upon  our  new  year  I  very  prayerfully  solicit 
the  prayers  and  cooperation  of  not  only  our  WMU  officers  but  of  the 
pastors  of  the  48  churches  in  our  association.  We  hope  to  see  a  Woman's 
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Missionary  Society  in  every  one  of  these  churches  in  the  very  near 
future.

-ind-y^r^Yie  Tuckaseigee  Association  should  have  an  especial  interest  in 
the  report  of  the  activities  of  our  colleges.  The  main  reason  is^that  we 
have  a  state  sponsored  college  in  our  county  and  the  fact  that  a  posi- 

"'tive  relationship  exists  between  Western  Carolina  College  and  the 
various  Baptist  colleges.  '    '  .  . 

What  have  Baptists  done  during  the  past  year  that  affects  Western 

"Carolina  College?  Some  years  ago  the  State  Convention  became  aware 
of  the  importance  of  helping  college  communities  (Baptist  and  other- 
wise) secure  the  finest  leadership  possible  by  making  funds  available 
to  supplement  local  salaries.  We,  and  members  of  the  Cullowhee, 
church  especially,  realize  the  full  effect  of  this  fact.  At  the  State  Con- 
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vention  this  year  the  convention  bound  itself  lo  ^Oiiuaue  and  broaden 
this  previous  committment.  Not  oniy  has  the  ^o^iveiition  reeogmz.ed 
the  invaluable  services  of  the  couege  pastor  in  o^x  uwn  iriaptist  scnoo^s, 
but  in  state  schools. 

Developments  in  other  fields  may  be  briefly  stated  as  follows: 
Our  total  enrollment  in  now  around  6,000  in  our  seven  Baptist  colleges; 
permanent  improvements  are  presently  being  made  in  each  institution 
and  plans  are  being  made  for  the  future  growth  and  development; 
plans  for  Community  Colleges,  ie,  junior  colleges  in  several  localities, 
in  addition  to  the  present  ones,  are  being  pushed. 

Our  seven  schools.  Wake  Forest,  Mars  Hill,  Wingate,  Chowan, 
Gardner- Webb,  Meredith  and  Campbell,  face  fierce  adversities.  In 
order  to  attract  students  their  teaching  staffs,  physical  plants  and  stu- 
dent products  must  compare  favorably  with  the  state  schools.  The 
State  is  putting  increasingly  great  sums  of  money  into  their  schools. 
We  must  do  our  best  to  match  this  or  our  schools  cannot  hope  to  be 
as  attractive. 

The  Wake  Forest  Building  Program  and  move  to  Winston-Salem 
is  moving  along  at  a  steady  pace.  The  Southeastern  Seminary  showed 
a  large  increase  in  enrollment  during  the  past  year. 

The  purpose  of  our  Baptist  schools  is  to  train  personnel  for  Christ- 
ian leadership.  The  colleges  are  surely  succeeding  in  their  purpose, 
for  most  of  our  trained  ministers  and  lay  leaders  have  been  totally  or 
partially  trained  at  Baptist  schools  of  higher  learning.  For  judging  the 
achievements  of  the  labors  of  our  colleges  all  that  must  be  done  is  to 
look  about  you  and  see  that  the  leaders  have  been  trained  in  Baptist 
colleges.  This  reason  alone  amply  justifies  our  sincere  moral  support 
and  continued  financial  backing  in  the  promotion  of  the  growth  of 
our  Baptist  schools  in  North  Carolina  and  the  Tuckaseigee  Association.

REPORT  ON  NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 

"And  He  healed  many  that  were  sick"  (Mark  1:34).  This  state- 
ment refers  to  the  ministry  of  Jesus  when  He  was  here  in  the  flesh. 
Also,  it  describes  the  ministry  of  our  Baptist  Hospital  today,  where 
hundreds  of  sick  people  go  each  week  in  search  of  relief  from  disease 
and  sickness  of  almost  every  nature.  In  many  cases  they  go  as  a  last 
resort  when  hope  has  all  but  failed.  They  go  saying,  "We  have  spent 
all  our  money  and  we  are  still  sick.  Can  our  Baptist  Hospital  help  us?" 

It  is  the  business  of  our  hospital  to  say,  "Yes"  to  these  pleas  which 
come  out  of  sickness  and  poverty.  It  is  our  opportunity  through  our 
Mother's  Day  Offerings  to  make  it  possible  for  our  hospital  to  answer 
these  calls  for  help  from  those  who  have  little  or  no  money. 

The  hospital  admitted  10,886  persons  as  bed  patients  and  rendered 
a  total  of  92,476  days  of  patient  care  last  year.  There  were  49,205  visits 
made  to  the  clinics  for  examinations  and  treatments.  A  large  number 
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of  these  were  people  who  couldn't  pay  for  the  care  they  received.  Much 
of  this  service  could  not  have  been  provided  without  the  hexp  of  oor 
Mother's  Day  Offerings.  These  funds  are  used  excxus  ve-y  to  ne^p  pay 
the  hospital  expenses  of  these  patients  who  can  pay  only  a  part  of 
their  hospitalization  or  nothing  at  aii.  The  hospital  pro\  laed  iree  ser- 
vice in  the  amount  of  8527,299.99  in  addition  to  free  d;:::r  s  care  to 
needy  persons  in  1953. 

Free  hospitalization  for  regularly-ordained  ministers  and  mis- 
sionaries vs"ho  devote  their  full  time  to  the  ministry  is  provided  inro-^gh 
the  Out -Patient  Department.  Such  persons  pay  fifty  per  cent  of  the  cost 
of  private  accommodations  if  they  eiect  to  enter  as  private  patier-ts. 
A  fiftj"  per  cent  discount  is  given  on  all  work  done  for  actual  depend- 
ents of  pastor?  and  missionaries.  These  discounts  amounted  to  S23.- 
242.67  in  1953. 

Originally  built  as  an  80-bed  institution,  the  hospital  was  enlarged 
in  1942  to  a  capacity  of  250  beds  and  50  bassinets,  The  new  South 
TViQg  is  nov\-  beiag  used  as  the  construction  is  completed  and  the  equip- 
ment is  secured.  It  will  increase  the  capacity.'  of  the  hospital  to  450  beds, 
including  bassinets. 

Patients  and  their  families  are  \-isited  daily  by  chaplains.  A  re- 
ligious program  is  pro-voided  for  nurses  and  medical  students.  Classes 
in  Bible,  marriage  and  the  family,  psychology'  of  nursing  and  sociology' 
are  taught  in  the  school  of  nursing.  Personal  counseling  is  available 
for  students  and  personnel.  Sunday  School  is  conducted  on  Sunday 
mornings  for  children  and  adult  patients.  Vesper  services  are  held  two 
nights  a  week  for  students,  hospital  personnel  and  patients. 

The  hospital  has  a  School  of  Xursing  which  is  fully  approved  by 
the  North  Carolina  Board  of  Xiu-se  Examinei^.  Xormal  enrollment  in 
the  school  is  about  170.  A  class  graduates  each  summer,  and  a  new 
class  is  admitted  each  September.  This  school  has  graduated  605 
nurses  since  it  was  opened  in  1923.  The  Medical  School  has  graduated 
492  doctors  since  it  opened  in  1941. 

Jesus  said.  '-Inasmuch  as  ye  have  done  it  imto  one  of  the  least  of 
these  my  brethem,  ye  have  done  it  unto  me'"  (  Matthew  25:40  i.  Let  us 
give  our  best  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  in  meeting  and  accepting  the  op- 
portunities of  helping  the  sick  people  who  need  the  ser\-ices  of  our 
Baptist  Hospital.

The  aim  of  it  all  is 
to  promote  Bible  study,  to  bmld  Christian  character,  and  to  inform, 
enlist,  indoctrinate,  inspire  and  unifj-  our  people  in  all  the  great  work 
the  Lord  has  committed  to  us.  Dr.  M.  E.  Dodd  said.  "A  non-reading 
Baptist  is  a  non-informed  Baptist.  A  non-informed  Baptist  is  a  non- 
cooperative  Baptist,  and  a  non-cooperative  Baptist  is  not  much  of  a 
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Baptist." 

"Seek  ye  out  of  the  book  of  the  Lord,  and  read:  No  one  of  these 
shall  fail."  Isaiah  34:16.  Every  book  that  is  truly  religious  represents 
man's  search  for  God,  for  ultimate  reality,  for  a  knowledge  of  the  most 
High,  for  the  assurance  of  forgiveness.  Such  literature  represents  man 
in  some  fashion  or  other  seeking  after  God,  and  trying  to  describe  the 
almighty  in  human  language. 

The  Bible  is  different  from  all  other  Christian  literature,  in  that 
in  it  God  is  seeking  after  mankind.  From  the  beginning  to  the  end  of 
the  Bible  we  find  God  is  seeking  to  find  the  children  of  men  and  turn- 
ing them  into  the  true  way  of  life.

and  many  other  books  and  papers  that  can  be  obtained  from  our  Bap- 
tist Book  Store. 

The  advice  that  Paul  gave  to  us  in  2  Timothy  2:15  is  a  challenge 
to  all:  "Study  to  show  thyself  approved  unto  God,  a  workman  that 
needeth  not  to  be  ashamed,  rightly  dividing  the  word  of  Truth."

REPORT  ON  BAPTIST  HOMES  FOR  AGING 

The  fourth  Associational  year  of  the  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging 
has  been  one  of  considerable  expansion  and  encouraging  progress. 
There  are  many  evidences  of  the  continued  blessing  of  God  upon  this 
newest  phase  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  program. 

A  step  forward  was  taken  when  the  Albemarle  Home  opened  its 
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doors  on  December  7,  1953.  It  afforded  space  for  35  additional  residents 
making  the  total  capacity  of  the  two  Homes  54  residents — Resthaven, 
Winston-Salem  (19),  and  the  Albemarle  Home  (35).  The  purchase 
price  of  the  property  at  Albemarle— Hospital  and  Nurses  Home  build- 
ings and  3  acres  of  land — was  $25,000.  The  cost  of  renovation  was 
about  $75,000,  thus  making  the  total  cost  of  this  plant  $100,000.  But,  . 
with  the  value  of  the  equipment  donated,  the  property  there  should 
now  be  worth  at  least  $300,000.  Good  fortune  vi^as  ours  again  in  se- 
curing the  splendid  staff  of  helpers  at  Albemarle.  Rev.  Zeb  A.  Caudle, 
former  pastor  of  the  First  Baptist  Church  of  Aberdeen,  was  selected 
to  serve  as  superintendent  of  the  Albemarle  Home.  Both  the  residents 
of  ,  and  all  who  have  visited,  the  Home  have  been  greatly  pleased  with 
the  program  of  service. 

Resthaven,  at  Winston-Salem,  which  began  operating  March  16, 
1951,  has  been  filled  to  capacity  throughout:  the  year.  Although  the 
ages  in  both  Homes  range  from  67  to  94  years,  there  has  been  no  death 
within  the  past  year.  The  general  health  has  been  remarkably  good, 
and  the  spirit  of  satisfaction  on  the  part  of  the  residents  has  been  most  ■ 
encouraging.  The  greatest  loss  came  from  the  retirement  of  Misk  Edn^';^^ 
L,  Heinzerling,  supervisor  of  Resthaven  since  ils  opening.  She  had 
rendered  most  acceptable  service.  Mrs.  Ethel  Fulghum  a  resident  of 
Resthaven,  was  selected  to  act  as  supervisor  temporarily. 

A  tract  of  34  acres  of  land,  just  outside  the  city  limits  of  WiriistDh-^^ 
Salem,  was  purchased  in  1953,  for  a  central  site  for  new  buildings.  The 
cost  was  $25,000.  A  topographical  map  has  been  made  and  an  architect 
engaged  to  prepare  sketches  of  buildings  to  be  erected  on  this  central 
site,  as  money  and  circumstances  will  permit.  It  is  the  intention  of  the 
trustees,  however,  to  proceed  with  one  building  at  a  time.  The  first 
unit  will  furnish  space  for  additional  residents  and  for  offices,  chapel, 
infirmary,  laundry,  refrigeration,  etc.  It  is  hoped  that  construction  of 
the  first  unit  can  get  uhderv/ay  within  a  year. 

Inquiries  have  been  received  as  to  the  possibility  of  a  couple  e- 
recting  a  cottage  on  the  central  site,  so  that  they  miglit  live  in  it  until 
death,  and  then  the  cottage  would  be  available  to  another  couple.  The 
cost  of  erecting  and  furnishing  it  would  be  paid  by  the  couple,  but  it 
would  become  the  property  of  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes. 

The  second  Special  Day  Offering,  February  21,  1954,  was  encourag- 
ing. The  total  amount  will  probably  be  $65,000  to  $70,000.  In  addition, 
the  llbmes  received  $21,000  as  their  share  of  the  Nine-Year  Program. 
Word  has  come,  {oo,  of  wills,  from  which  the  Homes  will  receive  gifts. 
At  least  one  will  was  probated  in  1954,  from  which  estate  the  Homes 
will  receive  $2,000.  But  the  most  encouraging  progress  has  been  the 
response,  on  the  part  of  our  churches,  to  the  progfarn  of  the  Homes. 
More  and  more  of  them  are  beginning  to  support  the  Homes  through 
the  Special  Day  Offering,  or  by  specially  designated  giftsi  These  evi- 
dences indicate  the  future  success  of  the  Homes  in  providing  more 
facilities  and  accomodating  larger  numbers  of  aging  friends. 

The  residents  and  all  who  are  serving  in  the  Homes  are  deeply 
grateful  for  the  help  received  thus  far,  and  they  covet  the  prayers  and 
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continued  support  of  our  Baptist  constituency  in  the  future.

When  are  we  as  Christians  of  North  Carolina  and  the  United  States 
going  to  wake  up  to  the  fact  that  in  our  state  and  nation  every  year 
more  and  more  alcoholic  beverages  are  being  manufactured  and  con- 
sumed, which  means  that  each  year  more  money  can  and  is  being 
spent  for  the  advertising  of  this  beverage? 

To  bring  it  a  little  closer  home,  have  you  noticed  our  local  papers 
are  now  carrying  ads  almost  every  day?  I  dare  say  that  the  daily  cir- 
culation of  these  papers  has  not  decreased  a  single  copy.  If  we  sit 
by  each  year  and  watch  this  go  on  we  can  expect  the  sale  of  alcoholic 
beverages  to  soar  upward  in  North  Carolina  and  our  nation. 

It  has  been  said  that  if  the  church  members  alone  would  abstain 
from  the  use  of  intoxicating  liquors  that  most  or  all  of  the  distilleries 
would  go  out  of  business. 

It  is  true  that  there  is  a  great  tax  on  this,  and  that  this  tax  money 
goes  to  a  good  cause  of  some  kind.  We  see  in  our  newspapers  where 
large  sums  of  money  are  turned  over  to  our  school  systems.  On  the 
other  hand,  have  you  ever  seen  published  in  our  papers  the  effect  of 
alcoholic  beverages  even  in  our  state  upon  humanity?  Have  there  been 
published  the  number  of  accidents  and  the  number  of  people  who  have 
who  have  lost  their  lives  as  a  direct  cause  of  alcoholic  beverages? 
Have  you  been  to  the  courts  of  Jackson  County  and  seen  the  number 
there  on  the  docket  tor  drunken  driving?  Have  you  seen  the  number 
published  of  homes  broken  up  by  this  drink?  Have  you  seen  the  num- 
ber published  of  innocent  children  who  had  to  suffer  from  the  lack  of 
food  and  clothing?  Have  you  seen  published  the  number  who  are  in 
our  state  mental  and  medical  hospitals  as  a  direct  cause  of  intoxicating 
liquors?  We  are  having  to  expand  our  hospitals  to  take  care  of  this. 

We  have  church  members  today  who  state  that  alcoholic  beverages 
are  here  to  stay  and  that  there  is  not  much  we  can  do  about  it.  It  may 
be  so,  but  sin  has  been  in  this  world  ever  since  Adam  and  Eve  ate  of 
the  forbidden  fruit  in  the  garden  of  Eden,  but  we  do  not  have  to  com- 
promise with  it  or  lay  down  our  guard  against  it. 

As  brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ  I  urge  you  to  renew  your  faith 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and  take  a  definite  stand  against  this  when 
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the  time  of  our  opportunity  comes  in  North  Carolina.

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

Let  us  not  forget  that  North  Carolina  is  a  Mission  field  and  that 
through  our  State  Missions  Program  we  are  rendering  service  in  the 
types  of  work  that  the  Master  taught  us  to  carry  on  such  as  teaching, 
preaching  and  healing. 

Dr.  IM.  A.  Huggins  in  his  book,  "North  Carolina  for  Christ,"  says, 
"The  question  may  well  be  asked.  What  is  the  purpose  and  function  of 
State  Missions.  The  answer  in  short  is  that  the  over-all  objective  is 
to  make  North  Carolina  a  great  Christian  State.  State  Missions  is  mere- 
ly an  agency  created  by  our  Baptist  people  through  which,  by  their 
gifts  they  have  a  share  in  reaching  this  over-all  objective.  Each  Church 
has  its  own  particular  field  of  work;  but  our  Convention  through  the 
agency  of  State  Missions  makes  it  posible  for  Churches  to  combine 
their  offerings  in  an  effort  to  reach  the  main  objective— "TAKE 
NORTH  CAROLINA  FOR  CHRIST." 

Tuckasegee  Association  has  received  much  benefit  from  the  State 
Mission  Program  in  recent  years  through  money  for  Church  lots,  for 
the  supplementing  of  Pastor's  salaries,  aid  to  Missionary  Pastors,  help 
from  Sunday  School  Department,  Training  Union  Department,  Summer 
Student  Program,  etc.  May  we  in  turn  do  our  part  to  promote  this 
great  work. 

Let  us  as  Baptists  in  North  Carolina  never  slack  in  the  great 
task  Jesus  gave  us.  "Go  ye  therefore  and  teach  all  Nations."

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

"Ge  ye,  therefore,  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost,"  as  com- 
manded by  Jesus  does  not  mean  that  Christians  are  to  be  interested 
only  in  the  salvation  of  those  people  in  foreign  fields.  This  is  well 
proven  when  we  consider  the  significance  of  Acts  5:8:  "And  Stephen, 
full  of  faith  and  power,  did  great  Vv^onders  and  miracles  among  the 
people."  Also,  Acts  5:42:  "And  daily  in  the  temple,  and  in  every  house 
they  ceased  not  to  teach  and  preach  Jesus  Christ." 

Jesus  sent  his  disciples  before  him  and  said  unto  them,  "The 
harvest  truly  is  great,  but  the  laborers  are  few:  Pray  ye  therefore  the 
Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  would  send  laborers  into  his  harvest." 

As  recorded  by  the  1954  Annual  Report  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board,  the  past  year  was  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of  the  Board. 
The  missionary  force  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  was  992  exclusive 
of  the  summer  workers  last  year.  These  missionaries  preached  more 
than  113,850  sermons  and  reported  31,849  conversions.  Also,  706  mis- 
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sion  stations  were  opened  and  a  total  of  $419,184.00  was  spent  in  pur- 
chasing and  improving  properties  by  these  missionaries. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  cooperated  in  124  simultaneous  pro- 
grams of  Schools  of  Missions  using  328  missionaries  in  831  weeks  of 
mision  service  to  reach  2,303  Baptist  churches  and  925,151  people  with 
the  message  of  missions  last  year. 

Last  year  the  Board  distributed  188,749  copies  of  study  books 
edited  and  published  under  the  direction  of  the  education  department. 

Last  year  it  took  21.8  Baptists  to  win  a  convert  as  compared  with 
27  in  1944.  Also,  in  1944  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  churches  reported 
no  baptisms  while  last  year  less  than  one-fifth  reported  no  baptisms. 

65.4  per  cent  of  Southern  Baptist  churches  now  have  full  time 
services  compared  to  38.3  per  cent  six  years  ago. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  is  ministering  to  37  different  nationali- 
ties in  the  homeland  and  twice  our  present  missionary  force  is  needed 
to  reach  these  people  with  the  gospel.  Also,  $3,500,000  is  needed  to 
build  mission  churches  and  chapels  for  the  congregations  belonging 
to  these  language  groups. 

During  the  first  four  years  of  the  Five-Year  Crusade,  the  workers 
of  the  Home  Mission  Board  have  increased  in  number  from  754  regu- 
lar and  271  student  missionaries  to  937  regular  and  366  students.  The 
total  number  of  professions  of  faith  for  the  four  years  was  131,404,, 
and  2,573  missioris^were  started. 

During  these  four" years  churches  have  reported  1,467,829  baptisms. 
Approximately  1,710  new  churches  have  been  constituted.  The  value 
of  church  property  has  increased  from  $645,271,741  to  $1,020,504,214. 

The  Home  Mission  Program  is  progressing;  however,  the  work  is 
far  from  a  finished  program.  In  fact,  there  can  be  no  finish.  The  com- 
mand and  the  ch^U^ige  are  ever  present.  May  we  as  Southern  Bap- 
tists put  forth  every  effort  to  follow  our  Savior's  commandment  and 
meet  the  challenge  that  confronts  us.

REPORT  ON  COOPERATIVE  PROGRAM 

The  Coopertive  Program  is  the  plan  and  means  of  Southern  Bap- 
tists whereby  they  seek  to  put  into  practical  operation  the  Great  Com- 
mission of  Jesus.  It  is  the  program  which  enables  the  local  church  and 
the  individual  member  of  every  church  to  share  in  all  of  the  work  of 
Southern  Baptists.  This  is  accomplished  when  the  individual  member 
places  an  offering  in  the  offering  plate  of  the  local  church  at  any  ser- 
vice, if  any  part  of  that  offering  is  given  through  the  Cooperative 
Program.  Through  this  plan,  a  Christian  and  church  member  is  enabled 
to  carry  on  the  multiple  ministry  by  means  of  his  representatives 
around  the  world. 

This  plan  has  been  proven  by  years  of  experience  and  is  that 
which  is  used  by  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  and  by 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  It  is  the  most  effective  plan  yet 
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devised  for  carrying  on  a  World  Mission  Program.  We  commend  it 
most  heartily  to  all  our  churches. 

According  to  our  Associational  Minutes  of  last  year  only  thirteen 
churches  of  our  association  gave  directly  through  the  Cooperative 
Program  Others  gave  designated  gifts  to  objects  in  the  Cooperative 
Program,  but  even  with  these  the  percentage  is  far  too  low  for  our 
association,  in  fact,  it  will  remain  too  low  until  every  church  is  giving 
directly  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

There  is  cause  for  alarm  at  this  point,  for  a  report  from  the  Treas- 
urer in  Raleigh  shows  that  during  the  first  six  months  of  this  calendar 
year  only  ten  of  our  churches  have  made  offerings  to  the  Cooperative 
Program.  The  trend  should  be  upward,  rather  than  downward.  As  an 
aid  to  this  situation  we  urge  all  churches  who  have  not  given  through 
the  Cooperative  Program  this  year  to  make  an  offering  on  Cooperative 
Program  Day  which  is  September  5,  of  this  year.  To  do  this  will  be  a 
blessing  to  the  churches  and  a  way  of  honoring  our  Lord. 

We  hope  to  be  able  to  report  one  hundred  per  cent  participation 
in  the  Cooperative  Program  when  we  come  to  the  Associational 
meeting  next  year.

The  Bible  is  the  Missionary's  chief  tool.  He  uses  it  in  every  form 
of  mission  work.  The  Bible  itself  is  a  missionary.  But  there  must  be 
come  one  to  take  it  to  the  lost  people  of  the  world.  After  the  word  of 
God  has  been  carried,  and  explained  to  the  lost  people  of  the  world; 
then  it  will  work  on  in  the  life,  and  hearts  of  people  long  after  the 
man  of  God  has  gone. 

The  American  Bible  Society  aids  in  Bible  translation,  publishes  the 
Scriptures  without  note  or  comment,  and  distributes  them  without 
profit,  and  when  there  is  a  case  of  need  at  home  or  abroad,  they  are 
given  without  charge.  Scriptures  for  the  Blind  are  supplied  in  raised- 
letter  systems  and  on  talking  book  records.  The  Society  serves  every 
form  of  our  Southern  Baptist  Mission  work  around  the  world. 

During  1953  the  American  Bible  Society  distributed  throughout 
the  worJd  more  than  15  million  volumes  of  Scriptures. 

In  1953  Southern  Baptist  Churches  gave  $102,010  to  the  American 
Bible  Society. 

Gifts  from  churches  of  all  denominations  totaled  $785,897.

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REPORT  ON  EVANGELISM 

At  the  heart  of  our  mission  and  task  as  Christians  churches 
is  evangelism.  To  evangelize  is  to  spread  the  good  news,  the  Gospel  of 
God's  redemptive  love  in  Christ.  Jesus  said.  "Go  ye  therefore  and 
teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  in  the  name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the 
Son,  and  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  (Matt.  28:19)  In  a  sense  evangelism  is 
all  that  the  churches  do  to  impart  the  truth  of  Christ.  But  in  its  more 
particular  sense  we  use  "evangelism"  to  refer  to  the  making  of  dis- 
ciples— the  bringing  of  people  who  are  in  need  of  light,  hope,  for- 
giveness, and  love  to  Jesus  Christ  who  fully  satisfies  their  needs. 

Now  what  have  the  churches  of  the  Tuckasegee  Association  done 
during  the  past  year  to  evangelize,  to  make  disciples?  Special  services 
of  evangelism,  or  revivals,  have  been  held  in  most  of  our  churches 
during  this  year.  Baptisms  have  amounted  to  a  total  of  323.  All  that 
has  been  done  gives  us  joy,  for  we  can  do  no  other  than  rejoice  over 
every  single  one  who  is  called  into  the  Kingdom  and  received  into  our 
churches.  We  regret  only  that  through  our  failure  and  neglect  more 
men  anA  women,  girls  and  boys,  have  not  found  Christ  as  Lord  and 
Saviour. 

As  we  begin  our  new  Associational  year  we  face  in  a  unique  and 
opportune  way  a  great  challenge  to  accomplish  more  lor  tne  ^xory  of 
Christ  than  ever  before.  In  1955,  from  April  10-24,  Simultaneous  Re- 
vivals are  to  be  held  in  our  area.  This  period  of  time  is  designated  by 
the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  as  the  time  when  all  the  churches 
of  our  area  can  join  together  in  concerted  effort  to  bring  men  to  Jesus 
Christ.  Let  all  the  churches  of  the  Tuckasegee  Association  plan  now 
to  have  a  week  or  two  weeks  period  of  evangelistic  services  during 
these  days  set  apart.  Let  us  plan  now,  pray  and  work  toward  those 
days  and  God  will  richly  bless  us  as  we  will  surely  experience  a  real 
revival  of  religion.  The  Association  is  making  plans  to  stimulate  in- 
terest and  enthusiasm  in  this  great  effort.  Dr.  J.  C.  Canipe,  Secretary 
of  Evangelism  for  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention,  will 
be  in  our  Association  Feb.  23-25  to  lead  us  in  the  evangelistic  rallies 
in  preparation  for  the  Simultaneous  Revivals  in  the  churches.  Keep 
this  matter  before  the  churches  and  let  the  spirit  of  evangelism  be  the 
ever-burning  fire  in  all  our  churches  that  God's  Kingdom  may  indeed 
come  and  His  will  be  done.

REPORT  ON  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  WORK 

The  New  Testament  is  the  only  authority  for  the  program  of  a 
Baptist  Church.  A  major  part  of  the  Great  Commission  deals  with 
teaching.  Jesus  said  teach  all  nations  to  observe  all  things  I  have  com- 
manded you,  Matt.  28:19-20. 

The  Sunday  School  has  developed  as  the  chief  teaching  agency  of 
a  Baptist  Church.  It  should  never  be  thought  of  as  separate  from  the 
Church  .But  it  is  the  Chruch  teaching  the  Bible  both  to  saved  and 
unsaved  people.  Our  Southern  Baptist  Coiivention  adopted  the  slogan, 
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"A  Million  More  In  '54."  This  simply  means  we  are  endeavoring  to 
reach  one  million  more  people  in  our  teaching  program  this  year  than 
we  did  last  year.  Indications  are  that  the  goal  will  be  reached. 

We  of  the  Tuckasegee  Baptist  Association  have  increased  our 
Sunday  School  enrollment  over  last  year.  Now  we  should  join  the 
forces  of  the  Convention  in  winning  these  additional  people  to  Christ 
Let's  make  1954  and  1955  not  only  great  years  of  Bible  study  in  our 
Sunday  Schools,  but  also  great  years  in  Soul  Winning. 

Several  of  our  Chruches  have  conducted  Sunday  School  Study 
Courses  this  year.  These  have  been  well  attended  and  great  good  has 
been  accomplished.  We  heartily  recommend  that  every  church  in  the 
Association  have  a  study  course  during  the  next  year.  It  will  be  of 
great  value  to  the  officers  and  teachers  of  our  Sunday  Schools. 

Daily  Vacation  Bible  Schools  have  been  taught  in  more  churches 
of  our  Association  this  year  than  ever  before.  These  have  been  well 
attended.  Let  us  begin  now  to  plan  for  a  Daily  Vacation  Bible  School 
in  every  Church  in  our  Association  next  year.  This  is  one  of  the  finest 
programs  ever  undertaken  for  our  children. 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Convention  has  held  five  meet- 
ings during  the  past  year.  It  always  meets  on  the  5th  Sunday  unless 
providentially  hindered.  We  have  had  some  unusually  strong  programs 
during  the  year.  Some  of  our  Baptist  Institutions  have  provided  pro- 
grams for  our  meetings.  Rev.  J.  M.  Hayes  attended  one  of  our  meetings 
and  told  us  about  the  Baptist  Home  for  the  Aging.  Gardner-W^ebb 
College  brought  a  trio  of  singers  who  furnished  music  for  this  meeting. 
These  and  other  programs  were  very  uplifting.  Many  of  us  are  disap- 
pointed that  there  are  still  some  Churches  in  the  Association  that  are 
not  represented  at  these  meetings.  Won't  you  join  us  and  help  get  one 
hundred  per  cent  of  the  Churches  represented  at  these  Sunday  School 
Conventions?  It  will  mean  better  Bible  teaching  in  all  our  Sunday 
Schools. 

Jesus  said, "Ye  shall  know  the  truth  and  the  truth  shall  make  you 
free."  John  8:32.  Let's  work  to  get  our  people  to  Sunday  School.  Then 
let's  teach  them  the  truth  of  God  that  sets  men  free.

REPORT  OF  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANGE 

It  is  always  a  privilege  to  report  to  our  people  the  facts  concerning 
their  Orphanage.  Again,  through  your  generosity^  we  were  able  to 
care  for  about  700  children  last  year.  The  physical  plants  both  at  Mills 
Home  and  Kennedy  Home  are  now  in  good  condition. 

At  Mills  Home  the  Recreational  Center  and  the  beautiful  new 
Church  Building  were  completed  during  1953.  Now  for  the  first  time 
in  its  history  Mills  Home  has  adequate  places  for  its  children  both  to 
play  and  to  worship.  The  Church  stands  in  the  very  center  of  the 
campus  with  its  tall  spire  pointing  heavenward.  It  is  by  far  the  most 
beauttiful  building  ever  erected  at  your  Orphanage.  As  the  children 
are  led  in  worship  by  our  pastor,  there  is  a  spirit  of  reverence  which 
would  thrill  the  heart  of  every  North  Carolina  Baptist. 

We  are  now  about  ready  to  let  a  contract  for  a  new  Church  Build- 
ing at  Kennedy  Home.  This  will  be  equally  as  beautiful  (though  not 
as  large)  as  the  one  at  Mills  Home.  It  will  enable  us  to  meet  the 
spiritual  needs  of  the  children  far  better  than  ever  before.  North 
Carolina  Baptists  should  rejoice  that  special  friends  have  made  these 
Church  buildings  possible.    They  should  also  thank  God  that  every 
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effort  is  being  made  to  see  that  their  homeless  children  are  privileged 
to  grow  up  in  a  spiritual  atmosphere. 

Charity  and  Children,  your  Orphanage  publication  has  an  all-time 
high  in  circulation.    We  send  out  more  than  46,000  copies  each  week. 

The  subscription  price  is  60c  per  year  in  clubs  of  10  or  more  to  be 
distributed  in  your  Sunday  Schools.  Surely  every  Church  in  our 
state  will  want  at  least  ten  or  twenty  copies  of  this  splendid  Baptist 
publication.  It  will  keep  you  informed  about  your  Orphanage  as  well 
as  other  phases  of  Baptist  work. 

The  income  for  1953  was  good.  Our  Churches  through  the  Once- 
a-Month  offering  and  the  Thanksgiving  offering  continue  to  meet  the 
challenge  of  the  homeless  children  in  our  midst.  Truly  God  will 
continue  to  bless  our  people  as  they  minister  to  those  who  can't  help 
themselves.  Our  Savior  said,  "Whosoever  shall  receive  one  of  such 
children  in  my  name,  receiveth  me;  and  whosoever  shall  receive  me, 
receiveth  not  me,  but  him  that  sent  me." 

Our  new  plan  of  Orphanage  support  should  not  be  very  different 
from  the  present  plan.  The  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  for  the 
Orphanage  to  come  into  the  Cooperative  Program  beginning  January 
1,  1955.  This  gives  any  Church  the  privilege  to  send  all  its  funds 
except  the  Thanksgiving  offering  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
if  it  so  desires.  However,  the  General  Board  and  the  Executive 
Secretary  of  the  Convention  make  the  following  recommendations: 
First,  that  Churches  that  now  take  the  Once-a-Month  offering  continue 
this  plan.  Second,  that  Churches  which  have  the  Orphanage  in  the 
Budget  for  a  certain  amount  be  encouraged  to  continue  this  same 
method  during  the  period  of  transition. 

The  Thanksigiving  offering,  of  course,  will  be  continued  just  as 
before.  Each  Church  is  urged  to  give  the  people  a  chance  to  make  a 
Thanksgiving  offering.  Each  person  is  urged  to  give  at  least  One 
Day's  Pay  as  a  "Thank  Offering"  for  the  support  of  the  dependent 
children  for  whom  Baptists  are  responsible.  These  children  are  wholly 
dependent  upon  North  Carolina  Baptists  for  their  chance  in  life.  We 
must  not,  we  will  not  fail  them.

Let  me  thank 
each  of  you  for  your  spirit  of  understanding  and  cooperation  as  we 
have  laboured  together  with  God  these  few  brief  months  in  promoting 
His  work  here  in  Jackson  County. 

As  we  take  an  inventory  of  the  work  that  has  been  done  during 
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the  past  year  and  make  plans  for  the  coming  year,  may  we  recapture 
a  vision  of  the  lost  world  and  pray,  work,  and  give  Jesus  first  place 
in  our  life  "witnessing  unto  Him  both  in  Jerusalem,  and  in  all  Judea, 
and  in  Samaria,  and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  world."  The 
success  that  we  have  this  coming  associational  year  in  bringing  our 
people  to  Christ,  and  in  helping  them  to  grow  in  grace  and  in  knowl- 
edge of  Christ  will  determine  to  a  large  extent  our  love  for  Christ. 
The  task  of  the  church  is  to  evangelize  the  world  which  means  not 
only  winning  to  Christ,  but  helping  individuals  to  grow  into  strong, 
happy,  and  servicable  christians.

REPORT  ON  THE  BAPTIST  ORPHANAGE 
The  Work  Moves  On 

During  the  past  year  your  program  of  Child  Care  has  moved 
steadily  forward.  Probably  there  has  never  been  a  year  in  the  history 
of  the  orphanage  when  the  children's  needs  were  more  adequately 
met. 

God  created  the  home  as  a  place  for  children  to  live  as  they  grow 
into  maturity.  The  best  institution  is  a  poor  substitute  for  a  good  Chris- 
tian home.  However,  we  are  doing  our  best  at  your  Children's  Home 
to  make  conditions  as  nearly  like  a  normal  home  as  possible.  This  is 
reflected  in  the  fine  spirit  of  your  children. 

During  the  year  we  cared  for  a  total  of  713  children.  At  the  same 
time  we  gave  services  to  and  helped  in  the  placement  of  more  than 
600  other  children. 

Charity   and  Children 

Your  orphanage  publication,  "Charity  and  Children,"  continues  to 
reach  our  people  all  over  the  state  in  ever  increasing  numbers.  It  car- 
ries the  message  direct  from  the  orphanage  to  more  than  47  thousand 
homes  each  week.  Every  church  in  the  state  should  have  a  club  of 
ten  or  more  copies  to  be  distributed  in  the  Sunday  Schools.  The  sub- 
scription price  is  60  cents  per  year  in  clubs  of  ten  or  more.  Through 
"Charity  and  Children"  you  get  so  much  for  so  little  you  just  can't 
afford  to  miss  it. 

Building  Program 

Special  gifts  have  made  possible  the  continuation  of  our  building 
program.  The  new  church  building  at  Kennedy  Home  is  almost  com- 
pleted. It  is  cosidered  one  of  the  most  beautiful  in  the  state.  This  will 
greatly  help  to  meet  the  greatest  single  need  of  the  160  children  who 
live  there. 

During  the  year  Broyhill  Swimming  Pool  was  constructed  at  Mills 
Home.  This  was  a  gift  from  the  Broyhills  of  Lenoir,  N.  C.  It  meets 
a  verA^  definite  need  in  the  lives  of  growing  children. 

Our  New  Plan  Of  Support 

In  1954  our  income  from  the  churches  was  at  an  all-time  high. 

The  Baptist  State  Convention  voted  for  the  orphanage  to  come 
into  the  Cooperative  Program  beginning  January  1,  1955.  From  the 
Cooperative  Program  it  is  to  receive  "That  part  of  its  support  not 
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otherwise  provided  for."  Under  this  plan  the  vast  majority  of  the 
churches  continue  to  send  to  the  orphanage  the  Once-A-Month  of- 
fering just  as  in  the  past.  Some,  however,  have  put  the  orphanage  in 
their  Cooperative  Program  budget.  It  now  looks  as  if  about  $60,000 
of  our  income  this  year  will  be  through  the  Cooperative  Program. 

Thanksgiving  Offering 

Under  the  new  plan  of  support  the  Thanksgiving  Offering  be- 
comes more  important  than  ever  before.  Any  future  expansion  of  your 
Child  Care  program  will  depend  largely  upon  this  offering.  Hence, 
the  orphanage  representative  in  your  Association,  along  with  every 
pastor  and  Sunday  School  worker,  is  urged  to  try  to  get  every  church 
to  promote  a  worthy  "Thank  Offering"  this  year.  Urge  each  person  to 
give  at  least  "One  Day's  Pay"  to  help  the  host  of  homeless  children  who 
cannot  possibly  help  themselves. 

What  Will  Our  Answer  Be? 

The  true  greatness  of  any  group  of  people  is  measured  largely  in 
terms  of  the  care,  the  training,  and  the  religious  attitudes  it  gives  to 
its  children.  If  we  Baptists  are  to  hear  from  our  Saviour  the  words„ 
"Well  done,  thou  faithful  servants,"  we  will  have  to  continue  to  min- 
ister to  the  homeless  and  helpless  children  in  our  midst.  Your  faith 
and  mine  in  the  redeeming  love  and  power  of  a  merciful  Saviour  is 
all  that  stands  between  these  little  ones  and  utter  destruction.  We 
never  have,  we  never  will,  fail  them.

REPORT  ON  BAPTfST  HOMES  FOR  THE  AGING 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes  for  the  Aging  began  their  fifth 
year  of  operation  March  16,  1955.  This  has  been  a  year  of  encouraging; 
progress.  Both  Homes — Resthaven  and  Albemarle — have  had  a  con- 
tinuing waiting  list  of  applicants.  As  soon  as  a  vacancy  occurs  there 
are  far  more  applicants  for  admission  than  can  be  accepted. 

This  year  will  be  remembered  as  one  of  notable  enlargement  of 
facilities.  Construction  of  the  Administration  and  Residential  Building, 
costing  $300,000,  will  get  underway,  and  is  should  be  completed  by 
this  time  next  year.  The  new  building  will  provide  office  facilities^ 
dining  room,  kitchen,  chapel,  infirmary,  recreational  and  handicraft 
space,  and  rooms  for  forty  additional  residents,  thus  raising  the  total 
capacity  of  the  Homes  to  95  residents. 

Two-thirds  of  the  cost  of  the  new  building  is  now  in  hand,  count- 
ing the  value  of  real  estate  turned  over  to  the  Homes.  Personal  and 
corporation  gifts  are  being  received  which  will  further  add  to  the  a- 
mount  on  hand. 

Memorial  gifts  may  be  made  in  the  following  ways:  A  gift  of  $300 
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will  furnish  a  room;  $1,000  will  endow — furnish  and  maintain —  a 
room;  $3,000  will  pay  cost  of  building  a  room.  In  either  case  a  memori- 
al plaque — bearing  the  name  of  the  donor  and  the  name  of  the  per- 
son memorialized  or  honored — will  be  placed  on  the  door  of  the  room. 

Miss  Nettie  Pearl  Willis  gave  her  homeplace  at  Vale,  N.  C,  as  a 
memorial  for  her  mother,  Mrs.  Laura  Elliot  Goode  Willis.  The  proper- 
ty will  be  sold  and  the  proceeds  used  to  erect  a  cottage  on  the  per- 
manent site  of  our  Homes.  In  addition,  Miss  Willis  made  her  will  in 
favor  of  the  Homes. 

Increasing  support  on  the  part  of  our  churches  and  denomina- 
tional program  gives  great  encouragement.  So  far  this  year  ous  Spec- 
ial Day  Offering  has  reached  almost  $75,000.  Since  many  of  the 
churches  put  the  Homes  in  the  budget  instead  of  taking  a  special  of- 
fering, and  some  of  the  churches  wait  until  the  end  of  the  calendar 
year  to  send  their  gifts,  a  complete  report  for  the  year  cannot  be  made 
at  this  time.  But  it  is  likely  that  our  goal  of  $100,000  for  the  special  of- 
fering will  be  nearly  reached.  In  addition,  the  Homes  will  receive  $39,- 
850  as  their  share  of  the  Nine  Year  Program,  according  to  the  esti- 
mated budget. 

With  increasing  aid  from  denominational  sources,  the  Homes  are 
helping  a  large  number  who  do  not  have  sufficient  funds  with  which 
to  pay  the  cost  of  keep  as  residents.  In  fact,  about  ninety  per  cent  of 
all  the  residents  are  being  helped  by  the  Homes — some  with  two-thirds 
of  the  cost  of  keep,  and  others  with  about  one-third.  Less  than  ten 
per  cent  of  the  residents  of  the  Homes  have  turned  over  enough  assets 
to  pay  their  cost  of  keep  on  the  life  plan.  Regardless  of  financial  condi- 
tion, an  applicant  is  received  into  the  Homes  on  the  basis  of  need  and 
room  available. 

All  connected  with  the  Homes — staff  and  residents — are  most 
grateful  for  the  prayers  and  support  of  our  friends.  "Hitherto  hath 
the  Lord  helped."  Surely  all  North  Carolina  Baptists  should  be  grate- 
ful for  the  progress  made  thus  far.  Let  us  all  rally  to  the  challenge 
to  render  a  greater  service  to  the  increasing  number  of  aging  friends 
who  need  ths  services  of  our  Homes.

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  EDUCATION 

Baptists  approve  of  Christian  Education  in  every  sense  of  the 
term.  This  is  evidenced  by  our  programs  for  and  emphasis  upon  oar 
Christian  homes,  our  churches,  and  our  colleges  and  seminaries.  This 
ideal  is  a  part  of  the  total  life  of  everyone,  and  we  need  more  and  not 
less  Christian  Education.  "We  believe  in  the  competency  of  the  Individ- 
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ual  to  seek  and  to  know  the  will  of  God  for  his  life,  and  Christian 
Education  is  one  of  the  greatest  aids  to  this  end." 

Special  emphasis  is  given  to  Christian  Education  through  our  five- 
seminaries,  30  senior  colleges,  21  junior  coleges,  8  academies,  and  4 
Bible  schools.  The  enrolment  of  these  institutions  is  more  than  59,000 
students,  with  6,628  of  these  studying  for  the  ministry,  and  2,011  vol- 
unteers for  mission  service. 

In  North  Carolina,  Baptists  are  fortunate  to  have  one  seminary 
and  seven  colleges,  with  an  enrollment  of  more  than  5,400  students.  Of 
these,  750  are  studying  for  the  ministry  and  mission  serivce.  Surely 
these  figures  in  dicate  God  has  blessed  and  is  blessing  Southern  Bap- 
tists with  many  dedicated  young  people.  Surely  this  is  cause  for 
thanksgiving  and  joy,  yet  for  examination  and  reflection. 

We  suggest  that  the  following  are  ways  we  can  aid  the  program 
of  Christian  Education: 

1.  By  encouraging  more  of  our  Baptist  young  people  to  go  to  col- 
lege. Only  about  1  out  of  4  now  attends  college. 

2.  By  leading  more  of  our  students  to  select  a  Baptist  college. 

3  By  praying  for  our  colleges  and  their  programs  and  personnel. 

4.  By  giving  increasing  financial  support  to  our  colleges  through 
the  Cooperative  Program. 

5.  By  showing  active  interest  in  and  support  of  our  schools  by  a 
larger  knowledge  of  their  programs,  aims,  objectives  and  purposes

REPORT  ON  STATE  MISSIONS 

Since  the  starting  of  the  organization  of  the  Baptist  State  Conven- 
tion, State  Missions  has  been  the  central  point  in  the  thinking  of  our 
Baptist  people  in  North  Carolina.  "State  Missions"  is  the  name  given 
to  the  program  by  which  North  Carolina  Baptists  seek  to  meet  the 
spiritual  needs  of  the  people  of  our  state.  It  is  the  plan  and  program 
whereby  the  Baptist  Churches  seek  to  pool  their  efforts  and  resources 
in  promoting  the  work  of  the  kingdom  of  God  among  our  people.  It  is 
the  means  through  which  our  great  denomination  endeavors  to  make 
its  influence  felt  among  us. 

The  great  objective  of  State  Missions  is  "North  Carolina  for 
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Christ."  In  order  to  achieve  this  objective  there  has  been  set  up  by  the 
State  Board  eighteen  different  activities  and  these  include: 

1.  Aiding  and  Establishing  Churches.  This  was  the  first  phase  of 
State  Missions.  For  over  100  years  this  type  of  work  has  continued. 
Perhaps  50  per  cent  of  the  3,100  Baptist  Churches  in  North  Carolina 
have  been  aided  through  this  ministry.  During  this  current  year  some 
95  pastors  serving  118  churches  in  46  associations  have  been  aided  by 
State  Missions  in  amounts  varying  from  $300  to  $1,200. 

2.  Department  of  Evangelism.  The  three  main  purposes  for  which 
this  department  was  set  forth  are:  (1)  To  implement  the  churches  in 
their  soul-winning  efforts  and  to  inspire  and  challenge  them  to  reach 
the  more  than  one  million  unsaved,  unchurched  people  in  our  state. 
(2)  To  help  our  pastors  and  churches  to  keep  the  fires  of  evangelism 
burning.  (3)  To  advance  the  kingdom  of  God  in  the  hearts,  lives,  af- 
fairs, and  relationships  of  men  in  every  area  of  life. 

3.  Sunday  School  Department.  The  Sunday  School  year  of  1954 
was  our  best  year  in  history  from  the  standpoint  of  enrollment.  The 
goal  is  to  enlist  more  people  in  Bible  Study,  train  more  people  for 
service,  establish  more  Sunday  Schools,  win  more  people  to  Christ,  and 
have  more  Vacation  Bible  Schools. 

4.  Training  Union  Department.  In  North  Carolina  last  year  we  had 
1,806  churches  with  Training  Unions  with  an  enrollment  of  160,046. 

5.  Baptist  Student  Union.  This  is  the  movement  designed  and  im- 
plemented by  Southern  Baptists  to  follow  and  minister  to  our  Baptist 
students  wherever  they  choose  to  go  to  college,  university,  or  profes- 
sional school. 

6.  Rural  Church  Department.  The  Rural  Church  Department  seeks 
to  minister  to  the  1,990  open  country  and  449  village  churches  in  the 
Baptist  State  Convention  territory. 

7.  Pastors'  Schools.  For  a  number  of  years  Pastors'  Schools  have 
been  conducted  at  Mars  Hill  and  Caswell  for  all  pastors.  The  school  at 
Fruitland  opened  October  15,  1946,  with  46  students  enrolled.  It  has 
had  an  everage  attendance  for  the  six  years  of  about  104  men  per  year. 

8.  Work  with  Silent  People.  The  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Jerry  F.  Potter 
work  with  the  silent  people  in  North  Carolina. 

9.  The  Allied  Church  League.  This  League  is  helping  to  fight 
against  the  liquor  traffic  and  other  evils  such  as  narcotics  and  gam- 
bling. 

10.  Funds  from  State  Missions  go  to  Fruitland  and  Caswell  As- 
semblies for  equipment. 

11.  Aid  to  Department  of  Pastoral  Care.  This  department  became 
a  part  of  State  Missions  January  1,  1954.  During  the  first  six  months 
580  persons  from  over  North  Carolina  received  counseling  in  this  de- 
partment. 

12.  Student  Loan  Fund  gives  financial  aid  to  students,  both  young 
men  and  young  women,  who  are  attending  college  in  preparation  for

full  time  Christian  service. 

13.  Protestants  and  other  Americans  United  for  the  Separation  cf 
Church  and  State. 

14.  Negro  Baptist  Convention.  We  have  260,000  Negro  Baptists  in 
North  Carolina.  We  help  to  train  their  preachers,  assist  in  Vacation 
Bible  Schools,  Sunday  Schools  and  Training  Unions. 

15.  State  Mission  Funds  are  used  to  aid  pastors  serving  churches 
near  McCain  Sanatorium  and  Samarcand.  These  pastors  serve  as  Chap- 
lains of  these  two  institutions. 

16.  Woman's  Missionary  Union.  WMU  is  not  a  part  of  the  State 
Mission  Program  of  the  convention  but  rather  a  "fellow_helper"  in  the 
support  of  State  Missions. 

17.  The  Baptist  Brotherhood.  A  Baptist  Brotherhood  is  a  group  o^ 
consecrated  men  who  have  banded  themselves  together  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  the  full  program  of  their  Church  and  Denomination. 

18.  Visual  Aids  Department.  This  department  is  to  aid  ministers, 
teachers  and  leaders  in  carrying  out  a  more  effective  ministry. 

19.  State  Missions  carries  in  its  budget  $5,000  for  the  publishing 
of  "North  Carolina  Baptist  History,"  written  by  Dr.  George  W.  Paschal. 

20.  Summer  Student  Program.  Students  are  used  during  the  sum- 
mer in  associations  and  local  churches  to  promote  all  phases  of  our 
Baptist  work. 

Let  us  do  our  best  this  year  in  supporting  State  Missions'  program 
with  our  cooperation,  prayers  and  offerings  that  we  may  be  able  to 
carry  on  our  great  mission  program.

REPORT  ON  HOME  MISSIONS 

One  of  the  greatest  problems  in  Foreign  Missions  today  is  a  home 
problem.  Can  we  teach  the  races  of  the  earth  the  law  of  universal 
love  while  we  are  disregarding  the  rights  of  others  in  our  own  land? 
So  long  as  so-called  Christian  nations  are  filled  with  graft  and  greed: 
so  long  as  corruption  of  morals  and  defiance  of  moral  principals  pre- 
vail, nations  whose  responsibility  it  is  to  spread  the  Gospel  at  home 
and  on  the  far-flung  battle  line  will  sound  a  note  of  uncertainty  and 
peace  with  God  and  man  will  be  retarded  in  their  program.  This  can 
in  part  be  changed  by  supporting  our  Home  Mission  Board. 

Our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  covers  twenty-two  states.  Alas- 
ka, the  Panama  Canal  Zone  and  Cuba  are  known  as  our  Home  Mission 
outposts.  The  administrative  work  of  our  board  is  directed  from  the 
Home  Mission  Board  in  Atlanta,  Ga. 

The  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board  is  divided  as  follows 
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1st — The  Indians:  About  one  hundred  missionaries  work  with  the 
Indians  in  eight  states. 

2nd — Militarj^:  This  is  carried  on  in  cooperation  with  other  con- 
cention-wide  agencies.  All  Southern  Baptist  Chaplains  are  recruited 
and  endorsed  by  the  Chaplains'  Commission  of  the  Home  Mission 
Board. 

3rd — Outposts:  These  include  Alaska,  Panama  and  Cuba. 

4th — Cities;  West,  Mountain,  Rural,  Pioneer:  These  are  carried 
on  in  cooperation  with  State  Mission  Boards  and  local  churches. 

5th — Student  Mission  Work:  During  the  summer  students  serve 
on  the  various  Home  Fields  to  help  in  revivals,  Vacation  Bible  Schools, 
and  make  surveys  and  other  services. 

6th: — Education:  Mission  study  books,  tracts,  and  Southern  Baptist 
Home  Mission  Magazine  are  published.  Schools  of  Missions  are  also 
promoted. 

7th — Language  Groups:  This  includes  work  among  people  who  live 
in  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  Territory  but  who  speak  lan- 
guages other  than  English. 

Sth — Jews:  We  have  four  workers  in  the  field  of  Jewish  evange- 
lism. 

9th — Negroes:  The  chief  work  among  Negroes  is  in  training  their 
leaders. 

10th — Migrants:  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  three  missionaries 
who  work  with  people  who  do  not  have  permanent  homes  but  travel 
from  place  to  place  planting  and  harvesting  crops  and  other  seasonal 
employment. 

11th — Good  Will  Centers:  These  work  with  groups  in  cities. 

12th — Women:  Emergency  Home  and  Baby  Placement  Centers, 
located  in  New  Orleans,  it  gives  shelter  to  unwed  mothers  and  pro- 
vides placement  of  babies  in  Christian  homes. 

13th — Men's  Rescue  Mission:  This  field  of  work  includes  those  who 
have  become  addicted  to  alcohol,  drugs,  etc. 

14th — Ministry  to  Juvenile  Delinquents:  This  is  done  chiefly 
through  cooperation  with  the  local  churches. 

15.  The  Deaf:  This  ministry  to  the  deaf  is  carried  on  among  the 
seventy  thousand  unfortunate  deaf  people  within  the  bounds  of  our 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

1 6th — Church  Building  Loan  Fund:  The  Home  Mission  Board  has  a 
loan  fund  which  is  used  to  aid  churches  in  building  projects. 

117th — Evangelism:  Evangelism  is  our  major  task.  This  program  is 
carried  on  in  cooperation  with  all  the  states. 

May  we  do  our  best  to  help  our  Home  Mission  Board  with  the 
tremendous  task  they  are  doing  so  well.  May  each  Christian  in  our 
association  so  live  that  the  great  Gospel  of  our  Savior  spreads  from  our 
lives  to  our  homes,  our  communities,  our  county,  our  state,  our  nation 
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and  unto  the  uttermost  parts  of  the  earth.

REPORT  ON  FOREIGN  MISSIONS 

J.  Morse  Grant,  editor  of  "  Charity  and  Children,"  said  that  on 
returning  from  the  Baptist  World  Alliance  meeting  in  London  the 
most  heartening  piece  of  news  he  heard  was  that  over  200  young 
people  had  walked  down  the  aisles  during  Foreign  Missions  Week  at 
Ridgecrest  this  summer  dedicating  themselves  to  Foreign  Missionary 
service.  Having  just  seen  the  dire  need  for  missionary  volunteers, 
especially  in  the  medical  field,  while  abroad,  no  wonder  he  rejoiced  on 
hearing  the  news. 

Many  who  are  members  of  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church  will  say, 
"I  believe  in  Home  Missions  but  not  in  Foreign  Missions,"  and  from 
the  amount  given  to  Foreign  Missions  compared  to  what  we  spend  at 
home  it  seems  that  some  who  do  not  say  it  feel  the  same. 

Southern  Baptists  gave  $305,573,654  in  1954.  If  only  five  cents  of 
each  dollar  earned  by  Southern  Baptists  were  made  available  for 
service  beyond  the  borders  of  our  own  land,  it  would  be  more  than 
$15,000,000,000.  One-tenth  of  the  collections  plate  dollar  would  have 
been  more  than  $30,000,000. 

At  the  close  of  1954  we  had  949  missionaries  in  foreign  service, 
2,268  churches  reporting  22,125  baptisms.  We  have  11  hospitals  abroad 
with  27  missionary  nurses.  We  know  that  we  have  come  a  long  way 
in  Foreign  Missions  work  in  recent  years,  but  there  is  room  for  much 
more  advance.  "The  harvest  truly  is  great  but  the  labourers  are  few, 
pray  ye  therefore  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  he  would  send  forth 
labourers  into  his  harvest,"  and  then  "Bring  ye  all  the  tithes  into  the 
storehouse."

REPORT  ON  CHRISTIAN  LITERATURE 

If  God's  word  was  studied  as  is  should  be  men  would  have  breadth 
of  mind,  a  nobility  of  character,  and  a  stability  of  purpose  that  are 
rarely  seen  in  these  times.  We,  as  Christians  and  Baptists,  know  that 
the  Bible  is  the  source  of  all  Christian  literature.  There  is  little  bene- 
fit derived  from  a  hasty  reading  of  the  Bible.  One  may  read  the  whole 
Bible  through  and  yet  fail  to  see  its  beauty  or  comprehend  its  deep 
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and  hidden  meaning.  One  passage  studied  until  its  significance  is 
clear  to  the  mind  and  its  relation  to  the  plan  of  salvation  is  evident, 
is  of  more  value  than  many  chapters  with  no  definite  purpose  in  view. 

Some  read  the  Bible  just  because  they  feel  it  is  their  duty;  some 
read  with  little  care;  some  read  because  their  neighbors  do;  while 
others  read  with  open  minds.  Some  scriptures  are  too  plain  to  be  mis- 
understood, while  the  meaning  of  others  cannot  so  readily  be  dis- 
cerned. To  obtain  a  comprehensive  knowledge  of  any  Bible  truth, 
scripture  must  be  compared  with  scripture  and  there  should  be  careful 
research  and  prayerful  reflection.  All  such  study  will  be  richly  re- 
warded. 

God  has  promised  us  an  understanding  of  divine  things  in  Prov- 
erbs 2:3-5,  "Yea,  if  thou  criest  after  knowledge  and  liftest  up  thy 
voice  for  understanding;  if  thou  seekest  her  as  silver,  and  searchest 
for  her  as  for  hid  treasures;  then  shalt  thou  understand  the  fear  of  the 
Lord,  and  find  the  knowledge  of  God." 

It  is  through  Christian  literature  that  Christianity  has  spread 
very  rapidly.  The  teaching  of  Christ  has  united  many  races,  classes  and 
religious  beliefs.  The  Baptists  are  doing  a  great  job  by  trying  to  get 
their  literature  into  all  non-Christian  nations.  It  is  our  responsibility 
to  see  that  the  best  kind  of  Christian  literature  is  in  the  hands  of  our 
younger  generaion.  Let  us  give  our  best  in  trying  to  get  our  literature 
scattered  to  all  parts  of  the  world  and  certainly  to  our  own  association. 

What  are  the  Scriptures  able  to  do  for  one  who  believes  them? 
"And  that  from  a  child  thou  know  the  Holy  Scriptures,  which  are 
able  to  make  thee  wise  unto  salvation  through  faith  which  is  in  Christ 
Jesus."  2nd  Timothy  3:15.

SUNDAY  SCHOOL  REPORT 

Sunday  School  work  is  one  of  the  most  inspiring  and  fruitful  fields 
of  the  church  work.  For  most  boys  and  girls  it  is  the  agency  of  the 
church  which  they  come  in  contact  with  first. 

The  Sunday  School  should  be  the  chief  soul  winning  agency  of 
the  church.  It  is  therefore  fitting  that  the  pastor  should  be  the  real 
head  and  inspiration  of  the  Sunday  School.  He  and  the  superintendent 
should  work  together  in  promoting  this  great  teaching  agency  of  the 
church. 

We  have  49  active  Sunday  Schools  in  the  Association  with  an  en- 
rollment of  approximately  6,000.  It  is  encouraging  to  know  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  in  enrollment  over  last  year  and  also  in  average 
attendance,  but  there  are  multitudes  of  people  in  our  Association  who 
are  not  in  Sunday  School.  They  can  be  found  in  every  church  com- 
munity. We  need  to  continue  to  work  and  pray  until  every  individual 
is  enlisted.  If  we  could  enroll  every  individual  in  our  Association  in 
the  Sunday  School  it  would  mean  greater  soul  winning  opportunities; 
churches  would  be  strengthened;  homes  would  be  fortified;  and  our 
mission  work  would  be  extended.  Jesus  commissioned  his  disciples 
(1)  to  go,  (2)  to  make  disciples,  (3)  to  baptize  them,  (4)  to  teach  and 
to  train  them  so  that  they  might  go  and  make  more  disciples  and  in 
this  continuous  and  ever  enlarging  circle  carry  on  what  he  had  begun 
until  his  purpose  shall  be  realized.  Statistics  show  that  one  person 
out  of  every  three  unsaved  people  are  won  to  Christ  who  attend 
Sunday  School,  while  only  one  out  of  245  non-attenders  are  won. 
SHALL  WE  ENROLL  THEM? 

Several  of  our  churches  have  conducted  Study  Courses  this  year 
and  have  also  had  a  week  of  Bible  Study,  using  the  book,  "Studies  in 
Hebrews." 

The  Associational  Sunday  School  Convention  has  been  held  each 
quarter.  It  alw^ays  meets  on  the  5th  Sunday  unless  providentially  hin- 
dered. Let  me  encourage  you  as  pastors  and  Sunday  School  Superin- 
tendents to  tell  your  people  about  these  meetings  and  bring  a  group 
from  your  church  to  each  convention.  It  will  mean  much  to  all  your 
people. 

There  have  been  41  Vacation  Bible  Schools  conducted  this  summer 
with  an  enrollment  of  2,392;  an  average  attendance  of  2,108;  110  chil- 
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dren  enrolled  in  Bible  School  that  never  attend  Sunday  School;  and 
67  conversions.  $318.57  was  given  to  missions  through  these  schools. 
We  commend  all  those  who  have  had  a  part  in  helping  to  give  to  our 
boys  and  girls  an  opportunity  to  attend  Bible  School.  We  wish  to  ex- 
press our  appreciation  to  Miss  Dorothy  Edwards  and  her  summer 
workers,  Miss  Terry  Thomas  and  Miss  Jo  Ellen  Williams,  for  the  suc- 
cess of  the  Bible  School  work  this  summer.  We  hope  that  next  year 
we  can  have  a  Bible  School  in  every  church.  It  is  a  great  teaching 
agency  for  the  boys  and  girls. 

Several  of  our  churches  are  building  new  buildings  or  adding 
more  Sunday  School  rooms.  This  is  a  sign  of  growth,  for  as  we  add 
more  space  we  are  going  to  reach  more  people. 

September  is  the  month  for  our  Sunday  School  Planning  Meetings, 
where  we  come  together  in  each  church  and  plan  our  work  for  the 
year.  May  we  strive  in  our  meetings  this  year  to  reach  more  of  our 
people. 

In  closing  may  I  suggest  a  few  things  that  we  can  do  next  year  to 
improve  our  Sunday  Schools: 

1.  Secure  consecrated  Christians  for  your  teachers. 

2.  Plan  a  weekly  visitation  program  in  your  church  and  visit  the 
prospects  and  the  absentees. 

3.  Keep  good  records  for  this  is  very  important. 

4.  Plan  a  weekly  Sunday  School  Officers  and  Teachers  meeting. 

5.  Plan  to  have  at  least  one  study  course  for  the  Sunday  School. 

6.  Include  the  four  important  steps  of  Sunday  School: 

(1)  Know  the  people  who  ought  to  be  in  Sunday  School. 

(2)  Secure  additional  workers. 

(3)  Provide  more  space. 

(4)  Train  the  workers. 

May  I  express  my  deep  appreciation  to  all  of  you  who  have  co- 
operated with  me  in  this  great  work  during  the  years  that  I  have  tried 
to  serve  as  you  superintendent.  It  has  been  a  great  joy  to  serve  God  in 
this  field  of  service.  Let  us  continue  to  work  to  get  our  people  to  Sun- 
day School.  May  we  all  strive  for  an  enlarged  vision  and  a  more  fruit- 
ful year  in  1956.

TRAINING  UNION  REPORT 

WHAT  IS  TRAINING  UNION?  Simply  answered,  Training  Union 
is  a  program  of  study  and  participation  which  will  assist  and  train  a 
growing  Christian  to  be  a  more  effective  Christian  witness,  a  more 
intelligent  church  member,  and  a  more  loyal  and  appreciative  Bap- 
tist. It  is  our  Baptist  program  existing  for  the  purpose  of  conserving 
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the  results  of  our  evangelistic  efforts.  It  is  "Training  in  Church  Mem- 
bership." 

HOW  LONG  HAVE  WE  HAD  TRAINING  UNION  IN  NORTH 
CAROLINA?  Well,  back  in  1900  a  few  churches  had  the  Baptist  Young 
People's  Union  (B.  Y.  P.  U. ,  but  these  were  scattered  and  there  was 
no  state-wide  organization.  It  was  ten  years  later  that  the  first  state- 
wide organization  was  initiated.  The  first  meeting  was  held  in  Durham 
with  10  Unions  reported  in  the  state  with  about  350  members.  At  the 
end  of  1954  we  had  in  North  Carolina  1,750  churches  with  Training 
Unions  with  an  enrollment  of  155,000.  So,  it's  a  pretty  big  business 
after  all,  this  Training  Union  work!  Yes,  it  has  come  a  long  way,  but 
there  is  yet  much  to  be  done.  1,500  churches  as  yet  without  Training 
Union!  600,000  church  members  unlisted  in  training! 

The  same  statement  can  be  made  about  the  progress  of  the  work 
in  the  Tuckaseigee  Association,  but  there  is  much  yet  to  be  done.  Ac- 
cording to  the  1943  Minutes  there  were  only  7  churches  with  Training 
Unions,  with  an  enrollment  of  378.  Twelve  years  later,  1955,  21 
churches  have  Training  Unions  with  an  enrollment  of  1,643.  This 
leaves  28  churches  in  our  Association  without  Training  Union  and 
about  6,422  resident  church  members  unlisted  in  training.  It  is  still 
our  great  desire  to  have  a  Training  Union  in  every  church  and  we  be- 
lieve that  in  a  very  few  short  years  this  will  be  true. 

We  have  just  closed  a  very  successful  year  for  which  we  are  very 
greatful.  There  has  been  a  good  spirit  of  cooperation  for  every  meeting 
that  we  have  held.  We  wish  to  thank  the  Associational  Training  Union 
officers  as  well  as  the  local  church  officers  and  the  pastors  for  your 
cooperation  and  good  work.  The  progress  that  has  been  made,  you 
have  had  a  part  in  it. 

We  have  held  four  Associational  Mass  Meetings  this  past  year, 
three  Officers  and  Leaders  Council  meetings,  and  four  Executive 
Committee  meetings.  These  were  well  attended  with  an  average  of 
15  churches  being  represented  at  the  mass  meetings.  The  "M"  night 
meeting  held  in  December  at  the  Sylva  church  reached  the  high  at- 
tendance of  over  400.  We  had  the  largest  delegation  to  attend  the 
Regional  Training  Union  Convention  in  Murphy  than  any  of  the  as- 
sociations for  which  we  want  to  thank  each  of  you  who  made  this 
possible.  We  had  Juniors,  Young  People,  and  Adults  participating  in 
the  tournaments.  We  have  four  of  our  Associational  officers  serving 
as  Regional  Officers  for  this  year. 

We  had  15  Training  Union  workers  with  us  this  summer  con- 
ducting an  Enlargement  Campaign.  During  this  week  of  study  and 
inspiration  we  had  8  churches  that  participated  with  an  enrollment 
for  the  week  of  543;  an  average  attendance  of  331;  and  232  awards.  We 
deeply  appreciate  Mr.  James  P.  Morgan,  our  State  Secretary  of  Train- 
ing Union  work,  and  his  fine  group  of  workers  for  giving  to  us  this 
week  which  has  already  meant  and  will  continue  to  mean  much  to

our  people. 

The  Training  Union  also  conducted  a  youth  rally  for  the  young 
people,  using  students  from  Mars  Hill  College.  This  was  one  of  the 
highlights  of  the  year. 

May  we  continue  to  keep  the  Training  Union  work  growing  in 
our  Association  and  use  as  our  goal  for  1955-56,  "Every  Church  with 
a  Training  Union."  Thank  you  for  the  privilege  of  serving  you  as  your 
Director  for  the  past  two  years.  I  can  look  back  on  them  as  some  of 
the  happiest  years  of  my  life  and  an  experience  with  which  I  would  not 
part  for  any  price.

For  almost 
thirty  years  the  cooperattive  program  has  attempted  to  present  the 
whole  program  of  Southern  Baptists  in  such  a  way  as  to  permit  them 
the  privilege  of  giving  their  offerings  through  a  single  channel.  Paul's 
figure  of  the  body  and  its  many  working  organs  striving  together  in 
unity  is  a  life  size  photograph  of  the  cooperative  program  emphasis  of 
Southern  Baptists, 

What  is  the  cooperative  program?  To  understand  it  clearly  one 
must  define  it  and  then  show  how  it  operates.  As  to  definition,  the  co- 
operative program  is  simply  the  channel  through  which  the  offerings 
of  each  worshiper  and  each  church  flow  into  all  the  world.  Such 
offerings  pass  from  the  individual  into  the  treasury  of  the  church.  An 
emphasis  on  three  prepositions  will  help  us  to  understand: 

The  offering  is  brought  to  God. 

It  passes  into  the  treasury  of  the  church. 

It  is  for  the  promotion  of  Christ's  Kingdom  everywhere.

T.  F.  Middleton,  deacon;  Carrey  Woodring,  deacon;  Ted  Houston, 
deacon;  R.  G.  Powell,  deacon,  Roy  Potts,  deacon;  Jesse  C.  Smith,  dea- 
con;Rev.  J.  E.  Brown;  Rev.  F.  P.  Blankenship;  and  Rev.  Frank  Reed. 

On  June  12,  1955,  the  committee  met  at  Webster  Baptist  Church  to 
examine  Brother  Virgil  Cook  for  ordination  to  the  Christian  Ministry.

REPORT  OF  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECEPTION  OF  CHURCHES 

The  Committee  on  Organization  and  Reception  of  Churches  met 
on  August  19,  1955,  at  the  Balsam  Grove  Baptist  Church  with  sixteen 
pastors  present  with  Rev.  F.  P.  Blankenship  presiding. 

Petition  for  admittance  to  the  Association  by  New  Hope  Baptist 
Church  was  presented.  Dillard  Wood,  who  served  as  moderator  in  the 
organizational  meeting  of  the  New  Hope  Baptist  Church,  read  the  pro- 
ceedings of  that  meetings,  held  January  23,  1955. 

Seven  Baptist  ministers  were  present  but  the  committee  as  a 
whole  was  not  notified  of  the  organizational  meeting,  through  the 
misunderstanding  of  the  organizing  group  .A.ccording  to  the  statements 
of  Ben  Cook,  they  had  not  realized  that  the  proper  procedure  was 
not  being  followed.  Rev.  R.  W.  Abrams  moved  that  New  Hope  Baptist 
Church  be  accepted  by  the  usual  procedure — one  year's  probation  with 
the  understanding  that  the  proper  procedure  of  associational  accredit- 
ing be  followed.  It  is  recommended  that  in  the  future  the  requirements 
of  the  Constitution  be  followed  more  closely  in  the  matter  of  calling 
upon  the  assistance  and  advice  of  the  entire  Committee  on  Organiza- 
tion and  Reception  of  new  Churches. 

The  committee  voted  unanimously  to  give  the  certificate  of  c  m- 
mendation  upon  New  Hope  Church  to  the  Associcition.  The  certificate, 
along  with  the  church  letter  of  New  Hope,  is  attached  hereto.

The  Committee  on  Organization  and  Keception  of  New  Churches

Travel  to  a  desert  area  in  northwest  India.  Stand  with  a  group  of 
men  gath'^'T-ed  around  a  young  Christian  layman  working  as  a  govern- 
ment surveyor.  He  is  using  the  opportunity  to  tell  the  good  news  of 
Jesus  Christ  to  men  who  never  heard  the  Gospel  before. 

As  the  young  man  speaks  of  the  Bible,  one  of  his  older  listeners 
asks,  "Is  that  book  in  my  language?"

NORTH  CAROLINA  BAPTIST  HOSPITAL 
1955  REPORT 

The  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  was  incorporated  in  1922  and 
received  its  first  patient  on  May  28,  1923.  It  is  located  on  an  eleven- 
acre  site  in  the  Ardmore  section  of  Winston-Salem. 

Originally  built  as  an  80-bed  institution,  the  hospital  was  enlarged 
in  1942  to  a  capacity  of  250  beds  and  50  bassinets.  A  Nurses'  Home, 
Out-Patient  Building,  new  West  Wing,  Children's  Wing,  and  Laundry 
Building  have  been  added  to  the  originaly  plant.  The  Medical  School 
was  built  adjoining  the  hospital  in  1942. 

The  new  South  Wing  is  now  completed.  There  are  364  beds  and 
50  bassinets  open.  When  renovations  in  the  old  buildings  are  com- 
pleted this  year  a  total  of  400  beds  and  50  bassinets  will  be  available. 

Our  Baptist  Hospital  fills  an  important  place  in  the  life  and  wor). 
of  North  Carolina  Baptists.  It  will  serve  more  than  25,000  people  this 
year,  touching  every  area  of  our  state. 

In  addition  to  this  great  host  of  sick  people,  our  hospital  provides 
an  educational  program  for  more  than  400  young  people  who  are  in 
training  to  become  nurses,  doctors,  technicians,  pastors  and  other 
Christian  workers. 

The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  provides  Christian  counseling 
and  guidance  for  the  patients,  students,  hospital  staff  and  personnel, 
as  well  as  hundreds  of  others  who  come  to  the  hospital  from  over  the 
state  for  this  purpose  alone. 

It  is  not  easy  to  estimate  the  value  of  these  and  other  services 
rendered  by  our  hospital  to  multiplied  thousands  of  people  of  all 
ages  in  the  fields  of  health,  education  and  spiritual  guidance. 

The  cost  of  carrying  on  this  program  for  such  a  multitude  of 
people  is  tremendous — more  than  two  million  dollars  a  year.  One-half 
million  dollars  of  this  is  spent  in  helping  to  care  for  sick  people  who 
are  not  able  to  pay  for  the  service  they  need.  We  are  grateful  to  God 
for  the  privilege  of  sharing  in  such  work,  and  we  want  to  thank  the 
churches  of  our  Association  for  their  part  in  it. 

The  opportunities  for  Christian  service  and  witnessing  through 
our  hospital  are  truly  great.  We  need  to  give  it  a  much  more  generous 
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support  through  our  Mother's  Day 
gram.

(Please  re-read  last  year's  Temperance  Report.)  Temperance  is 
defined:  Moderation,  especially  in  respect  to  the  appetite  or  passion; 
patience;  sobriety;  total  abstinence.  The  Bible  instructs  us  to  be  "tem- 
perate in  all  things." 

Isn't  it  funny  that  princes  and  kings, 

And  clowns  that  caper  in  sawdust  rings. 

And  simple  folk  like  you  and  me. 

Are  builders  for  eternity? 

To  each  is  given  a  bag  of  tools, 

A  shapeless  mass  and  a  set  of  rules; 

And  each  must  make,  ere  life  is  done, 

A  STUMBLING  BLOCK,  or  a  STEPPING  STONE. 

What  kind  of  people  stumble  into  drunkenness?  We  are  sometimes 
inclined  to  think  it  is  the  dregs  of  society,  the  misfits,  the  lower  levels, 
whose  environment  and  training  (or  lack  of  it)  have  conditioned  them 
to  excess  and  debauchery.  Not  so,  says  Keeley  Institute,  of  Dvv^ight, 
Illinois,  in  its  February,  1951,  Bulletin,  and  proceeds  to  analyze  the 
type  of  patients  treated  during  the  last  two  years.  Keeley  says,  "Be- 
cause the  Institute  accepts  only  voluntary  patients,  those  alcoholics 
who  do  not  recognize  their  problem  are  automatically  eliminated  from 
these  statistics.  Other  than  that,  we  feel  that  the  patients  studied  rep- 
resent a  reasonably  fair  sample  of  the  United  States  population.

The  recent  age  study  of  Keeley  patients  shows  that  83  %  began 
drinking  when  they  were  below  twenty,  and  7.4%^  between  21  and  25. 
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The  average  alcoholic  has  been  drinking  for  at  least  20  years  and  has 
been  drinking  to  excess  for  about  7  years.  Patients  over  40  consti- 
tuted 68.5%  of  the  number  treated,  with  25.5%  between  31  and  40.

This  chart  indicates  that  many  of  the  alcoholic  patients  are  above 
intelligence. 

Total  abstinence  is  the  Christian  answer  to  alcohol.  Sixty-five 
per  cent  of  the  population  above  fifteen  years  of  age  uses  alcohol  as 
a  beverage.  This  is  approximately  67  million  people. 

About  ten  billions  of  dollars  are  spent  annually  in  America  for 
beverage  alcohol.  For  every  dollar  of  liquor  revenue  collected  we  pay 
ten  dollars  for  crime,  wrecks  and  liquor  damage.  It  constitutes  the 
number  four  health  problem  in  the  nation  and  is  responsible  for 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  deaths  on  our  highways. 

In  North  Carolina  there  are  30  counties  that  have  ABC  stores.  Six 
cities  and  towns  in  dry  counties  have  ABC  stores.  Fifty-two  counties 
sell  beer  and  wine  legally.  One  thousand,  one  hundred  and  eighteen 
people  were  killed  on  the  highways  of  North  Carolina  in  1953.  Of 
these,  thirty  per  cent,  or  372,  resulted  from  the  use  of  beverage  al- 
cohol. 

North  Carolina  sold  through  its  ABC  stores  last  year  $63,510,275.- 
14  worth  of  liguor. 

This  is  really  and  truly  a  moral  matter  that  every  Christian  must 
seriously  consider.  What  can  we  do  about  it?  What  can  the  churches 
do  about  it? 

1.  Have  a  Committee  on  Alcohol  Education. 

2.  Determine  the  problems  in  the  community  and  county. 

3.  Cooperate  with  law  enforcement  agencies. 

4.  Provide  better  ways  of  living. 

5.  Prevention  and  rehabilitation  of  alcoholics. 

Preachers  of  America,  awake!  If  you  have  a  message  for  our 
liquor-stricken  nation,  stand  up  and  preach  it.  From  the  shadow  of 
the  cross  let  your  voice  be  heard.

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REPORT  ON  THE  SOUTHERN   BAPTIST  CONVENTION 

The  ninety -eighth  session  of  the  one  hundred -tenth  year  of  thd 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  met  in  Dinner  Key  Auditorium,  Miami, 
Fla.,  May  18-21,  1955,  with  10,061  registered  messengers  and  a  host  of 
visitors  present,  making  this  the  second  largest  attendance  in  history. 
President  J.  W.  Storer  of  Tulsa,  Oklahomo,  presided,  with  the  vice 
presidents,  as  the  convention  proceeded  to  dehberate  and  conduct  its 
business  under  the  theme  "Giving  God  the  Glory,"  based  on  Isaiah 
66:5.  The  convention  was  marked  by  a  spirit  of  unity  and  harmony 
mixed  with  a  sense  of  pride  in  achievement  and  accomplishment,  yet 
there  was  an  underlj'ing  sense  of  opportunity,  need,  and  challenge. 

Among  the  many  reports  highlighting  progress  in  all  areas  of 
work  two  are  mentioned  here.  First,  we  now  have  more  than  eight 
million  members  of  our  churches.  Second,  for  the  first  time  in  our 
history  we  have  more  than  1,000  foreign  missionaries  on  the  fields. 
Surely  these  are  causes  to  give  God  the  glory. 

Another  event  of  which  we  should  be  justly  proud  was  the  election 
of  Dr.  C.  C.  Warren,  pastor  of  Charlotte's  First  Baptist  Church,  as 
president  of  the  convention.  This  is  the  first  time  in  the  life  of  the 
Southern  Baptist  Convention  when  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been 
honored  with  a  native  son  as  president.  Dr.  Warren  will  serve  with 
humility,  love,  respect,  honor  and  dignity  in  this  highest  office  of  in- 
fluence and  service  of  Southern  Baptists.  Let  us  remember  him  in  our 
prayers. 

The  following  messengers  from  churches  of  our  association  attend- 
ed the  convention:  Rev.  B.  S.  Hensley.  Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  D.  Gregg,  Rev. 
and  Mrs.  Clyde  Collins,  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Charles  Ginn,  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Earl  Payne,  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Charlie  Hoyle,  and  Rev.  and  Mrs.  R.  W.

Street  has  now  been  paid  for.  Also,  they  report  the  installation  of  a 
beautiful  set  of  C?^illon  Bells  given  as  a  memorial  by  the  Monteith 
family. 

Dick's  Creek  reports  that  their  entire  pastor's  offering  ($170.13) 
was  reiarned  by  Rev.  Bill  Crawford  to  the  church. 

Much  has  been  done  and  is  being  done  in  the  building  and  im- 
provement of  our  church  plants  throughout  the  Association. 

Buff  Creek  has  started  work  on  their  new  pastorium.  Cullownee 
has  redecorated  and  remodeled  their  auditorium.  East  Sylva  has  added 
14  new  Sunday  School  rooms.  Hyatt's  Chapel  has  landscaped  their 
grounds  and  adder"  3  new  Sunday  School  rooms.  Jarrett  Memorial  has 
added  6  classrooms,  2  assembly  rooms  and  1  rest  room.  Little  Sa- 
vannah spent  $284.15  in  painting  their  church  building.  Mt.  Pleasant 
spent  $1,599.27  on  new  Sunday  School  rooms.  Old  Savannah  has  in- 
stalled a  new  heating  system.  Shoal  Creek  has  a  new  church  build- 
ing underway  which  is  to  cost  between  $15,000  to  $20,000.  They  sold 
memorial  picture  plates  of  their  old  building  to  help  raise  money  for 
the  new  building.  Tuckaseigee  has  a  new  church  plant  containing  audi- 
torium, 12  classrooms  and  half  basement.  They  have  already  spent 
over  $17,000  and  now  have  the  outside  completed  and  are  able  to  hold 
services  in  their  auditorium.
